According to The Manchester Guardian, 
England will refuse to recognize any spe- 
, cial rights in China granted to any par- 
ticular power. Her warships will winter 
at Port Arthur, if the Russians do, and 
she will insist on a naval station at Kiao- 
Chau the same as Germany. The Ham- 
burg-American Line will run steamers to 
Chinese and Japanese ports. 


A coupé in which were Mrs. Sidney Ash- 
more, her little granddaughter, Marian 
Ashmore, and her maid, Alice Brooke, was 
overturned on Fifth Avenue yesterday 
afternoon, and the party was thrown to 
the sidewalk.

A counterfeit one-hundred-dollar silver cer- 
tificate has been discovered which Treas- 
ury officials are scarcely able to detect. 
In view of the discovery the counterfeited 
issue is to be called in, and Secretary 
Gage advises business men not to accept 
$100-silver certificates. 


Congressman Walker of the Banking and 
Currency Committee of the House is con- 
fident that the committee will report a 
bill embodying the features of the old 
Suffolk system by Feb. 1. Preparations 
are being made for the hearing to be 
given the Monetary Commission on Jan. 12. 
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The reported financial embarrassment of 
the Brighton Beach Racing Association 
is said by friends of President Engeman 
to be only temporary.

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REFORM RULE IN NEWPORT. 


City Officers Elected by the New Coun- 
cil Regardless of Party—The 
Mayor’s Inaugural. 


NEWPORT, R. L., Jan. 3.—The keynote 
of reform was struck to-night when the 
newly inaugurated City Council met and 
elected officers for the ensuing year, cut- 
ting off the heads of every political office 
holder. Political wires were cast to the 
winds. 

The principal officers elected were: 
Street Commissioner—William Hamilton; 
Chief of Police—Pardon S. Kaull; City So- 
licitor—J. Stacy Brown; Probate Judge— 
R. M. Franklin; Probate Clerk—H. E,. Tur- 
ner; Collector of Taxes—E. W. Higbee; 
City Auditor—T, E. Sherman; Inspector of 
Nuisances—W. S. Currin; City Physician— 
Dr. F. David; City Clerk—W. G. Stevens. 

After eighteen ballots had been taken for 
President of the Board of Aldermen without 
an election it was postponed until the next 
regular meeting. 

Mayor Boyle’s inaugural address was de- 
livered this morning. 1n tne course of the 
address the Mayor said: 

‘“‘ Within the last year or two certain oc- 
currences have happened which in my 
opinion, if continued, will tend to create 
bad feeling between the permanent and 
Summer residents—one case having already 
invoked judicial power. These differences 
can have none other than results detri- 
mental to the present and future prosperity 
of Newport, and should be speediiy adjust- 
ed to mutual satisfaction. I believe this 
can be very easily accomplished without 
the forfeiture of any of the rights and 


rivileges so long enjoyed by the people of 
Newport, despite the apparent disposition 
in some quarters to question them. Our city 
is solely dependent on combined attractive- 
ness and on the coming of those who have 
so largely contributed to its upbuilding and 
beautification, and any act or spirit which 
causes the depreciation of its capital, 
whether it be the mean and selfish deface- 
ment of the Cliffs or the narrow policy of 
opposition, blind to the city’s best inter- 
ests, should be condemned and discouraged. 
Our best and wisest policy is to cultivate 
the most pleasant and cordial relations with 
the Summer colony, and this, 1 repeat, we 
can pursue without the loss of the slightest 
right, and to our advantage.”’

Brief Triumph of a Would-Be Des- 
perado in New Brunswick.

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ENGLAND'S STAND IN CHINA 


She Will Refuse to Recognize Any 
Special Rights Granted to 
Any Particular Power. 


PORTS MUST BE OPEN TO ALL 


Her Warships Will Winter at Port 
Arthur if the Russian Do, and 
She Will Insist on a Naval 
Station at Kiao-Chau. 


MANCHESTER, England, Jan. 3.—The 


Manchester Guardian to-day says: 

“The Government has categorically 
stated that Great Britain will refuse to 
recognize any special rights granted at any 
Chinese port to any particular power. Any 
port opened to one power must be opened 
to all or open to none. If Russia has been 
granted the right to winter ships at Port 
Arthur, Great Britain will enforce her 
rights to the same privilege, and her ships 
will winter there whether China concedes 
or does not concede the right.” 

Continuing, The Manchester Guardian re- 
marks: 

“If Germany obtains a naval station at 
Kaio-Chou, Great Britain insists upon hav- 
ing a lease of ground for a naval station 
at the same port, and she will support every 
other power making the same claim. 

“The contention of the Government is 
that the most favored nations clause in 
the British and all other treaties with 
China forbids any special concessions of 
the nature contemplated by Germany at 
Kaio-Chou, and prevents nations from ac- 
quiring special benefits in which the others 
have not a share. 

“The Government has also declared that 
the same principle applies to such transac- 
tions as railway and mine monbpolies. Tak- 
—< the stand on the treaties, Great Britain 
refuses to acknowledge such concessions, 
and will insist upon similar railway and 
mine rights, and will use such force to se- 
cure or defend them as may be necessary. 

“This declaration does not apply to ces- 
sions of territory to which the existing 
treaties do not refer; but, relative to this 
contingency, the dispatch of Great Britain 
to China observes that when_ it occurs 
graver questions will arise. The Govern- 
ment will then consider the manner in 
which British interests can best be safe- 
guarded and the form which the compensa- 
tion to Great Britain for the special ad- 
vantages of other nations must take. 

“Jt is reported that a similar declaration 
has been delivered to the Chinese and other 
Governments by Japan.” 


CHINESE TRICKED BY RUSSIA. 


Made to Think that England Meant 
to Capture Port Arthur. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: 

‘“‘The Russians tricked China into con- 
senting to an occupation of Port Arthur by 


representing that the British fleet was com- 
ing to capture it. They also asked the 
Chinese to prohibit the English from land- 
ing. The latter refused, but any HEnglish- 
man going ashore at Port Arthur is shad- 
owed by the Russians.” 


The Powerful Reaches Hougkong.- 


HONGKONG, Jan. 3.—The British war- 
ship Powerful has arrived here, 


The Powerful is a first-class cruiser of 
over 14,000 tons’ displacement and 25,000 in- 
dicated horse power. She is heavily armed 
and is estimated to have a speed of about 22 
knots. She carries a crew of 840 men. 


RUSSO-JAPANESE ALLIANCE, 


The Novosti Says It Would Maintain 
the Equilibrium in the East. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—The Novosti 
publishes an article strongly urging a 
Russo-Japanese alliance as the best means 
of guaranteeing their mutual interests and 
the maintenance of the political equilibrium. 

It is understood this view is favored in 
Russian official circles, in which it is felt 
that a Russo-Japanese alliance would con- 
tribute to avert serious complications in the 
Far East. 


Tsao-Choua Commandant’s Fate. 


PEKIN, Jan. 2—(Delayed in transmission.) 
—The Chinese authorities spent three hours 
at the German Legation to-day, discussing 
the recall of the Commandant of Tsao-Chou, 
Province of Shan-Tung, who is charged 
with having used threatening language to a 
German missionary, and finally consented to 
summon him to Pekin for examination, also 
promising that he should not return to 


Tsao-Chou. 


Czar and Kaiser Send Greetings. 


BERLIN, Jan. 3.—Congratulatory tele- 
grams were exchanged yesterday, in warm 
terms, between the Czar and Emperor 
William. 


GERMAN LINE TO THE EAST. 


Hamburg-American Steamers to Run 
to China and Japan. 


HAMBURG, Jan. 3.—In view of the pros- 
pect for business in the Far East, the Ham- 
burg-American Line will establish a regular 
monthly service between this port and Pe- 
nang, Singapore, Hongkong, Shanghai, 
Yokohama, and Hiogo, commencing on 
Jan, 25. . 


MR. STEWART’S FOREBODINGS, 


The Nevada Senator’s Takes a Unique 
View of the Chinese Question. 


DENVER, Jan. 3.—Senator Stewart of Ne- 
vada was in Denver to-day for a few hours, 
having broken his journey to Washington. 

“The Rothschilds syndicate,”’ said he, “is 
about to divide China among the gold-stan- 
dard nations of Europe. All the nations of 
Asia are to be reduced to financial slavery. 
The next movement will be to divide South 
America. 

“What will then become of the free in- 
stitutions of our own country? What then 
ean intervene to support the Monroe doc- 
trine? 

“The money syndicate which began its 
work with the downfall of Napoleon pro- 
poses to reduce the world to slavery.”

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MRS. SIDNEY ASHMORE HURT. 


Coupe in Which She Was Driving 
with Her Little Granddaughter 
and Maid Overturned. 


‘A’ coupé in which were Mrs, Sidney Ash- 
more, sixty-two years of age, who is well 
known in society and charitable circles; her 
little granddaughter, Marian Ashmore, four 
years of age, and Alice Brooke, her maid, 
was overturned at Fifty-second Street and 
Fifth Avenue yesterday afternoon, and the 
whole party, with John Pickett, the coach- 
man, was thrown to the sidewalk. Mrs. 
Ashmore was seriously injured, and is said 
to be in a dangerous gondition from heart 
trouble, to which she ig subject, and which 
was increased by the shock; the maid was 
bruised, and the coachman knocked uncon- 
scious, but the little girl escaped unhurt. 

After luncheon Mrs. Ashmore ordered a 
coupé from the Brevoort Stables, at Elev- 
enth Street and Fifth Avenue, and started 
up town for the purpose of returning a 
number of calls. At the Forty-second Street 
crossing of Fifth Avenue the horse took 
fright at a steam roller and plunged for- 
ward, pulling Pickett to his feet, He was 
unable to control the animal, which dashed 
madly up the avenue. The little girl began 
to cry, but with wonderful nerve Mrs. Ash- 
more let down the window on one side and 
ordered the maid to lower the other. 

The maid averred last night that two or 
three policemen witnessed their peril, but 
made no attempt to stop the runaway. “I 
screamed for help to one of them,’”’ she said, 
“but he did not apnear to take any notice 
of my appeal.” 

Several pedestrians made futile efforts to 
intercept the horse, until Fifty-second 
Street was reached. Here a man grabbed 
at the bridle. He missed it and the animal, 
Swerving, dashed the carriage against the 
curbstone and it turned over, throwing Mrs. 
Ashmore face downward onto the sidewalk, 
with her little granddaughter on top of her. 
The maid pitched on her side, bruising her 
arm severely. The coachman, who struck 
on his head, was picked up ‘unconscious, 
but speedily recovered. 

Mrs. Ashmore was assisted to the Lang- 
ham Hotel by Policeman Peters of the 
East Fifty-first Street Station, and attend- 
ed to by Dr. Dade of 63 East Fifty-sixth 
Street, and later at her home in Washing- 
ton Square by Dr. J. H. P. Hodgson of 29 
Washington Square, ‘who found several 
scalp wounds. 

Pickett was taken to his home at Twenty- 
eighth Street and Broadway. 

rs. Sidney Ashmore is the wife of Sidney 
Ashmore, at one time a prominent insurance 
broker. She was a Miss Phelps, and is a 
surviving sister of Mrs. Routh, Mrs. An- 
derson, Mrs. McVickar, and Mrs. Valentine 
Mott, all of whom were prominent in New 
York social life of their day. 

Two years ago both Mr. and Mrs. Ash- 
more narrowly escaped being burned to 
death in_a fire at the Peabody apartment 
house, Washington Square, where they 
were then and are still living. Mrs, Ash- 
more was ill with pneumonia at the time, 
and both she and her friend, Mrs. Thomas 
Hitchcock, who was visiting her, had to be 
carried out by the firemen. Mr. Ashmore 
escaped by way of the roof. 

Their grandchild, Marian Ashmore, is the 
daughter of Mrs. Pascoe St. Leger Gren- 
fell, Mrs. Ashmore’s youngest daughter, 
whose engagement and coming wedding to 
William Scharl of East Orange, N. J., was 
announced on Sunday. Mrs. Grenfell was 
born Isabel Ashmore, and married first her 
cousin, Charles AShmore of London, and 
after his death, three years ago, Mr. Gren- 
fell, also of London, who is reported to 
have been killed by the Matabeles in South 
Africa.

ELEVATOR FELL FOUR FLOORS. 


One of Two Workmen on It Was Mor- 
tally Injured, While the Other 
Was Unhurt.

The men were employed by Seeley & Co. 
of 116 Wooster Street to reeve a new wire 
cable for the elevator, which is operated by 
hand. Alfred Cote, forty-five years old, of 
137 Linwood Street, Brooklyn, was in 
charge of the work. His helper, who was 
unhurt in the accident, was so frightened 


that as soon as he was able to get out of 
the building he ran away. Seeley & Co. do 
not know his name, 

The job was a tedious one, and the men 
worked on it several hours. First they 
hoisted the car to the top story and made 
it fast to the drum over head. The shaft 
has a hatch cover at each floor, but the 
workmen did pot close any but the one on 
the first floor 

It was aftey 4 o’clock when the new cables 
were fast. Cote, Who is an experienced 
man, was standing on the iron crossbeam on 
top of the car, and his helper was on the 
ear platform. Suddenly the heavy car, re- 
leased by Cote, shot downward. On the 
way down the helper seized the crossbeam 
and raised his weight from the car bottom. 

With a rattling noise which startled all 
the tenants in the building the car de- 
scended until it was stopped at the first floor 
by the heavy hatchway cover. Cote landed 
in a heap on his head, fracturing the base 
of his skull, and tearing off one of his ears. 
The helper’s grip on the iron bars loosed, 
but his fall was light, and he was not even 
stunned. 


THE GLASS FACTORIES START.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 3.—The flint- 
glass factories throughout the country 
started up to-day after the usual holiday 
period.

A CANADIAN CATASTROPHE 


At Least 30 Persons Killed by the 
Falling of a Floor in a 
London Hall. 


A LARGE NUMBER INJURED 


One Hundred and Fifty People Fall 
in a Heap, and a Safe and 
Steam Coil Tumble 
Upon Them. 


LONDON, Ontario,. Jan. 3.—One of the 
hottest and most stubbornly contested mu- 
nicipal elections ever known in this city 
culminated to-night in a tragedy that has 
put the city in mourning. 

At the close of the polls the crowd, as is 
usual,-gathered in the-City Hall, where it 
has been the custom for years past for 
the successful candidate to address the 
electors. The meeting had been conducted 
in the usual manner, and was about to be 
closed, when the floor in the northeast cor- 
ner of the hall gave way and the people 
Situated in that section were precipitated 
to the floor below. 

An alarm of fire was sounded, and the 
brigade soon reported and began the work 
of removing the débris and taking from the 
ruins the bodies of the dead and injured. 
The dead already number thirty, and sev- 
eral of the injured are likely to die. 

At midnight twenty bodies had been taken 
from the wrecked building and identified.

How many were injured will never be 
known, as those who suffered slightly at 
once went to their own homes or were 
taken care of by their friends. Those who 
were more seriously injured were carried 
to neighboring drug stores, whence they 
were taken to the hospital or to their 
homes, after their injuries had been at- 
tended to. The dead were taken to the 
committee rooms of Alderman Parnell, the 
defeated candidate for Mayor, across the 
street. 

The building was crowded to the very 
doors when the floor gave way, probably 
2,000 people being jammed in its narrow 
space. Just before the catastrophe there 
was a lull in the proceedings, and the audi- 
ence called for several of the newly-elected 
Aldermen at once, and there was some de- 
lay in securing a speaker. Alderman Car- 
ruthers joined the Mayor in an effort to 
secure quiet. 

In response to numerous calls, R. M. 
Toothe was pushed forward to the platform 
on which the speakers stood. As he reached 
it there was an ominous crackling, and the 
raised platform on which the Mayor and 
newly elected Aldermen were seated seemed 
to pitch forward to the floor. 


A Fall of Twenty Feet. 


There was a sagging of timbers, and the 
next moment fully 150 people were hurled 
twenty feet to the floor below. A beam run- 


ning twenty feet along the centre of the 
hall had given way, and the crowded mass 
standing above that section of the floor 
was thrown in a heap to the bottom. A 
large safe stood in one eorner of the hall, 
and a huge steam coil, weighing half a ton, 
onme crashing down on the heads of the vic- 
tims. 

Following thé crash there was a wild rush 
for the doors. At the south door, where 
the majority of the crowd had entered, 
there was a terrible panic. Those in front 
were thrown down by those behind,’ who 
came shrieking and fighting for the door 
and safety. Only one-half of the rear door 
was open, and in the mad rush no one 
thought to open the door in its entirety, and 
500 people struggled through the narrow 
space. 

From under the massed weight of the 
broken beams came many cries for help. 
The windows on the ground floor were 
broken in and through them the dead and 
injured were taken out. 

The building was an old one, having been 
erected in the early fifties. Recently addi- 
tional stories were placed on the old walls. 


BIG ILLINOIS LAND CLAIM. 


Mayor-elect; leg 


Eastern Heirs Bring Suit for $2,000,- 
000 Worth of Farms. 


QUINCY, IIl., Jan. 3.—Suit has been com- 
menced by Edwin H. Harrison and other 
Sastern claimants to recover possession of 
thousands of acres of farm lands in Adams, 


Hancock, Warren, Knox, Henderson, Mer- 
cer, Peoria, and other counties, claiming 
through Richard Smith, who lived in Ral- 
eigh, N. C., filty years ago. 

Smith died in 1252, leaving a will by which 
his estate went to his wife, Penelope Smith, 
and a daughter, Mary A. Smith, and after 
their death a vast amount of property in 
the Illinois military tract reverted to the 
daughter’s children, if any, or to Smith's 
natural heirs. Smith’s wife died long ago, 
and his daughter died later in a Philadel- 
phia insane asylum. 

Now the natural heirs have combined to 
dispossess over 100 present occupants of 
large farms, on the ground that the lat- 
ter’s title is but the life estate of Mrs. Pen- 
elope Smith and the daughter. The prop- 
erty is now worth $2,000,000, 


DEAD IN A BURNING SHANTY. 


Suspicion Attaches to the Death of 
David Hubbard, a Negro, in Jersey. 
TRENTON, Jan. 3.—David Hubbard, col- 

ored, a farm hand employed by Capt. Van 

Kirk, near Lawrenceville, was found dead 

in his burning cabin this morning. The cir- 

cumstances lead to the belief that he was 

murdered. f Y 
Although Coroner Disbrow is of the opin- 

jon that Hubbard was cleaning his gun and 

that it went off, injuring him and overturn- 
ing or shattering the lamp, thus causing 
the fire, the farm hands tell another story. 

Some time ago Capt Van Kirk was taken 
ill, and the doctors pronounced his trouble 
due to gradual arsenical poisoning. Hub- 
bard then informed, it is said, Capt. Van 
Kirk that a negro cook had been putting 
arsenic in the coffee. Her reason for this, 
according to Hubbard, was that in a fit of 
passion one day not long before, the Cap- 
tain had kicked a young man then a farm 
hand. Hubbard claimed this young man 
was a lover of the cook’s. When the Cap- 
tain recovered he refused to prosecute, and 
contented himself with shipping the couple 
to Virginia, whence they came. 

Now the farm hands claim that the young 
man who. was kicked was seen in Lawrence- 
ville last week. The authorities do not take 
much stock in the latter part of the story, 
although the poisoning part was known 
when it occurred.

THE NEW WIRE TRUST. 


Illinois to Receive an Incorporation 
Fee of $87,000, 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 3.—The News 
Says that barring some unforeseen incident 
there will be filed with the Secretary of 
State this week articles of incorporation 


of the largest capitalized stock company in 
the West. The new company will be the 
American Steel and Wire Company, with 
principal offices located at Chicago. The 
capital stock will be $87,000,000—$30,000,000 
of which will be preferred stock, entitled to 
receive each year, out of any surplus of 
profits, a dividend of 7 per cent., and the 
remaining $57,000,000 will be common stock. 
The incorporators will be John W.. Gates, 
Isaac L. Ellwood, and Elbert H. Gary. 

The fee for licensing the incorporation of 
the company will be over $87,000, and will 
be the largest single incorporation fee ever 
received by any State. 


DIED IN HIS CARRIAGE. 


Mr, Austin of Mount Holly Expires on 
the Way. Home from Church. 


MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Jan. 3.—Japhet 
B. Austin, an old and well-known resident 
of Pemberton, died suddenly last night while 
riding home from church, accompanied by 


his wife. Mr. Austin, who was: seventy- 
three years of age, was apparently in his 
usual health when he attended service in 
the Methodist Church. On the way home 
his wife drove the horse. 

After conversing with her husband for 
some time, Mrs Avstin was surprised that 
he did not answer several of her questions. 
She at first supposed that he had fallen 
asleep and shook him. She then discovered 
that he was dead. Mrs. Austin drove to the 
nearest house with the body of her husband 
sitting beside her and called for assistance.

A CHICAGO OFFICER’S DEATH. 


Believed to Have Been Caused by Two

MAJORITY AGAINST HANNA 


Both Houses of the Ohio Legis- 
lature Organized by His 
Enemies. 


HIS DEFEAT NOT CONCEDED 


Advocates of His Election to the Sen- 
ate Hope to Induce the Bolting 
Republicans to Support Him 
—Opposition Confident. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 3.—Both houses 
of the Ohio Legislature were organized to- 
day by the opponents of Senator Mark A. 
Hanna. Senator Thaddeus BH. Cromley, 
Democrat, was elected President pro tem. of 
the Senate by a vote of 18 to 17, and Repre- 
sentative Harry C. Mason of Cleveland, a 
Republican opponent of Senator Hanna, 
Was chosen Speaker of the House by a vote 
of 56 to 53. All of the other nominees of 
the fusion caucuses of anti-Hanna Repub- 
licans and Democrats were elected by simi- 
lar majorities, 

There are two more dates for tests of 
strength—the joint Senatorial caucuses next 
Wednesday night and the joint balloting for 
Senator one week from next Wednesday. 
With the complications of the legislative 
organization and its patronage disposed of, 
the Hanna men to-night began a desperate 
fight on the Senatorship. The Hanna men 
deny that they will form a coalition with 
Brice for a gold Democrat for Senator 
rather than be beaten by a free-silver Re- 
publican, or that they will do anything else 
but fight it out on the present lines. 


Hanna Organization Inferior. 


The Hanna men concede that they have 
lost the power which would result from the 
organization of both branches, as they can 
name no Chairman, place no members in 
desirable positions on any of the commit- 
tees, or dispose of any other State patron- 


age, but they have carried the war into the 
home counties of the bolting Republican 
members and expect the necessary changes 
before next Wednesday night. The de- 
velopments of last Saturday night and to- 
day have caused the Hanna men to: admit 
they were outdone in the preliminary or- 
ganization for this contest, and they they 
underestimated the strength of the opposi- 
tion, While ex-Chairman Kurtz was thought 
to have been orgarjizing against Senator 
Hanna ever since the Republican State 
Convention at Toledo in June, yet the par- 
ticipation of Gov. Bushnell and others had 
not been fully anticipated. 

The Democratic State Headquarters have 
been kept !n operation by John R. McLean 
and others ever since the November elec- 
tion, ostensibly to prepare for a grand free 
silver carnival here on Jackson’s Day, Jan. 
8% It now transpires that the Democratic 
State Headquarters were kept open for the 
purpose of getting all the Democratic mem- 
bers in line for what took place’ to-day, 
and ultimately for the defeat of Hanna. 
Meantime Mr. Kurtz was marshaling every 
possible Republican in line against Hanna. 
These facts were no longer concealed to- 
night by the opposition, and there were 
many Republicans openly complaining 
against the management of Senator Han- 
na’s interests. 


Feeling Against Bushnell, 


The feeling of the Republican members 
who voted for the caucus nominees is open- 
ly expressed against Gov. Bushnell more 
than against Mr. Kurtz or other Re- 
publicans who combined with the Demo- 
crats. The State Journal, the Republican 
organ of Centrai Ohio, prints a large pict- 
ure of the Governor with heavy black 


borders. Some Republican clubs have can- 
celed their engagements of quarters here 
for the inauguration exercises next Monday, 
and many protests are being received at the 
State House. Col. T. W. Moore of Marietta, 
another appointee of Gov. Bushnell, to- 
day resignea as Trustee of the State In- 
sane Asylum at Athens. Joseph G. Gest of 
Washington Court House, a Republican 
editor, to-day sent to Gov. Bushnell his 
resignation as Deputy Oil Inspector on ac- 
count of the Governor’s attitude on the 
Senatorial contest. The resignation of Judge 
Nash, which was received yesterday, and 
those of Col. Moore and Mr. Gest were all 
accepted promptly by the Governor. 

Whatever changes there may be are an- 
ticipated from among Representatives. The 
Senate will cast seventeen votes for Hanna 
and nineteen against him. If Hanna is 
no stronger in the House than the Boxwell 
ticket wa: to-day, when Boxwell received 
fifty-three votes, and Mason fifty-six, for 
Speaker, then Senator Hanna would have 
only seventy votes on joint ballot, and 
seventy-three are necessary to elect. Not- 
withstanding the result of the vote on the 
organizations of both Houses, both sides 
seem equally confident in claiming the 
Senatorship on joint ballot. 


Organization of the Senate. 


The Legislature convened at 10 A. M. The 
Senate stands 18 Democrats and 18 Repub- 
licans, the latter including Senator Voight, 
who was elected on a fusion ticket from 
Cincinnati, and who did not attend either 
caucus, and Senator Burke, (Rep.) of Cleve- 
land, the anti-Hanna nominee for Presi- 
dent. The Republican caucus nominated 
Senator J. Park Alexander for President. 
All of the members of the upper house were 
present at the opening session except Sena- 
tor Burke. In his absence Senator Cromley 
was elected President pro tem., but it is 
understood that he will give way to Senator 
Burke as soon as the latter arrives to take 
his seat. 

The Democratic organization of the Sen‘ 
ate was made cOmplete in a very quiet way, 
while a detachment of police was needed to 
hold back the crowd that filled the hall of 
the House and pressed about its-entrances. 

The House stands sixty-two Republicans 
and forty-seven Democrats, the former in- 
cluding four fusionists from Cincinnati. At 
the Republican House caucus Saturday 
night there were only fifty-two present, who 
pledged themselves to vote for Alexander 
Boxwell for Speaker. Of the ten absentees, 
Griffith of Clinton was the only one offering 
an exeuse. He was sick. The other nine 
Republican members met with the Demo- 
erats and indorsed Harry C. Mason for 
Speaker. 


Excitement in the House. 


In the hall of the House the wildest 
scenes were witnessed during the first hour 
of this morning's session. All of the 109 
members were in their seats. After the 
name of Boxwell had been presented as the 
regular Republican candidate for Speaker, 
the name of Representative Mason, Repub- 
lican, was presented by Représentative 
Jones, Republican, and seconded by two 
other Republicans. The Democrats did not 
participate in the speaking. 

As the ballot proceeded there were loud 
cheers as the doubtful members responded 
to their names, and when the roll call ap- 
proached the close and Mason secured the 
necessary majority, there was a long dem- 
onstration that delayed the official an- 
nouncement of the vote. The first ballot 
resulted: Mason, 56; Boxwell, 52, as had 
been claimed since Saturday night by the 
eonbined opposition to Senator Hanna. The 
combine then completed the organization of 
the House. 

There was much: excitement also over the 
election of a Speaker pro tem. Speaker 
Mason had been all along openly opposed 
to the re-election of Senator Hanna, while 
John P. Griffith of Union County had been 
claimed by both sides. The Hanna men 
say they counted on him till he was nomi- 
nated Saturday night by the combine for 
Speaker pro tem. When Representative 
Griffith cast his vute for Mason for Speaker 
there was a wild scene, and the excite- 
ment continued till Griffith was elected 
Speaker pro tem. by the same vote as that 
for Speaker. 

The reguiar Republican candidate for 
Chief Clerk of the House was John R.. Mal- 
loy, Secretary of the Republican State 
Committee. Malloy had held the sition 
three terms, and he was a favorite, but 
he was defeated by Charles H. Gerrish, a 
Republican who has been Mr. Kurtz’s lieu- 
tenant in his opposition to Senator Hanna. 
The anti-Hanna slate went through for all 
the minor places by the same vote of 56 
to 58, and after the election of Gerrish the 
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roceedings were very quiet, many retiring 
rom the crowded lobbies and galleries. 


Bills Aimed Against Hanna. 


One of the first things considered after 
the organization of the General Assembly 
is the appointment of a joint Committee on 
Arrangements for the inauguration of the 


Governor. When this joint resolution came 
up in the Senate, the Republican Senators, 
as a rule, decline@ to vote, on account of 
their opposition to Gov. Bushnell. The 
resolution was adopted by the Democratic 
side of the Senate, assisted by Senators 
Shepard and Weightman, Republicans, and 
Senator Voight, onist. In the House 
the resolution was adopted by a vote of 104 
7 to no nays, Boxwell and four other 
epublicans not voting. 

Gov. Bushnell’s message was read in both 
houses this afternoon, and referred to the 
appropriate committees. After the reading 
of the message in the House, -several bills 
and resolutions were introducd, two of them 
being aimed at Senator Hanna, both of 
which ‘were introduced by Republicans. 

Representative Bramley of Cleveland in- 
troduced a bill to repeal what is known as 
the “ Fifty-year franchise law for street 
railways,’’ which was passed two years ago, 
Senator Hanna is interested laraely in such 
enterprises, and favored the bill when it 
was , 

Representative Jones of Stark County, the 
home of President McKinley, offered a re- 
solution directine the Ohio Senators and 
requesting the Ohio Representatives in Con- 

ss to vote for the recognition of the 
elligerency of Cuba at once, and of its in- 
dependence as soon as practicable. This 
resolution was referred to as in contradic- 
tion to Senator Hanna’s record in the Sen- 
ate, 

At 5:30 both bodies adjourned till 10 A. M. 
to-morrow. 


Anti-Hanna Men Celebrate. 


The anti-Hanna Republicans and their 
Democratic allies have held a continuous 
celebration of their victory since the results’ 
of the first test votes were announced this 
morning. They declare that Hanna is not 
as strong as his candidates for President 
of the Senate and Speaker of the House, 
who were defeated to-day, and that he will 
not have more than sixty-seven votes on 
joint ballot for United States Senator, or 


six short of the number necessary to elect. 
Speaker Mason will dispose of all the 
patro e of the House with a view to in- 
juring Seriator Hanna’s chances to the ut- 
most extent. 

The Hanna leaders, on the contrary, de- 
clare that they were not surprised by the 
results of the votes on organization in the 
two houses, and that they are not discour- 
aged. They say that Mr. Hanna will be 
nominated for United States Senator at the 
joint caucus on Wednesday night, and that 
before Jan. 12, the date set for the first bal- 
lot in the Legislature, the sentiment of the 
Republican Party will be expressed so forci- 
bly that no Republican member will dare 
vote against him. They predict that he 
will receive at least seventy-five votes, 
4 seventy for the opposition. 

e Hanna men this afternoon carried the 
war into the counties of the Republican 
members who voted with the Democrats to- 
day, and trains will be chartered to bring 
their constituents to the State capital to 
make “‘ Rome howl,’’ as one of the Hanna 
managers expressed it. Mr. Hanna’s friends 
claim that three of the bolting Republicans 
have repented of their action already, and 
have pledged themselves to vote for the 
nominee of the party caucus for United 
States Senator. 


All-Night Fight for a Vote. 


Representative J. P. Griffith of Union 
County, who was elected Speaker pro tem. 
by the anti-Hanna combine, was subject to 
much pressure this afternoon to change his 
position. He received telegrams from con- 
stituents asking him to resign, saying that 
he would be hanged in effigy, and that dele- 
gations were en route to Columbus to hold 
an indignation meeting. 

Mr. Griffith, however, has withstood much 


persuasion during the last week. Last night 
the Hanna workers got him into a confer- 
ence at the Neil House, and, it is said, that 
he was almost persuaded to declare for 
Hanna about 3 o’clock this morning, but he 
did not want to change without consulting 
his wife, who was strongly in sympathy 
with the combine that nominated her hus- 
band for Speaker pro tem. The Hanna 
workers at 3 A. M. went to the Great South- 
ern Hotel, got Mrs. Griffith up, and es- 
corted her to the Neil House, where she re- 
mained with her husband till 8 A. M., when 
the Kurtz workers missed both Mr. and 
Mrs, Griffith, and proceeded to the Neil 
House after them. 

In leaving the Neil House the,rival work- 
ers got into a fight as to who should escort 
Mrs. Griffith. The anti-Hanna men suc- 
ceeded in getting her to return to the Great 
Southern Hotel, where she had the last in- 
terview with Mr. Kurtz just before the pro- 
cession started for the State House for the 
opening session. The wives and other rela- 
tives and friends of other members who 
were in the doubtful list have had experi- 
ences the past few days and nights almost 
like those of Mr. and Mrs. Griffith, and 
their troubles have just begun in that line. 


Brice and Kurtz 

The result of the organization of the 
Legislature revived the rumors that the 
Hanna men would combine with the gold 
Democrais for the election of Caivin S. 
Brice as a gold-standard man rather than 
have Mayor McKisson and Gov. Bushnell 
elected for the long and short terms as sil- 
ver Republicans. The friends of ex-Senator 


Brice were on the floors of both houses to- 
day, in the interest of a new fusion of the 
regular Republicans with the gold Demo. 
crats. 

It was reported to-day that Charles L. 
Kurtz, the leader of the opposition to 
Hanna, would be the fusion candidate for 
Senator, and that Gov. Bushnell and Mayor 
McKisson had consented to this arrange- 
ment. The Hanna Republicans announced 
that in that event they would support any 
zold Democrat to beat Kurtz. 

The managers of Senator Hanna’s cam- 
paign issued a statement to-night, in which 
they assert that the action of the two 
Houses to-day has no bearing on the final 
result of the contest. They point to the 
fact that Senator Hanna’s candidacy was 
indorsed by the State Convention and by 
eighty-four of the eighty-eight Republican 
County Conventions last Fall, and Ceclare 
that the Republican members of the Legis- 
lature will aot violate such instructions. 
In conclusion, they say: 

“Mr. Hanna and his active 
fully and confidently believe that he will 
receive the votes of the members of his 
party when they are called upon to per- 
form this special feature of the duties for 
which they were elected. It is not con- 
sidjered possible that any Republican in the 
Ohio Legisiature would be willing to pur- 
sue a@ course which would result in the 
substitution in the United States Senate of 
a supporter of the dangerous doctrines upon 
which the Democratic Party based its cam- 
paign of 1896, for the man who led the Re- 
publicans to victory against that party and 
those principles, especially as that action 
would result in turning over to the De- 
mocracy and the friends of free silver the 
control of the Senate during at least one 
half, if not all, of the term of Ohio’s Re- 
publican President, William McKinley.” 


GOV. BUSHNELL’S POSITION. 


Opposed to Senator Hanna Because 
the Latter Ignored Him ~ 
Last Fall. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 3.—In a special 
patch from Columbus Gov. Bushnell 
quoted as making the following statement: 

“There are some things in this situation 
which are positively ludicrous. I am ac- 
cused of inconsistency because I won’t sup- 
port Hanna. Now, here are Sam Bailey, 
Dr. ‘Tenney, and several other patriotic 
Cincinnatians, who fought Cox last Fall, 
under fox’s orders fighting for a bigger 
boss than the one whom they helped to de- 
feat in Cincinnati, and whose mandates they 
are now carrying out. 

“Why are they doing it? Because the 
Administration, through Mark Hanna, has 
promised that Mr. Cox shail distribute the 
Federal patronage in Cincinnati. In return 
Cox is to deliver to Hanna the votes of cer- 
tain Cincinnati fusionists. 

“ After the last campaign I simply decid- 
ed that I should refuse to stand up and be 
counted among the adherents of a man who 
would have sacrificed me last Fall to help 
himself. Hanna professed to be able to run 
things single-handed and to elect himself. 
That was his only intention in the fight last 
Fali. He began it alone; let. him finish it 
alone. If the Administration can save him, 
let it do so. : \ 

“ Hanna never even consulted me when he 
made his deal with Cox. at Cincinnati. 
Neither did Cox. After Cox -had declared 
in an interview that Hanna ought to be 
appointed, he wrote me calling my atten- 
tion to the interview. Two weeks before I 

bad given my promise to appoint. Hanna. 
Cox had nothing to do with it...I sent 
Fianna to the Senate by appointment, - He 
undertook, aided by Cox, to secure-his @lec- 
tion to succeed himself. [ was not con- 
sulted in that fight, nor was I consulted in 
any maiter of campaign policy, though fF 
was then making the race for head of the 


ticket. : 
“Why should I. take any part-now in

anything more than Senator Hanna’s col- 
league, Senator Foraker? On the stump he 
advocated the election of Hanna. So did I. 
We were then fighting a common enémy.

But while 
I am called a Benedict Arnold and a Judas, 
did you notice that no one attacks Foraker? 
I wish some one would. But no one will. 
They are afraid of Foraker.”’ 


BUSHNELL’S NEIGHBORS ACT. 


One Angry Springfield Delegatjon 
Reaches Columbus and Another 
to Follow, 


SPRINGYIELD, Ohio, Jan. 8.—A well-at- 
tended meeting of Hanna Republicans was 
held to-night in the office of A. J. Baker, 
real estate partner of Foss Hayward, can- 
didate for Sergeant at Arms in the Senate, 
who went down in defeat to-day. Further 
arrangements were made to go to Colum- 
bus to-morrow to call on Gov. Bushnell and 
make a Hanna demonstration. it is said 
that the party. will be over 500 strong. The 


Cadet Band will head the delegation, and 
Congressman Walter L, Weaver will be 
spokesman. They will leave this city at 
8:15 A, M. 

The plan is to call on Gov. Bushnell as 
friends and neighbors and urge him to cease 
his fight on anra, Two repens. 
reading as follows, will be carried: “‘ We 
want what we voted for—Mark Hanna for 
Senator,” and ‘Clark County solid for 
Hanna.” 

The feeling here to-night is intense over 
to-day’s developments. This evening’s de- 
nunciation of Bushnell and Kurtz in Han- 
na’s headquarters was of a character that 
would not look well in print. Ex-Judge L. 
F. Young, County Auditor, with a cane in 
his hand, denounced before a crowd of 300 
or more both Bushnell and Kurtz as trait- 
ors, and swore that he would take the 
stump against them at any time in favor 
of any Democrat. On the other hand, the 
Foraker men are smiling and laughing in 
their sleeves. At one resort this evening 
Bushne!l’s picture was torn down and tram- 
pled on. Similar scenes were enacted at 
other points in the city. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 3.—A delegation 
of 350 Republicans arrived here at 11 P. M. 
from Springfield, the home of Gov. Bush- 
nell, to protest against the action of the lat- 
ter in the Senatorial contest. The Spring- 
field Republicans were met at the station 
by a delegation of Hanna men with big red 
Hanna badges for all. The transparencies 
they bore were very severe, and the street 
parade was quite demonstrative. 


CLEVELAND BOLTERS CONDEMNED. 


The Tippecanoe Club Demands that 
They Support Hanna. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 3.—The President and 
Secretary of the Tippecanoe Club, the big 
central Republican organization of this city, 
to-day sent the following telegram to Sen- 
ator Burke and Representatives Mason and 
Bramley, the three bolting Republicans from 
this county: 

“The officers of the Tippecanoe Club ex- 
press for themselves and the Republicans 
generally throughout the city disapproval 
at your action in not standing by the in- 
structions..of the county and State con- 
ventions. The members of the club are 
very indignant.” 

A telegram’ was also sent to Gov. Bush- 
nell, expressing disappointment at his posi- 
tion in the Senatorial contest. A meet- 
ing of the club has been called, to protest 
against the action of Burke, Bramley, and 
Mason and demand that they shall vote 
for the Republican caucus nominee for 
United States Senator, “as they pledged 
themselves to do, both publicly and pri- 
vately.””. Two members of the committee 
of the club to arrange for a special train 
to Gov. Bushnell’s inauguration have re- 
signed, and it is said the trip will be 
abandoned. 


Dayton Clubs to Stay at Home. 

DAYTON, Ohio, Jean. 3.—Dayton’s entire 
delegation to the Bushnell inauguration has 
refused to go to the ceremonies on account 
of the Governor’s attitude in the Senatorial 
fight. This includes the uniformed bodies 
and the political clubs. 


THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 


Judge Day Not a Candidate—The Pres- 
ident Deeply Interested. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Day returned to Washington this 
morning from Canton, and was early at 
his post at the Department of State. His 
attention was called to the published story 
that a movement is afvot to substitute his 
name for that of Senator Hanna as a can- 
didate for the Senate. Judge Day very 
promptly disposed of the story by saying: 
“There is nothing, absolutely nothing, in 
the statement. I believe that Mr. Hanna 


will be elected, as he should be.’”’ This 
statement was made after Judge Day had 
been informed of the election of Mason as 
Speaker of the Ohio House of Representa- 
tives. 

The news of the event of the morning at 
Columbus was taken to the White House, 
and was regarded by Secretary Porter as 
of such interest that he carried the bulle- 
tin immediately to the President. The lat- 
ter had been very busy receiving a number 
of Senators and Representatives, but he ex- 
pressed the greatest interest in the news, 
and discussed the probable effect of to- 
day’s action upon Mr. Hanna’s candidacy 
with some of his visitors. 


HANNA WILL ELECTED. 


Abner McKinley Says He 
That Confirm This 


Abner McKinley, brother of the President, 
said last night at the Windsor Hotel that 
there is no reasonable doubt of Senator 
Hanna’s election. 

“IT have trustworthy advices frem Ohio,” 
he said, ‘and I am confident that Mr. 
Hanna will be elected by a majority of at 
least 5. The vote for and against Boxwell 
for Speaker of the House was no test. 
Boxwell had been Speaker a long time and 
had necessarily made personal enemies, wao 
voted against him outside of party or fac- 
tional reasons. Many of those who voted 
against him will vote for Mr. Hanna. I 
knew of several who will do this, and I am 
confident that the number so voting will 
be sufficient to insure his election.” 


A MAYOR DEFIES THE NATION. 


Tahlequah’s Chief Executive Threat- 
te Gppose Reforms in 
Indian Territory. 


WICHITA, Kan., Jan. 3.—The oniy town 
in the Indian Territory, so far as heard 
from, that is defying the Federal authori- 
ties by refusing to give up its tribal judi- 
clary, as provided for by the act of Con- 


gress which became effective Jan. 1, is 
Tahlequah. 

Mayor Paschall, Mayor of the cfpital of 
the Cherokee Nation. who is a mixed blood 
and a man of remarkable educational attain- 
ments, will continue his court. He -will pay 
no attention to the ruling of Federal Judge 
Springer, to the effect that officers of Indian 
courts who refuse to relinquish their au- 
thority shall be arrested. 

The Mayor formerly published a Spanish 
paper in Mexico, and was a follower of Max- 
imilian. If necessary he will fight in court 
in defense of his rights, which he declares 
are founded on treaty stipulations which 
are still in effect. In most places in the 
Indian Territory the change to the Arkan- 
sas statutes was effected without friction.

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GIRARD COLLEGE JUBILEE 
Speaker Reed’s Oration the Feat- 


ure of the Anniversary Cele- 
bration at Philadelphia. 


MAYOR WARWICK ALSO TALKS 


A Greater Career of Usefulness Pre- 
dicted than that of the English 
Universities—Girard’s Personal 
Courage in the Plague. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—Girard College 
celebrated its fiftieth anniversary to-day 
with an elaborate programme of exercises. 
Addresses were made this evening by Mayor 
W: ck, Congressman Brosius, and offi- 
cials of the institution, and there were a 
number of vocal and instrumental selec- 
tions by pupils. The event of the celebra- 
tion was the oration delivered to-night by 
Speaker Thomas B. Reed. 

In the course of his speech he said: 

“Six hundred and fifty or seventy years 
ago England, which during the following 
period of nearly seven centuries has been 
the richest nation on the face of the globe, 
began to establish the two great universi- 
ties which, from the banks of the Cam and 
the Isis, have sent forth great scholars and 
priests and statesmen, whose fame is the 
history of their own country, and whose 
deeds have been part of the history of every 
land and sea, 

“During all that long period reaching 
back 250 years before it was even dreamed 


that this great hemisphere existed; before 
the world knew that it was swinging in the 
air and rolli about the sun, Kings and 
Cardinals, nobles and great churchmen, the 
learned and the pious began bestowing upon 
these abodes of scholars their gifts of lands 
and money, and have continued their bene- 
faetions down to our time. 

“What these universities, with all their 
colleges and halls teeming with schoiars for 
600 years, have done for the progress of 
civilization and the good of man this whole 
evening could not begin to tell. Even your 
imaginations cannot at this moment create 
the surprising picture. Nevertheless, the in- 
stitution at which most of you are or have 
been pupils is at the beginning of a career 
with which those great universities and 
their great history may struggle in vain 
for the palm of the greatest usefulness to 
the race of man. 

“One single fact will make it evident 
that this possibility is not in the creation 
or imagination or the product of that boast- 
fulness which America will some day feel 
herself too great to cherish, but a simple 
and plain possibility which has the sanction 
of mathematics as well as of hope. 

“ Although more than six centuries of re- 

gal, princely, and pious contribution have 
been poured into the purses of these vener- 
able aids to learning, the munificence of 
one American citizen to-day affords an en- 
dowment income equal to that of each uni- 
versity, and when the full ne, has com- 
pleted his work, will afford an income su- 
perior to the income of both. When time 
has done his perfect work, Stephen Girard, 
mariner and merchant, may be found to 
have come nearer immortality than the long 
procession of Kings and Cardinals, nobles 
and statesmen, whose power was mighty in 
their own days, but who are only on their 
way to oblivion. I am well aware that this 
College of Orphans, wherein the wisdom of 
the founder requires facts and things to be 
taught rather than words and signs, can as 
yet make no claim to that higher jearning 
so essential to the ultimate progress of the 
world, but it has a mission as great and as 
high, and one which connects itself more 
nearly with the practical elevation of man- 
kind. ; 
‘Whether the Overruling Providence of 
which we talk so much and know so little 
has each of us in his kindly care and keep- 
ing we shall better know when our minds 
have the broader scope which immortality 
will make possible. But, however, men 
may dispute over individual care, His care 
over the race as a whole fills all the pages 
of human history. 


Unity and Progress, 


“Unity and progress are the watchwords 
of the Divine guidance, and, no matter how 
harsh has beenhe treatment of one man or 
of thousands of men, every great event or 
series of events has been for the good of the 
race. Were this the proper time, I could 


show that wars—and wars ought to be ban- 
ished forever from the face of the earth— 
that pestilences—and the time is coming, 
too, when they will be no more—that perse- 
cutions and inquisitions—and liberty of 
thought is the richest pearl of life—that all 
these, wars, pestilences, and persecutions 
were but helps to the unity of mankind. All 
things, including our own natures, bind us 
together for deep and unrelenting purpose. 
Think what we should be, who are un- 
learned and brutish, if the wise, the learned, 
and the good could separate themselves 
from us, were free from our superstitions 
and vague and foolish fears, and stood loft- 
ily by themselves, wrapped in their own 
superior wisdom! Therefore has it been 
wisely ordained that no set of men of our 
race shall get so far above us that we ghall 
be beyond the reach of their helping hand; 
so lofty that they will not fear our re- 
proaches, or so mighty, as to be beyond our 
reach. If the lofty ana the learned do not 
lift us up, we drag tnem down. But unity 
is not the only watchword; there must be 
progress also, 

“Since by a law we cannot evade we are 
to keep together, and since we are to pro- 
gress, we must do it all together, and no- 
body must be left behind. This is not 4 
matter of philosophy. It is_a matter of 
fact. No progress which did not lift all 
ever lifted any. If we let the poison of 
filth diseases reolate through the hovels 
of the poor death knocks at the palace 
gates. If we leave to the greater horror of 
ignorance any portion of our race, the con- 
sequences of ignorance strike us ail, and 
there is no escape. We must all move, but 
we must all keep together. It is only when 
the rear guard comes up that the van- 
guard can go on. 


Stephen Girard’s Greatness. 


“Stephen Girard must have understood 
this. He took under his charge the progress 
of those who needed his aid, knowing that 
if they were added to the list of good citi- 
zens, to the catalogue of moral, enterpris- 
ing, and useful men, that there was just 


so much added, not to their-happiness only, 
but to the welfare of the race to which he 
belonged. 

For his orphans the vanguard need not 
wait. Your founder also understood what 
education was. Most men brought up as 
he was, on shipboard and on shore, with 
few books and fewer studies if they cared 
for learning at all would have had for learn- 
ing an uncouth reverence such as the sav- 
age has or his idol, a reverence for the 
fancied magnificence of the unknown. This 
would have led him to establish a univer- 
sity devoted to out-of-the-way learning be- 
yond his ken, or to link his name to glories 
to which he could not aspire. But the man 
who named his vessels after the great 
French authors of his age and who read 
their works himself, knew from them and 
from his own laborious and’ successful life 
that learning was not all of education, and 
so gave his orphans an entrance into a 
practical world with such learning as left 
the whole field of learning before them if 
they wanted it, with power to make for- 
tunes besides. 

It is strange to watch the growth into 
fame and respect and reverence of Stephen 
Girard, as his plan of conferring a benefac- 
tion upon the city and the people whom he 
loved has slowly unfolded itself before their 
gaze. The generation in which he lives can 
seldom understand the really great man. 
We live for to-day, and he lives for a day 
after to-day. He takes on the century in 
which he lives and a hundred years after 
he has passed away. 

“The greatest merchant of his time, with 
the noblest ambition of them all, he was so 
resolute in his pursuit of wealth and so 
coldly determined-in all his endeavors that 
he seems to have uncovered to few or to 
none the generous purpose of his heart. 
What he said to the man who was so un- 
worthy to write his first biography, but 
who was forced to bless, when he had gone 
forth to curse, is the secret of his career. 
‘My actions must make my life,’ he said, 
and of his life not one moment was wasted. 
‘Facts and things, rather than words and 
signs, were the warp and woof of his ex- 
istence. No wonder he left. the injunction 
that this should-be the teaching of those ob- 
jects of his bounty into whose faces he 
never was to look. 

“ Fortunes may be made and lost. For- 
tunes may be inherited. These things mean 
nothing. But the fortune which has given 
us all our patreunnngs to-night was made 
and firmly held in a hand of eighty years. 
That meant greatness. But when the dead 
hand opens and pours the rich bloom’ of a 
prepasatioe for life over 6,000 boys in the 

alf century which has gone and thousands 
in the centuries to come, that means more 
than greatness. 

“Mr. Girard gave more than his money. 
He put into his enterprise his own power- 
ful brain, and, like the ships he sent to sea, 
long after his death the adventure came 
home laden not with the results of his capi- 


.- 


tal alone, but of his forethought and pe 
genius. He builded for so many. years t 
the stars will be cold before hi 

finished. 

“We envious. people, who cannot be. 
wealthy any more than we can add a cubit 
to our stature, avenge ourselves by think- 
ing and proclaiming that pursuit of wealth 
is sordid and stifles the nobler sentiments 
of the soul. Whether this be so or not, if 
whoever makes to grow two blades of grass 
where but one grew before is 2 benefactor 
of his race; he also is a benefactor who 
makes two ships sail the sea where but 
one encountered its storms before. liow- 
ever sordid the owner may be, this is a 
er of which he cannot deprive the 
world. 


His Vigil During the Plague. 


“Men who have -achieved great riches 
are not always shut out by their riches 
from the nobler emotions.-A hundred 


years ago this city was under the black 
horror of a plague. So terrible was the 
fear that fell upon the city that the tender- 
est of domestic ties, the love of husband for 
wife and of parents for children, seemed ob- 
literated. Even gold lost its power in the 
multitudinous presence of impending death. 
There was no refuge even in the hospital, 
which, reeking with disease, was a hell out 
of which there was no redemption. Neither 
money nor affection could buy service. 
‘Fear was on every soul.’ 

‘“‘Girard was then in the prime of life— 
forty-two years old—in health and strength, 
already rich, and with a future as secure 
as ever falis to human lot. Of his own ac- 
cord, as a volunteer, he took charge of the 
interior of the deadly hospital and for two 
long and weary months stood face to face 
with death. 

A poet himself has sung in vain of what 
makes the little songs linger in our hearts 
for ages, while epics perish and tragedies 
pass out of sight. Why this is so we shall 
never know by reason alone. Way down 
in the heart there is a tenderness for hu- 
man self-sacrifice which makes it seem 
loftier than the love of glory, for it re- 
veals the eternal possibility of the human 
soul. Wars and sieges pass away, and 
erent intellectual efforts cease to stir our 

earts, but the man who sacrifices himself 
for his fellow lives forever. We forget the 
war in which was the siege of Zutphen, and 
almost the city itself; but we shall never 
forget the death of Sir Philip Sidney. 
Scholars only read the work of his life, 
but all mankind honors him the story of 
his death, 

The great war of the Crimea in our own 
day, with its generals and marshals and 
its bands of storming soldiery, has almost 
passed from our memories, but the time 
will never come when the charge of Bala- 
tlava will cease to stir the heart or pass 
tom story or from song. 

“It happened to Stephen G!rard, mariner 
and merchant, seeking after wealth and 
finding it, whose ships covered every sea, 
whose intellect penetrated, as your Treas- 
urer’s books will show, a hundred years in- 
to the future, to light up his life by a deed 
more noble than the dying courtesy of Sidney 
and braver than the charge of the ‘Six Hun- 
dred,’ for he walked under his own orders 
day by day, and week by week, shoulder 
to shoulder with death, and was not afra‘d. 

“How fit, indeed, it is, that amid these 
temples which are the tributes to his in- 
tellect, should stand the tablet which is 
the tribute to his heart! 

“Surely, if the immortal dead, serene with 
the wisdom of eternity, are not above all 
joy and pride, he must fee] that no mariner 
or merchant ever sent forth a venture upon 
unknown seas which came back with richer 
cargoes or in statelier ships.’’

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A MILLION ON THE CORONA 


Steamer from Alaska, Weighted 
with Klondike Gold, Arrives 
at Port Townsend. 


SHE BRINGS 45 PROSPECTORS 


Skaguay People Protest Against the 
Abolition of the Sub-Port of Dyea 
—Supplies Will Be Needed 
in the Early Spring.

PORT TOWNSEND, Washington, Jan. 3. 
—There was $627,500 in gold dust and nug- 
gets on the steamer Corona, which has ar- 
rived from Dyea and Skaguay, Alaska. The 
treasure on the steamer was carefully 
guarded on the trip down by two watch- 
men, day and night. Some of the nuggets 
weighed as high as fifteen ounces. A man 
named J. Davidson, who says he hails from 
Cripple Creek, Col., has a nugget. that 
weighs fifteen and one-half ounces. One 
of the drawers in Capt. Carroll’s room was 
packed with nuggets of all sizes. 

In addition to this amount, there was con- 
siderably more carefully tied up in sacks, 
among the returning Klondikers, From a 
careful estimate, it is safe to say that, in 
drafts and gold dust, there was about 
$1,200,000 in “weaith aboard the Corona. 

F. Harmon McConnell of San Francisco 
was one of the returning passengers. He 
verified the estimate that over $1,000,000 
was brought out by the miners. 

Dr. Van Zandt of Peoria, Ill., and a party 
of eight are said to have $80,000. 

Forty-five Klondikers arrived here last 
night on the steamer Corona, They brought 
no late news, as all of them left Dawson 
previous to Nov. 25. In reference to the 
food situation, they confirm the stories of 
last week’s arrivals, that there will be no 
famine this Winter, although provisions are 
scarce. It will be necessary, however, they 
think, to send supplies in the early Spring, 
as the stock on hand will be pretty well ex- 
hausted by the time the Yukon opens for 
navigation. 

Among those coming from Dawson were 
Dr. Van Zandt of Peoria, Ill., Allan R. Joy 
of Portland, Oregon, and A. E. Murphy and 
James E, Kelly of Helena, Mon, 

All say the weather in Alaska fs extreme- 
ly cold, the thermometer ranging from 50° 
to 70° below zero. The ice all along the 
river is piled up as high as 15 feet, and 
only the best dog teams can get over it. 
Many outfits which started down in boats 
were met along the river, frozen in, where 
they will have to remain until the ice goes 
out. A party of mounted police with sixteen 
horses and twenty tons of provisions were 
met at Bennett Lake, on the way down to 
Big Salmon, where Major Walsh is waiting 
for them, 

The Town Council of Skaguay has adopted 
a -set of resolutions protesting against the 
abolishment of the sub-port of Dyea. The 
resolutions set forth that the duty collected 
since the establishment of the port amount- 
ed to $5,000, and the revenue to be derived 
in the next twelve months will probably ex- 
ceed $20,000. People are pouring into Ska- 
guay and Dyea on every steamer. Hotels 
and lodging houses are taxed to their full 
capacity. If the influx continues at the 
present rate accommodations will be out of 
the question within two weeks, it is feared. 

The trails across the mountains are not in 
good condition at present, owing to raw and 
warm weather on the coast, and deep snows 
on the summit.

SHELDON JACKSON ABROAD. 


Many Steamers Offered for the Rein- 
deer, but No Choice Yet Made. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—The steamship com- 
panies here are now much interested in the 
presence in England of the Rev. Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson and Lieut. D. B. Devore, Military 
Secretary of the United States Secretary 
of War, who have arrived in England as 
special agents of the United States Govern- 
ment to hire a ship with which to convey 
reindeer and Laplanders to New York, to 
be used for forwarding supplies to the 
miners in the Yukon Valley. Several ships 
have been offered to them on reasonable 
terms, the companies desiring the incidental 
advertisement. No selection, however, has 


yet been made. Dr. Jackson will start for 
Lapland to-morrow. 


The Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson sailed for 
Liverpool on Christmas Day, by the Cunard 
Line steamer Lucania, with power from the 
United States War Denvartment to pur- 
chase 500 reindeer, with their harness and 
sleds, and to hire fifty Lapland drivers, 
who will be accompanied by their families. 
The reindeer and sleds will be used to for- 
ward supplies to the Yukon Valley. 

Willlam A. Kjellmann, superintendent of 
the reindeer herd of the United States Gov- 
ernment in Alaska, left the United States 
for Sweden on the same errand in Novem- 
ber last. 

Lieut. D’ B. Devore, Military Secretary to 
the Secretary of War, is acting as Dis- 
bursing Agent. Dr. Jackson and Lieut. De- 
vore are authorized to charter a vessel for 
the transportation of the reindeer, &c., to 
the United States. The ship will also take 
in a large supply of arctic moss, which will 
be the food of the reindeer on their way 
across the Atlantic. 

The cost of the reindeer, it is estimated, 
will amount to about $50,000.

The Big Safe Company’s Factory in 


Ohio Is Reovened. 


The major difficulties of the Herring-Hall- 
Marvin Company, safe manufacturers, as 
far as George R. Gray and Wright D.

They are now in possession 
of all the company’s property, This was

THE ALBANY SPEAKERSHIP 


Independent Republicans Revive 
the Movement to Prevent the 


Election of O’Grady. 


THE CHANCES AGAINST THEM 


Brooklyn Members Counted On to Op- 
pose the Platt Programme Show 
Signs of Wavering—Organ- 
ization Men Confident. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—The movement started 
4mmediately after the late election to ac- 
complish the defeat of Senator Platt’s can- 
didate for Speaker of the Assembly, but 
which was supposed to have been aban- 
doned in view of the organization’s per- 
sistent claim of seventy-eight votes for 
James M. E. O’Grady, underwent a sudden 
revival to-day simultaneously with the ap 
pearance here of Mr. O’Grady and his lieu- 
tenants. 

Mr. O’Grady arrived this morning from 
New York, were he held extended confer- 
ences with Mr. Platt. He went at once 
to the Speaker's room at the Capitol, and 
was soon busily engaged in the work of 
adjusting the difficulties in his committee 
list and holding conferences: with numerous 
members who called on him on their own 
behalf or to plead the cause of other ap- 
plicants for places. About his candidacy 
for Speaker he said briefly that he had 
enough votes pledged to elect him and that 


he knew nothing of any effort on the part 
of Republican members to prevent his elec- 
tion, 


The Independents Confer. 


It soon developed, however, that whether 
er not Mr. O’Grady was cognizant of it, 
such an effort was being made. A confer- 
ence was held this afternoon to consider 
ways and means to accomplish the election 
as Speaker of a Republican less intimately 


connected with the machine than Mr. 
O’Grady. This conference was secret, and 
none of its proceedings were made public, 
even the fact that it had been held being 
diplomatically disclaimed by some of those 
who participated in it. 

It was learned, nevertheless, that among 
those who were present were Assemblymen 
Francis E. Laimbeer and John A. Weekes, 
Jr., of New York; David F. Davis. and 
George Tiffany of Kings, and William Cottle 
of Onondaga. Col. Lovett H. Jerome, well 
known in the work of the McKinley League, 
was also there, having come up to lend a 
hand in the attempt to block Mr. Platt’s 
Speakership plan. No definite decision, it 
was stated afterward, was reached by the 
conference, and no pledges were made by 
those present. It was not even certain that 
any of those who attended, with the ex- 
eeption of Messrs. Laimbeer and Weekes, 
would remain out of the Speakership cau- 
cus. 

Hope to Break the Slate. 


It was stated by those two gentlemen, 
however, that the effort to organize ef- 
fective opposition to the machine candidate 
was being prosecuted, that a plan of action 


would be decided upon to-morrow morning, 
and that by to-morrow afternoon a definite 
statement of the status of the independent 
movement might be expected. Mr. Weeks 
said to-night that he had hepes that Mr. 
(Platt’s slate might yet be broken. Efforts 
were being made to unite the anti«nachine 
members, he said, and it was by no means 
a foregone conclusion that Mr. O'Grady 
would be elected Speaker. 

“Mr. O’Grady will be nominated by the 
caucus of course,” said Mr. Weeks, “ but 
‘f all the men who have been elected to 
this Assembly by anti-machine constituents 
vote as their people want them to vote, Mr. 
O’Grady will rever be elected Speaker.” 

Col. Jerome said that nine Republicans 
were being counted on to remain outside the 
cauces. These are Messrs. Hill of Erie, 
Davis, Tiffany, and Brennan of Kings; Cot- 
tle of Onondaga, Nason of Oneida, Tremper 
of Ulster, and Laimbeer and Weeks of New 
York. This estimate is looked upon as 
over sanguine by those best informed on 
the situation, 

While Messrs. Cottle, Davis, and Tiffany 
protested when asked to-night for state- 
ments of their positions that they had made 
no promise to go into the caucus, and that 
they were absolutely free to enter it or re- 
main out, Mr. Cottle admitted that the 
probabilities were that he would go in, and 
the general opinion among the politicians 
here is that all of the Brooklyn members 
will vote for O’Grady when the time comes, 
It is said that Messrs. Davis and Tiffany 
have proposed Henry Marshall of Kings as 
the independent candidate for Speaker, but 
it is not believed that this would be satis- 
factory to the other independents. € 

The fact that Senator Brush of Kings, 
who has been classed as an Independent 
heretofore, and who is supposed to influence 
Messrs. Davis and Tifany, was in long and 
earnest consultation to-day with Gov. 
Black, and later with Mr O’Grady, was in- 
terpreted by many observers as confirming 
a rumor which has been abroad for some 
time that the Senator was toying with the 
machine, and by these same readers of 
political signs the presence of his two Kings 
County Assemblymen in the Independent 
conference to-day was looked on as only a 
move for good committee places, 

It is known that Chairmanships are be- 
ine held before the eyes of more than one 
wavering member. Mr. Tremper of 5! ister 
has, it is said, been offered the Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Canais if he will 
remain with the organization, and it is un- 
derstood that Mr. Brennan of | Kings is 
counting on heading the Cities ¢ ommittee, 
although it is believed that plum will go 
to his colleague, Mr. Marshall. 

Organization Likely to Win. 

The one thing seems certain about 
te Speakership situation to-night is that 
while Mr. O'Grady claims 78 votes for 
Speaker, at least three of the men counted 
in that number declare that they are un- 
pledged and that they are as yet undecided 
as to how they will vote. This leaves Mr. 
©’Grady with only 75 votes sure, 1 less

tan the necessary 76. Little doubt is en- 

rtained here, however, that he will get 

e other vote and be elected. 

“It is,not the purpose of the independent 
Republicans to disrupt the tepublican 
Party,” said Senator Brush, when asked 
pbout his position to-night. ‘“ What we 
want is to see the party properly guided. 
This remark is thought to indicate that 
Senator Brush will not lend a hand to any 
effort to interfere with the Republican cau- 
cus in the House. His position will be 
taken later on, when it becames necessary 
to act on partisan legislation. 

Countrymen Want the Patronage. 
Additional interest was given to the situa- 
tion to-night by the arrival of a large num- 
per of Assemblymen from the rural dis- 
tricts and many politicians. Speaker 
O’Grady had a short conference with Gov. 
Biack iate this afternoon, and a long one 
with Assemblyman Nixon, the Republican 
jeader in the House. It is learned that the 
rural Republicans are demanding about all 
the party patronage in_the Legislature. 
They assert that New York City has no 
claims, because it is democratic in its rep- 
resentation, and likely to stay so for some 
vears to come. They argue also that the 
party work will have to be done in_ the 
State outside of the Greater New York 
poundaries next Fall, and that patronage 
must be put where it will do the most good. 

Speaker O’Grady is listening to all this 
and refers persistent place seekers to 
Charles W. Hackett, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, who arrived to- 
night, and will remain until the organiza- 
tion of the Legislature is over. Mr. Hack- 
ett says there will not be any trouble about 
the Speakership or the legislation wanted 
by the regular organization later on in the 
session. , 

In Democratic circles there is no activity. 
The Assemblymen of the minority are slow 
in arriving and those on the ground are 
watching the Republicans with considerable 
interest. 

Assemblyman Thomas F. Donnelly of 
New York, who is to be the Democratic 
leader, will formally open headquarters in 
the morning, and by night the full strength 
of both political parties will be on the 
ground. 


O’Grady Opens Headquarters. 


Speaker O’Grady informally opened his 
‘headquarters at the “ Tub” to-night in con- 
junction with Assembly Clerk Archie Bb. 
Baxter. It was the original intention of 
Mr. O’Grady to wait until to-morrow morn- 
ing, but the crowds of legislators kept ar- 
riving so fast that some form of reception 
had to be arranged. Speaker O’Grady was 
soon made the centre of a pushing throng, 
who kept him busy handshaking for an 
* hour. In answer to queries concerning the 
coming caucus and session, the Speaker 


“TJ believe we will have the usual length 
of that is, no longer or shorter than 
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ordinarily. I anticipate being re-elected 
Speaker without much friction. There will 
doubtless be considerable more trouble in 
passing legislation than there was last year. 
The apparent strength of the minority 
makes this likely. In the sense of not hav- 
ing in prospect so many measures of im- 
portanee, the session is likely to prove a 
milder one than lat.’’ 


THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEES. 


Democrats Demand a Larger Repre- 
sentation than Mr. O’Grady Is 
Inclined to Concede. 
ALBANY, Jan, 3.—The Democratic minor- 
ity in the Assembly will insist on a larger 
representation on the Assembly committees 
than was accorded them last year. The 
Democratic leaders say that the matter has 
been considered carefully, and that they 
will push their claims with all the vigor of 
which they are capable. Notice of this in- 
tention has already been served on Speaker 
O’Grady by Thomas F. Donnelly, who is 

slated for Democratic leader of the House. 
After a conference with the Republican 
leaders Mr. O’Grady has notified Mr. Don- 
nelly that an increase of one will be grant- 
ed, but not two or three, as demanded. 
Last session Speaker O’Grady, in making 
up his committees, gave the Democrats 
three out of the thirteen members of the 
larger committees and the same number on 
those composed of eleven and nine, re- 
spectively. His intention to grant one extra 
member this Winter, while being some con- 


cession, may still cause trouble, should he 
persist in it. 

Speaker O’Grady is understood to rely on 
the action of his Democratic predecessors, 
Speakers Sheehan, Bush, and Sulzer; but the 
Democrats hold that the conditions now 
existing are altogether different from what 
they were at those times, and do not by 
any means warrant such an unequal di- 
vision in the committee membership. 

Assemblyman Donnelly is exceedingly pro- 
nounced in his views, and, in speaking on 
the subject to-day, said: “ If we find, when 
the committees are announced, that the 
Democratic Party is not represented on 
committees of thirteen by at least five mem- 
bers, and that the Speaker has not heeded 
our request, we shail make as serious ob- 
jection as a large Democratic minority can 
make, with the aid of a number of fair- 
minded Republicans.” 

The views of Senator Cantor are similar 
to those of Assemblyman Donnelly. He 
says: “I will give the Democratic leader 
in the Asssembly all the aid I can in the 
fight for his rights. I believe that he is 
fully justified in demanding from the Speak- 
er a larger committee representation for 
the minority, and he ought to get what he 
has asked,” 

It is rumored that Speaker O’Grady is 
considering a request to give the Democrats 
additional representation on the important 
Committee on Rules. He may place As- 
semblyman Finn of New York on this com- 
mittee as well as the Democratic leader, 
Mr. Donnelly, although usually only the 
minority leader secures this coveted posi- 
tion. 


DOLLAR GAS AND NO TRUSTS. 


Two Bills to be Introduced To-mor« 
row by Senator Cantor. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Senator Cantor, the 
leader of the Democratic minority in the 
Senate, and Assemblyman Donnelly, leader 
of the Democratic minority in the Assem- 


bly, arrived in the city at a late hour to- 
night. 

Senator Cantor said that on Wednesday, 
the first day of the session, he would intro- 
duce the anti-trust bill, as outlined in yes- 
terday’s dispatches, and also a bill to re- 
duce the price of gas in New York City to 
$1 per thousand feet This bill will also 
demand an increase in the candle power of 
the gas and will provide for a commission, 
composed of city officials of New York, who 
will have supervision over the operation of 
the plants of gas companies.

A PURE BEER BILL 


Senator Coggeshall to Introduce the 


Growers’ Measure, 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Senators Coggeshal? of 
Oneida and Krum of Schoharie were among 
the early arrivals at the Senate Chamber 
this afternoon. Senator - Coggeshall said 
that he intended to introduce a pure beer 
bill in the Senate at an early date, and 
Senator Krum said that he was in receipt 
ol many letters from his constituents urg- 
ing him to support such a bill. 

The bill Senator Coggeshall has in mind 
to introduce will not attempt to prohibit 
the manufacture of beer where rice, corn, 
or Other substitutes for bariey and hops 
are used, but to prevent the sale of such 
liquors in the name of pure beer. The bill 
will also provide for a proper fermentation 
before sale, as medical experts are of the 
opinion that the introduction of beer into 
the system before the ferment*tion process 
is complete is a most pregnuit cause of 
disease. The hop growers are behind this 
bill, as are some of the brewers ‘of the 
State.

CODE REVISION, 


CIVIL 


Several Measures in That Direction 


to be Introduced. 

ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Charles’ Z. Lincoln, 
William H. Johnson, and A. Judd Northrup, 
Commissioners of Statutory Revision, who 
were also appointed by Gov. Morton Com- 
missioners of Code Revision, intend to be- 
gin revising the civil code this year. They 
expect to present to the Legislature early 
in the present session a proposed ‘ Judici- 
ary law,’’ which will include the principal 
part of the early chapters of the code. It 
will embrace the general provisions, not re- 
lating to practice. governing the Appellate 
Divisions, Supreme Court, Court of Claims, 
and higher courts of record. It will also 
include several subjects relating to the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

The commission also intends to include ‘in 
the “ prison law,” which they will submit 
to the Legislature, a large number of sec- 
tions of the code relating to prisoners on 
civil process. Other bilis will also embrace 
provisions relating to various city courts, 
which will be taken out of the code and 
put into the proper charters or other laws 
relating to particular cities. If the Legis- 
lature adopts the views of the Commission- 
ers, and these bills becorne laws, the re- 
sult will be a substantial diminution of the 
code, for it will eliminate about 700 sections, 


SAY THEY INSULTED WOMEN. 


Two Men Who Claim 
to Have Political Power. 


Policeman Allen of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station arrested George An- 
derson of 212 West Thirty-ninth Street, an 
elderly man, well dressed, and of fine ap- 
pearance, yesterday afternoon for insulting 
women on Broadway. The policeman no- 


ticed him several times during the after- 
noon and warned him. He took no heed, 
the policeman says, and grossly insulted a 
woman and her daughter, on Broadway, 
near Thirty-fourth Street. At the station 
house the prisoner raised an uproar, de- 
claring that his friends were powerful, and 
would make the policeman suffer. Later in 
the day Policeman Kieler arrested a man, 
who gave his name as August J. Wild, at a 
restaurant in Sixth Avenue, near Twenty- 
eighth Street. The prisoner was alleged to 
have insulted women at the tables. He 
said he was a lawyer, with many political 
friends, and that his attorney in the pres- 
ent case would be M. Warley Platzek. He 
was locked up on a charge of drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct. 

The police do not believe either man gave 
his true name.

BOSTON LAWYER ARRESTED. 


He Is Accused of Perjury by Henry 
Winthrop Gray. 


Leslie W. Ryan of Boston, counsel for the 
Reorganization Committee of the Thomson- 
Houston Electric Company, was arrested in 
Central Park yesterday afternoon by De- 
tectives Evanhoe and Vailely on a charge of 
perjury. An indictment on this charge was 


filed against him a month ago. The com- 
plainant in the case is Henry_ Winthrop 
Gray, Special Commissioner of Jurors, and 
receiver of the Thomson-Houston Com- 
pany. It is said that Ryan made an affi- 
davit that he had paid to Gray, as receiver 
of that company, $70,000, and that this 
statement is not true. Ryan’s attorney, 
George Gordon Battle, said Ryan had paid 
the $70,000 to the creditors of the company, 
although the money did not go through the 
receiver’s hands, 

Ryan had just returned from a trip 
through the South for his health when he 
was arrested. He was taken before Judge 
Cowing of the General Sessions Court, and 
released in $2,500 bail.. The case will be 
heard next Monday.

LOCAL OPTION FOR CITIES 


Fair Chance to Amend the Sun- 
day Features of the Liquor 
Tax Law. 


SENATOR RAINES OPPOSED 


He Declares that the Republican 
Party Would Dig Its Own Grave 
by Advocating the Sunday 

Opening of Saloons. 


. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—There is much shaking 
of heads among the rural Republican legis- 
lators over ‘the statement that a local option 
amendment to the Raines law for cities of 
the first and second class is to be submitted 
by their party leaders. A number of As- 
semblymen from the interior, who have 
arrived here in advance of the organization, 
were questioned to-day on the proposed 
change, and, although not disposed to say 
that they would stand out against party 
orders on the subject, said personally that 
they did not favor any such change. 

Assemblyman Nixon of Chautauqua Coun- 
ty, who is the Republican leader in the 
House, refused to make any extended com- 
ment on the subject to-day. He said: “I 
have not been told of any plan to give the 
cities local option and don’t know that any- 
thing is to be done that way. I know, how- 
ever, that the rural districts are not in- 
clined to be what you call liberal on excise 
matters. If a local option amendment is 


introduced it will be apt to be pretty thor- 
oughly discussed.” 

Senator Raines of Canandaigua is wroth 
at the story that the Republican leaders 
have decided to amend his excise law by 
adding a local option section. He reached 
here late this afternoon and was besieged 
at once by inquiries as to the truth of the 
assertion. At first Senator Raines refused 
to talk about the matter, but as: his party 
associates pressed for information, he final- 
ly announced that he had no knowledge of 
any proposed amendment to the excise law 
bearing his name. 

“T have read that there is to be a local 
option amendment,” he said, ‘‘ but, although 
there was an apparent effort to have e 
story appear to be inspired, I do not be- 
lieve it is anything of the kind. I don’t 
think the Republican Party is going to dig 
its grave by advocating the Sunday opening 
of saloons. There is no reason for us to do 
anything of the sort, and I have not heard 
anybody in authority in the party advocate 
any such legislation. I certainly shall have 
something to say about it if such amend- 
ments as have been suggested are offered.” 

Many of the legislators who are arriving 
in the city to-night believe that local op- 
tion amendments could be passed during 
the coming session. The leading Repub- 
licans, however, are careful not to talk for 
publication, and say that they will wait 
until the bill appears before they discuss it. 
The general opinion seems to be that the 
Assembly would pass such a measure with- 
out much trouble, and that the Senate 
might do so after a struggle. 

It is believed that the Democrats would 
try to add a provision giving the excise re- 
ceipts to the localities where collected. This 
might cause a hitch for a time, but in the 
end a local-option bill for cities of the first 
and second class would stand a good chance 
of passing, in the judgment of well-in- 
formed men. What Gov. Black would do 
with it is not so certain, as he declines to 
talk on the subject at all. 


NEW YORK’S WATER SUPPLY. 


Senator Brush’s Bill to Tap the Adi- 
rondack Lakes, 


ALBANY, Jan, 3.—Senator Brush of 
Brooklyn to-day said: ‘I shall introduce 
in the Senate on, Wednesday a bill to facili- 
tate the obtaining of a pure water supply 
of great volume fer Greater New York from 
the lakes either in the Adirondacks or near 
the border.” 


Dr. Brush says that the Adirondack 
scheme has been shown to be feasible. It 
contemplates furnishing at first 500,000,000 
gallons daily at a first eest of $67,075,000, 
including land and water rights, and build- 
ing conduits. The prineipal lakes of the 
watershed that might be utilized would 
be Pleasant, Round, Piseco, Indian, Para- 
dox, Schroon, Brant, Henderson, and’ the 
Catlin chain of lakes. The above named 
lakes offer fifty square miles of area, besides 
other smailer lakes and sites where new 
reservoirs can be constructed to drain large 
areas, 

The general course of the conduit from 
the dam on the Upper Hudson River would 
extend along the high grounds on the east 
side of the Hudson, through Washington, 
Rensselaer, Columbia, Dutchess, Putnam, 
and Westchester Counties to New York 
City, and across the East River to Brook- 
lyn, with pipe lines to supply Troy, Albany, 
Hudson, Poughkeepsie, Peekskill, Yonkers, 
and other places along the route. This con- 
duit would be like an artificial river, 60 to 
80 feet wide and 15 to 18 feet deep through 
much of its length. These conditions are 
favorable to low temperature, while the 
constant motion would keep the water 
aerated and purified. 


STATE TAX ASSESSMENTS. 


Big Gain in Valuations Over Last 


Year—Increase in New York and 
Decrease in Kings. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—The State Board of 
Tax Commissioners has received from 
thirty-four counties of the State the re- 
turns from Boards of Supervisors as to the 
amounts of real and personal estate subject 
to taxation in those counties.» In accord- 
ance with the demand made by the Commis- 
siohers that there should be an honest as- 
sessment, which demand was backed by a 
threat to prosecute any local board of 
assessors that failed to assess property at 
its true value, the increase in value in many 


of the counties is enormous. The board has 
received the totals of real and personal 
property for the counties comprised in the 
city of New York, and while some large in- 
creases are shown there, they are not by 
any means as large as in other parts of 
the State. 

The increase of real property subject to 
assessment for New York, Kings, Queens, 
and Richmond Counties is $1,342,149, and of 
personal property, $15,135,315. New York 
County’s total valuation of real property is 
$1,787,186,791, and of personal property, 
$1,731,509,143. This is an increase over last 
year of $55,677,658 in real estate, and an in- 
crease of $6,514,303 in rsonal property. 
This large increase in New York County 
is met, however, by a decrease in the 
assessed value of real estate in Kings 
County. where the total valuation is but 
$510,107,742, a decrease of $45,203,255, while 
the value of personal estate is increased 
$6,152,085, to $33,688,721. Queens County 
shows a falling off of $15,657,940 in the 
value of its real estate, as compared with 
last year, while Richmond shows a gain of 
$3,831,398. In personal estate, Richmond 
has a gain of $1,513,284 over last year, and 
Queens shows a gain of $955,443. 

In the up-State counties, Oneida and On- 
ondaga show gains of over $10,000,000 each 
in personal estate, and Herkimer a gain of 
$1,000,000 in real estate. Suffolk County 
shows a gain of $26,000,000 in real estate 
over last year.

WALKER’S CURRENCY PLAN 


He Says the House Finance Com- 
mittee Will Report in Favor of 
the Old Suffolk System. 


A FINAL SOLUTION EXPECTED 


Preparations for the Hearing to be 
Given the Monetary Commission 
on Jan. 12—A Bill to be 
Reported by Feb. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Chairman Walk- 
er of the Banking and Currency Committee 
of the House has called a meeting of his 
committee for Wednesday to make ar- 
rangements for the hearing to be accorded 
the members of the Monetary Commission 
Jan, 12, 

Mr. Walker is very sanguine that the 
committee will report a bill embodying the 
features of the old Suffolk system to the 
House. ‘‘ We will report a bill,’’ said he to- 
day, ‘“‘ which will meet not tentatively but 
finally the objections to the present Na- 
tional Banking act. 

“The bill will not disturb the greenbacks, 
the silver coinage, or the gold coinage, 
but it will absolutely relieve the Treasury 
of the redempton of any form of paper or 
coin certificates. It will make the provision 
that all other progressive countries except 
ours makes and keeps all forms of money 
at par. Guarantees will be furnished for all 
paper money precisely as is now furnished 
by the bond security held by the Govern- 


ment. It will be the old sound State bank- 
ing system nationalized—the Suffolk sys- 
tem, as it is called.’ 

Mr. Walker said he had not examined the 
bill of the Monetary Commission, but said 
he considered the efforts of Secretary Gage 
and the Monetary Commission of the very 
first importance, 1n conjunction with the 
bills drawn by himself, Mr. Fowler, and 
other members of the committee, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that these efforts would 
materially aid in the solution of. the prob- 
lem. He expects the committee to report a 
bill by Feb. 1. . 

Mr. Cox of Tennessee, the leading minor- 
ity member of the Banking and rrency 
Committee, does not believe that the com- 
mittee will ever unite on a bill, but he 
thinks it entirely ——— that they will 
agree to report a bill to the House for dis- 
cussion, as the commfftee did in the case of 
the Carlisle bill in the last Congress. 


SECRETARY GAGE’S APPROVAL. 


He Commends the Report of the Mon- 
etary Commission, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Speaking to-day 
of the report of the Monetary Commission 
for the reform of the currency, Secretary 
Gage said: 

“I have read the report with great inter- 
est and’ much profit. Avoiding abstract 
terms, it proceeds in plain, comprehensible 
language to point out the sources of our 
present financial weakness, and the reme- 


dies proposed are so clearly set forth that 
all may understand. The reform measures 
recommended I regard as well adapted to 
cure the ills from which we suffer and 
which threaten our future. I sincerely 
hope it will bear fruit in legislative action.”’ 


BOSTON MEN ON THE REPORT. 


Henry W. Peabody and Winslow War- 
ren Pleased in the Main with 
Its Features, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Henry W. Pea- 
body of Boston, who has been selected as 
one of the delegates to the business men’s 
convention at Indianapolis on Jan. 25, gave 
his views on the report of the Monetary 
Commission, Mr, Peabody said: ‘* The re- 
port evidences the complete grasp by the 
Monetary Commission of the problem, the 
discernment of the defects in our monetary 
system, and wise prescription of remedies. 

“The fundamental declaration that the 
existing gold standard must be maintained 
is rendered possible by the plan for the 
separation from the fiscal Department of 
the Treasury, into one of issue and re- 
demption, of all the silver coim and bullion, 
and of gold coin to the extent of 25 per 
cent. of all legal tender notes, and five per 
cent. of all silver dollars. 

“This $160,000,000 of free gold is now in 
the Treasury, and the transfer might be 
made without any bond issue and would 
doubtless suffice for all redemptions, with- 
out recourse to the authority provided for 
replenishment by bond sales, if needed. 

‘‘These measures are essential to any re- 
form, but we should consider the report in 
its entirety, as its recommendations are in- 
dependent. 

‘* Heretofore I have protested against the 
admission of silver dollars to redemption in 
gold, but their volume being fixed, and the 
silver certificates defined to be only obliga- 
tions to pay the promised silver dollars, of 
this plan I am in favor. 

‘The report provides the only bimetallism 
that is possible in countries using gold as 
money, by the maintenance in circulation of 


the $452,000,000 of silver dollars, or their 
representation by silver certificates in de- 
nominations of $1, $2, and $5. 

** National bank issues are fairly facili- 
tated and new banks encouraged, basing 
circulation upon unimpaired assets, under 
Government supervision and guarantee of 
all notes. This would release the bonds now 
held by banks for popular’ holding. 

““T have not before advocated the redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks, but in connection 
with the provision for silver certificates and 
the plan for bank issues, I believe that it 
is practical to gradually displace them by 
National bank notes.” 

Winslow Warren, Collector of Customs at 
Boston and a prominent New England Gold 
Democrat, forwards from Old Point Com- 
fort to a friend in this city some comments 
on the report of the Monetary Commission 
made public to-day. Mr, Warren says: 

“The views stated in the report fairly 
represent the position of many Gold Demo- 
crats at present. It is difficult to condemn 
such a matter. While I greatly prefer a 
funding of all the paper currency by the 
gradual substitution of National notes and 
the divorce of the Treasury thereby from 
the banking business, and in some respects 
prefer Secretary Gage’s plan, as promising 
more speedy redemption of the greenbacks, 
I oo that the plan may be more ac- 
ceptable as moderate and conservative, and 
meeting, perhaps, the difficulties surround- 
ing immediate legislation. I do not alto- 
gether agree to the provisions for settling 
the silver bullion. A great part of that 
might well be converted into subsidiary 
small coin, for which there is a great de- 
mand. Mr.’ Leighton’s point as to the re- 
issue of notes in the fourteenth section 
seems to me to be well taken. The Nationa 
banks section seems complicated and may 
prove too onerous for the banks. Other 
than these points the plan certainly se- 
cured the goid standard, and so gradual is 
its operation, and it will so relieve the needs 
of the South and Southwest, that it is well 
worthy of adoption, even with the possi- 
bility that upon trial it might be amended 
~ —_ particulars. We face a difficult po- 
sition. 

“Unfortunately; finance, which is else 
where a science, is in this country politics 
and subject to political conditions. To se- 
cure any financial reform we need deter- 
mined and militant advocates and the union 
of those who think alike; but many with 
the clearest convictions, and who have sac- 
rificed party connections and hopes for 
principle, are in a state of doubt and more 
or less irritation with the party whose suc- 
cess they assured. 

“The passage of an extreme tariff was 
contrary to their hopes, if not expectations. 
The indifference of the bulk of the Repub- 
lican Party to currency reform and the rel- 
egation to the rear of the tariff, the assault 
upon wise extensions of the civil service 
law, with the obvioug purpose of filling the 
public service with “partisans, and other 
things, have alienated a large body of ear- 
nest men and made their co-operation 
much more difficult to obtain than it 
should have been from the natural 
feeling that they have been used and 
then ignored, out of which comes the 
thought that little of true reform can be 
obtained through the Republican Party. 

“This condition confronts us, and much 
earnest, patriotic action will be needed to 
overcome it.

Thomas G. Shearman Explains 
Plan for Settling the Currency 
Question in This Country. 


In response to a request from the Mone- 
tary Commission for. an expression of his 
views on various financial questions, Thom- 
as G. Shearman of this city has submitted 
to the commission a paper on the establish- 
ment of branch banks on a large scale. 

“T regard this plan as far more impor- 
tant, as well as more practicable,’”’ says Mr. 
Shearman, ‘“‘ than any other remedy which 
has been proposed for the settlement of 
the currency question.” 

Mr. Shearman insists that nature has driv- 
en conditions forward to a point at which 
the whole country is actually on a banking 
basis, instead of a money basis, for ex- 
change. Those sections of the country 
which have the fewest good banks are just 
as much upon a banking basis as the rest 
of the country. The tremendous increase 
of exchange, which has gone on with ad- 
vancing civilization, has reached propor- 
tions which make it hopeless to expect that 
such exchanges can ever be carried on by 
the use of actual money, however that 
term may be defined. And whether money 
consists only of gold and silver, or includes 
also bank and Government notes, represent- 


ing gold and silver, makes practically no* 


difference. There is not, there never was, 
and there never will be enough money, 
even within these liberal definitions, to en- 
able one-tenth of the exchanges of this 
country to be conducted by the actual use 
of any such money. The disproportion will 
increase instead of diminish. 

“Large central banks ought to be allowed 
to establish branches in every part of the 
country,” continues Mr. Shearman. ‘‘ These 
branches could be conducted wif& great 
economy, and therefore could furnish the 
means of exchange at but a slight advance 
over the cost of exchanges in the cities. 
They would have practically just as good 
information as the city banks have, be- 
cause every morning they would be advised 


by telegraph of every change in affairs 
which the central bank considered important 
in the management of its own transac- 
tions. The amount of actual money used in 
each of these branch banks would be ex- 
tremely small; and yet the amount of actual 
money available in each, in case of some 
local pressure, would be fifty times as great, 
since all the resources of the central bank 
would be behind it. 

“The effectiveness of the branch bank 
system in solving the currency problem 
is sufficiently proved by the example of 
Canada, where this system is in full opera- 
tion, and the currency question is never 
raised. 

“As a condition of permfssion to estab- 
lish branches, the parent bank, and every 
branch thereof, should be required to ac- 
cept the certified checks of any branch on 
deposit as equivalent to cash, which, how- 
ever, they would undoubtedly do without 
compulsion, If the central bank {Issued 
bank notes, all the branches should be re- 
quired to redeem those notes up to such a 
moderate amount as might be reasonable. 
As a further condition, every bank estab- 
lishing branches should be required to ac- 
cept on deposit, and collect without charge, 
checks upon any other National bank, 
though not, of course, to credit the amount 
of such checks as cash until collected.’’ 


DECEMBER TREASURY FIGURES. 


Statistics of the Public Debt, Re- 
ceipts and Expenditures, Coin- 
age and Currency. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The monthly 


' statement of the public debt, issued to-day, 


shows that at the close of business Dec. 
31, 1897, the debt, less cash in the Treasury, 
amounted to $999,111,567, a decrease for the 
month of $10,114,899. This decrease in the 
debt is due principally to an increase in the 
cash, which is accounted for by the 
of tne Union Pacific Railroad. Following 
is a recapitulation of the debt:

Against this there are demand liabilities 
outstanding amounting to $625,916.601, which 
leaves the cash balance in the Treasury 
$235,474, 769. 

The monthly statement of the Govern- 
ment receipts and expenditures for the 
month of December shows the total receipts 
to have been $59,646,698, of which $11,660.- 
788 was from customs, $14,342,928 from in- 
ternal revenue, and $33,642,980 from miscel- 
laneous sources. 

The expenditures for the month aggregat- 
ed $27,634,092. : 

The receipts and expenditures for Decem- 
ber include $31,715,204 received during the 
month from sale of Union Pacific Railroad, 
$900,000 paid out to secure bid on Kansas 
Pacific, and $517,428 interest paid on Pacific 
Railroad subsidy bonds not due until Janu- 
ary. Excluding these items, the receipts 
amount to $27,931,494 and expenditures $26,- 
216,663, leaving a surplus for the month of 
$1,714,831. 

As compared with December, 1896, there 
is shown to have been an increase of nearly 
$1,000,000 in receipts from customs and 
about $1,145,000 increase from interndl revy- 
enue sources. 

The monthly statement issued by the Di- 
rector of the Mint shows the total coinage 
at the United States mints during Decem- 
ber to have been $5,741,481, as follows: 
Gold, $3,626,642; silver. $1,977,167; minor 
coins, $137,671. The silver dollars coined 
amounted to $1,604,330. 

The monthly statement of the Controller 
of the Currency shows the total circulation 
of National bank notes Dec. 81 to have 
been $228,930,281, a decrease for the year of 
$6,646,100, and for the month of $619,426. 
The circulation based on United States 
bonds was $196,146,003, a decrease for the 
year of $19,704,214 and for the month of 
$5,589,479. The circulation secured by law- 
ful money amounted to $32,784,188, an in- 
crease for the year of $13,058,114, and for 
the month of $4,970,054. The amount of 
United States registered bonds on deposit 
to secure circulating notes was $218,992,950 
and to secure public deposits $39,590,500. 


The Carter Court-Martial. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—By an order is- 
sued from the War Department to-day Col. 
Thomas F. Barr of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s department, now at Governors Isl- 
and, has. been directed to act as Judge Ad- 
vocate of the court-martial which will meet 
at Savannah, Ga., Jan. 12, to try Capt. O. M. 
Carter, Corps of Engineers, for his conduct 
of the Savannah Harbor works. Col. Barr 
takes the place of Col. Clous, who is re- 
lieved on account of illness, as explained in 
the order. 


Justice Brown’s Eyes Trouble Him. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Justice Brown of 
the United States Supreme Court is having 
rather serious trouble with his eyes. He 
appeared in the court to-da wearing 
heavy colored glasses. It is understood his 
physician has warned him against any 
present use of his eyes. . 


A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT 


Treasury Experts Fooled by a Bo- 
gus One-Hundred-Dollar Sil- 
ver Certificate. 


THE ISSUE TO BE CALLED IN 


Secretary Gage of the Opinion that It 
Is Dangerous for Business Men 
to Accept Certificates of 
This Denomination. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—John Cramer of 
the Sub-Treasury at Philadelphia to-day 
brought to the Secret Service five one-hun- 
dred-dollar counterfeit silver certificates. 
Their general appearance is excellent, and 
after close examination the officials of the 
Treasury cash room were undecided as to 
their genuineness, and only after the notes 
had: been soaked in hot water, when the 
two pieces forming the front and back of 
the note came apart, were they convinced 
of the fraud.’ On examination of the day’s 
Treasury cash another of the spurious notes 
was discovered. The notes brought over 
by Mr. Cramer had been turned into the 
Sub-Treasury by two leading banks and 
the Philadelphia Custom House, which had 
received them as genuine. 

Agents of the Secret Service everywhere 
have been wired a description of the notes 
with instructions to be on the lookout for 
persons attempting to pass them. Inquiries 
have also been sent to all the leading cities 
to ascertain if any of the notes have ap- 
peared in other places than Philadelphia 


and Washington, and the best men in the 
service will be put on the case. 

Following is a description of the note 
as furnished by the Secret Service: The 
note is of the series of 1891, check letter D, 
face plate 1, Tillman register, Morgan 
Treasurer, portrait James Monroe. All num- 
bers so far seen begin with 345. The most 
marked differences between this note and 
the genuine are found in the seal and the 
numbering, the former being a shade light- 
er than in the genuine, and the latter 
slightly different in formation. Especially 
is this true of the 3 and 4. In the figure 
3 the lower loop does not extend up as far 
toward the centre of the figure as in the 
éenuine, and in the figure 4 the space be- 
tween, the base and .the centre cross line 
is narrower than in the genuine. One of 
the principal points of difference, however, 
is that the new counterfeit is one-sixteenth 
of an inch or less shorter than the genuine. 

The chief engraver at the Bureau of En- 
graving pronounced the counterfeit a very 
dangerous production. It was engraved on 
steel and printed on two pieces of paper 
pasted together after colored silk fibre had 
been distributed between them: The work, 
he said, was that of a very careful and ex- 
cellent engraver, and while there was no 
appreciable difference between the genuine 
note and the counterfeit to the casual ob- 
server, under a glass many slight differ- 
ences were discovered. These, however, 
were extremely difficult of description. 

In view of the dangerous character of the 
counterfeit, Secretary Gage to-day decided 
to stop issuing and to call. in all $100 silver 
certificates, of which there are about $26,- 
000,000 outstanding. These will be exchanged 
for silver certificates of smaller denomina- 
tions and the plates destroyed. As soun 
as new plates can be engraved, a new 
series will be issued. Assistant Treasurers 
at all of the Sub-Treasury cities will be re- 
quired to send to the Treasury in Washing- 
ton all $100 silver certificates in their pos- 
session and to request all banks, trust com- 
panies, and: other financial institutions to 
do the same. 

Secretary Gage said that in his judgment 
it was unsafe for business men or others 
to accept silver certificates of this denom- 
ination, and in case any were now on hand 
they should be sent to the banks for trans- 
mission to Washington. 


TRAVELING POST OFFICES. 


Proposed Improvement of the Rural 


Free-Delivery System. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—At the request of 
the House Post Office Committee, First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Heath has in 
preparation an amendment to the Service 
Appropriation bill giving to carriers in rural 
districts authority to receive cash and ob- 
tain money orders for patrons, and to re- 
ceipt for and deliver registered letters. 

This additional duty could be performed 
readily by the carriers, who, if the scheme 
should be put in operation, would become 
‘“traveling Post Offices.’’ Country people 
therefore would have nearly all the Post 
Office benefits enjoyed by residents of the 
city, as the carriers now are permitted to 
carry postal cards and stamped envelopes 
for sale. 

Should the proposition work well, the ds- 
partment would be enabled to abolish many 
of the small Post Offices along star routes. 


Mr. Van Cott After an 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 3.—Postmaster Van 
Cott visited the Post Office Department to- 
day, chiefly for the purpose of asking Post- 
master General Gary to urge upon Congress 
the appropriation necessary to be expended 
to provide the mail shed on Mail Street 
that has been in contemplation. The Post- 


master General will present the matter to 
the Treasury Department for its considera- 
tion, as the appropriation must be made for 
and expended by the Treasury Department, 
which is the custodian of the Federal build- 
ing. Mr. Gary does not know of any reason 
why the expenditure should not be made.

Capt. Barker’s * Good Friday ” Letter. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—It is reported to 
the Navy Department that Capt. Barker of 
the Oregon has unearthed the identity of 
the person who wrote the _ celebrated 
“Good Friday” letter which appeared in 
the religious press and charged the Captain 
with trying to Romanize all of the ship’s 
crew. The man is said to be Ernest Robin 
of Castle Rock, Washington, a deserter 
from the Oregon. It is asserted he wrote 
the letter to arouse the sympathy of his 
relatives and make a pretext for his de- 
sertion, 


Big Day at the Patent Office. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Last Friday’s 
business was the largest in the history of 
the Patent Office, the fees received that 
day amounting to $9,376. Friday was the 
last day in which inventors who had patents 
in foreign countries and desired to take out 
similar ones in this country could take ad- 
vantage of the old law, which protected 
these patents for the full legal term in this 
country. Nearly 48,000 applications for 
patents were received by the office during 
the year, 4,000 in excess of the largest pre- 
vious year, 


To Study European Gun-Firing. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Assistant Naval 
Constructor R. B. Dashiell has gone to Eu- 
rope to acquire inférmation for the Navy 
Depariment respecting the methods of gun 
fire practiced there on shipboard, with a 
view to the improvement of that branch of 
our naval service. 


Indiana Gas Decision. 


RICHMOND, Ind., Jan. 3.—Judge Fox of

GENERAL APPRAISERS’ POWER. 


Valuation as Reported by the Ap- 


praiser May Be Impeached, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Chief Justice

The*‘‘ German duty ” re- 
ferred to in the second question is a tax 
which is imposed by the German Govern- 
ment on merchandise when sold by its man- 
ufacturers for consumption or sale in the 
German markets, but when the merchandise 
is purchased in bond for exportation to a 
foreign country this duty is remitted by the 
German Government and is called a boni- 
fication tax, as distinguished from being re- 
funded as a rebate.

BICYCLES IN EUROPE. 


Met with 
Are 





American Wheels Have 
Such Approval that Germans 
Agitating for an Increased Daty. 


“The agitation for such legislative action 
as may result in the exclusion of United 
States bicycles has assumed such propor- 
tions that the increased duty may be con- 
fidently looked for in accordance with the 
usual procedure when an American manu- 


facture or American produce becomes a 
serious competitor in German markets. 

“The elegance, superior workmanship, 
and finish of American bicycles have made 
their pre-eminence so apparent that, in 
spite of their higher cost, they have found 
a ready market in Germany, as elsewhere 
abroad.” So writes Thomas E. Moore, Com- 
mercial Agent of the United States at Mu- 
nich, in a report to the State Department 
dated Oct. 28, 1897. : : 

Consul Nusbaum, located in the same city, 
says: 
“The bicycles of American manufacture 
have only been on sale in this city since 
the first of this year, but they have made 
deep inroads into public favor. Some of 
the local manufacturers will not manufact- 
ure any wheels while the present German 
duties are so low. The dealers prefer Amer- 
ican-made wheels on account of their being 
more durable, lighter in weight, and supe- 
rior in finish. Bicycle sundries have recent- 
ly made their appearance. I think this an 
excellent opportunity for our manufacturers 
to increase their trade. It does not matter 
much whether they are of the very latest 
model; the price is the most important con- 
sideration. The average price paid for a 
high-grade wheel is from $40 to $75 at re- 
tail. The law in Munich requires wheels to 
be equipped with a brake. Double-tube 
tires and metal rims are preferred. It 
cost about $3.75 to deliver a bicycle in this 
city from New York, customs duties and 
freight included.”’ ; 

Of the general situation, J. C. Monaghan, 


.Consul at Chemnitz, writes: 


“T have just seen and talked with the 
manager of one of the biggest and best 
bicycle factories in the empire. He says 
the bicycle manufacturers will never rest 
till they get additional duties. I am of the 
same opinion. I am still of the opinion 
that our manufacturers could do no better 
and no wiser thing than to send in parts, 
against a possible increase of duties. In 
the first place, little or no risk is run, for 
our machines and parts of machines are so 
popular that they will sell on their merits. 
The manager with whom I talked has just 
ordered some thousands of our guide pipes 
and wooden guards. Both, he says, are 
better than anything made here. German 
wood guards cost 1.45 marks, and are ab- 
solutely no good. The American cost 1.05 
marks, i. e., a batch bought in Berlin cost 
1.05; but others, ordered directly from New 
York parties, cost only 85 pfennigs (20 cents) 
each. The same party is going to buy 
pedals in the United States. Made in his 
factory, a pair of pedals cost 6 marks 
$1.43.) He gets them fro the United 
tates, both rubber and rat trap, delivered 
in Hamburg, for 4.50 marks ($1.07.) He 
pays here 16% pfennigs (3.9 cents) per link 
for chains, 33 1-3 per cent. off, or, for a fifty- 
two-link chain, 5.71 marks, net (about $1.36.) 

‘““Now, about the newspaper report that 
* the ronnie of the German manufacturers 
for an increase of duty has been refused.’ 
It has not. been refused, according to my 
informant, who is one of the best-posted 
men in the business. He believes it is bound 
to go in the form of a bill, unless the Treas- 
ury Department can find law or license for 
interpreting the following language, found 
on Page 611 of Troye’s Zolltariff, in a way 
to work out just what the bicycle men want. 
Under the title ‘wagons,’ we read that 
‘wagons with leather or upholstery, even 
when the upholstery is not firmly fixed to 
the body of the wagon, shall pay 150 marks 
($35.70) each.’ The effort is being made to 
get the Government to interpret the word 
‘Fahrzeug’ to cover ‘Fahrrad’ (bicyc!te.) 
I am very much afraid that this may hap- 
pen. At. this moment, I have no proof that 
this will be done. Iam satisfied that some- 
thing will be done to impress the belief 
upon the German market that it is in great 
danger of being invaded. The movement 
thus far hus not been in the shape of a 
bill, but in the form of a petition that had 
itm origin in a complaint, indorsed by Mi- 
quél, that the schedules were not differ- 
entiated or specialized sufficiently. If they 
get the Government to put bicycles under 
*Fahrzeug’ they may not only have. to 
undergo a 6 per cent. duty, but to come in 
with a 150-mark rate per wheel. This is 
the great danger. If the wheels come: in 
parts, then the duties will be on the parts 
and, of course. will be very moderate—about 
6 per cent.; they can go as high as 10 per 
cent. The customs peonle act through the 
Treasury, or ‘Finanz Ministry,’ in Berlin. 
Hence a long time will have to elapse be- 
fore the bill can become law, unless, as I 
fear, the word Fahrzeug is made to cover 
bicycles,”’

Soon to Pay All Obliga- 
tions Against It. 





HANDICAPPED BY POOR DATES 


The Entries for the Season’s Events 
Will Close Feb. 1—The Brighton 
Cup Stakes Raised from $5,000 
to $7,500, Guaranteed. 


During the past: week or 60 vague rumors 
have been in circulation to the effect that 
the Brighton Beach Racing Association is 
in financial trouble. The assertion has been 
made in some quarters that the association 
has failed to meet some of its payments on 
stakes won during the recent season, but, 
strangely enough, it has heen found impos- 
sible to trace these rumors to their source. 

During the past two years the associa- 
tion, of which William A. Engeman is now 
the head, has spent in the neighborhood of 
$175,000 in making necessary changes at the 
track, and from a little narrow track with 
a small and uncomfortable grand stand and 
with surrounding conditions that were not 
at all pleasant to the eye, the track has 
grown by the use of this amount of money 
to be one of the best equipped tracks in 
the East. 

The association has. raised the purses and 
enlarged the value of the stakes in order, if 
possible, to bring about high-class racing 
on the track, which was formerly the home 
of the “ Beach Combers,” and all of these 
improvements have necessitated a large 
financial outlay. 

But in spite of these efforts the associa- 


tion has been handicapped to a great degree, 
not only by the poor dates assigned to it, 
lagt year by The Jockey Club, but also b 
tne unfortunate weather conditions whi 
prevailed during the meeting, and which 
gave only a few really fair days. Then, 
too, the dates assigned the association 
forced six days’ racing each week for four 
weeks, which detracted somewhat from the 
receipts that would otherwise have come in 
had — been only four days’ racing gac h 
week. 

The result of all these matters is that 
the association does owe some money; but 
its ereditors are men who are friendly to 
the management, and would under no cir- 
cumstances attempt to enforce a hurried 
payment. If, however, some one of its 
creditors should make a demand for imme- 
diate ayment, the demand would be 
promptly met,-even if it were necessary, so 
Mr. Engeman’s friends say, for the Presi- 
dent of the association to raise the amount 
necessary on some of his real estate. 

The present financial condition of the as- 
sociation is felt by racing men to be only 
a temporary one, for they have learnéd that 
negotiations have been almost completed for 
the raising of sufficient money to pay all 
obligations. The fact that the association 
has issued its stake list for 19898, and that 
it has in many instances raised the amount 
of added money, is regarded by turfmen us 
sufficient evidence that the embarrassment 
is only a temporary one. 

The Brighton Beach Racing Association 
announced the stakes to be run during the 
coming season yesterday. All the events 
will close on Feb, 1. With the exception of 
two stakes, $1,000 or more is added. The 
value of the Brighton Cup, the only guaran- 
teed stake, has been raised from $5,000 to 
$7,500. The increase in. the guaranteed value 
of the stake does not mean an increase of 
entrance or starting fee. The latter will 
be the same as heretofore. The Nautilus 
stakes have also been raised to $2,000. The 
programme includes the following stakes: 

The Nautilus.—For three-year-olds, of $10 each 
and $25 additional to start. The association to 
add $1,200, of which $200 to the second and $100 
to the third. One mile and one-sixteenth. 

The Brighton Handicap.—For three-year-olds 
and upward, $50 each. The association to add

The Pitcher’s Judgment Against the 
St. Louis Magnate Affirmed.

Von der Ahe alleged that Baldwin at- 
tempted to persuade “ Silver” King, then 
a famous pitcher, to desert from the St: 
Louis team and sign a contract with Pitts- 
burg. Baldwin was arr¢sted and lockcd up. 
and later he sued Von der Ahe for $10,000 
lamages for false arrest. Two different 
juries in Pittsburg decided in Baldwin’s 
favor for $2,500 damages, and to-day’s de- 
cision of the Supreme Court establishes his 
right to that amount of the St. Louis mag- 
nate’s cash.

A JUDGMENT FOR $400,000. 


The Decision in a Suit Against Amsi 
L. Barber and Others by Gen, 
W. W. Averill. 


A judgment for about $400,000 was di- 
rected on Friday by the Appellate Division 
in this city against Am2i L, Barber of the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company in the 
sult brought against him and others by 
Gen. William W. Averill as a stockholder 
ofthe American Asphalt Pavement Com- 
pany. The action was brought for the 


benefit of that company and its stockhold- 
ers, to compel defendants to transfer to the 
American Asphalt Pavement Company cer- 
tain patents which they had purchased and 
taken title to themselves, and procured to 


be reissued while they were trust f th 
American Company, an eal 1 2 
to account for the’ peoden ee eee 

A decree obtained several years ago that 
the patente became in equity the property 
of the American Company and its stock- 
holders was reversed by the late General 
Term as to the Barber Company. The De 
Smidt patents referred to expired on May 
31, 1887. At that time the profit from con- 
tracts for paving streets in Buffalo amount- 
ed to about $290,000. The referee held that 
these profits should be accounted for, but 
not the profits which accrued subsequently. 
The Appellate Division had modified the 
judgment by increasing the amount to be 
paid by Mr. Barber to the receiver by 
$102,905, being theprofits which accrued 
after reissue of the patents, subsequent to 
a4 81, 1887, with interest from van. 1, 





Justice Williams, who gave the opinion, 
Said the contracts when made were ‘the 
contracts of the American Asphalt Pave- 
ment Company, and they had a right to the 
profits realized under the contracts, wheth- 
er the work was actually done before or 
after the expiration cz the patents, or the 
reissue of them. It was held that the 
referee should not have separated the work, 
as he was not required to pass upon the 
question as to the validity of the parents, 
or of their reissue, and that whether the 
patents were valid or invalid, they belonged 
o the American Company, and not to Bar- 

or. 


$30,000 FOR A SWOLLEN NOSE. 


Israel Scher Sues a Cabie Car Com- 
pany Which, He Says, Is Responsi- 
ble for a Strange Disfigurement. 


Before Justice Giegerich and a jury, in the 
Supreme Court, Israel Scher is suing the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company fer 
$30,000 damages for dishgurement and in- 
jury. Scher alleges that in consequence of 
the carelessness of a gripman on a Broad- 
way car of the Metropolitan Company he 
was knocked down and dragged over a block 
by a car near Prince Street and Broadway. 


Injuries resulting from this accident, he 
claims, have damaged him to the extent 
sued for. 

The principal injury done him, he says, 
was the disfigurement of his nose, which, 
as he showed in court, is about five times 
the normal size and continually growing b.g- 
ger. He says that this ynnatural enlarge- 
ment makes him the constant butt of ridi- 
cule, besides the actual inconvenience and 
suffering of having such a swollen organ. 
He claims, also, other injuries, both ex- 
ternal and internal. 

In the testimony which was taken yester- 
day the attorneys for the cable r ques- 
tioned the plaintiff regarding the former 
good condition of his nose. He averred that 
while he had had trouble with it, his pres- 
ent dilemma was solely due to the acci- 
dent. He had been in a hospital in Vienna, 
but for another disorder, Prior to Dec. 13, 
1804, Mr. Scher said, he had experienced 
no more trouble than the ordinary man in 
the process of breathing. In court he wore 
a silver tube inserted in his throat, and 


talked in such a strained manner that his - 


answers and statements had to be repeated 
by an interpreter standing close to him, 

John Scribner, attorney for the Metropol- 
itan Company, said that the injuries bore 
absolutely no relation to the accident, and 
that Scher’s present condition would have 
ensued had he not been struck by the car. 
He also tried to show that the company 
was not to be blamed for the accident, 
since, he said, Scher had not exercised due 
care in making the crossing. The plaintiff 
said that the car was going at full speed, 
and that it would have been impossible for 
him to have dodged it, because of a rapidly 
approaching car from the other direction. 

The case will be continued this morning 
before Justice Giegerich.

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CITY LEGISLATORS MEET 


The First Session of the Council in 
its Chamber. Held Amid .a 
Profusion of. Flowers. 


ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT 


He Calls the Attention of the Mem- 
bers to Serious Questions Con- . 
fronting Them and Urges the 
Necessity. of Economy in 
Expenditures. 


The Municipal Legislature of New York 
convened at noon yesterday. The chambers 
of the upper and lower houses had the ap- 
pearance of conservatories, s0 many floral 
gifts had been sent to the members. All 
the forenoon, prior to the opening hour, 
crowds of privileged citizens viewed the 
rooms and admired the flowers. At 10 
o’clock members of the Council and the 
Board of Aldermen began to arrive, and an 
hour before noon a majority of them were 
on hand. 

When President Guggenheimer came he 
found on his desk a huge toy tiger, a me- 
chanical device whose head wagged inces- 
santly. It was the gift of Herman Sulzer. 
Many of the Councilmen stroked the effigy 
and made jokes about it. At noon the busi- 
ness of the day began, and the President 
called the Council te order. Many specta- 
tors were present. Groups of men and 
women, the relatives and friends of the 
members, sat about the sides of the cham- 
ber or occupied places in the gallery. 
Among these onlookers was ex-United 
States Senator Calvin §. Brice of Ohio. 
One of the pleasant incidents of the day 
was the presentation of an ivory, silver- 


bound gavel to the President by Commis- 

sioner Miles O’Brien. 

As soon. as President Guggenheimer had 
formally opened the session he said: ‘‘ The 
Council will now proceed to the election of 
a Vice Chairman.”” Councilman McGarry 
nominated John T. Oakley, and Mr. Oakley 
Was elected. Councilman Williams, for the 
Republicans, moved to make the election 
unanimous. Henry C. Hart of the Third 
District offered a resolution nominating P. 
J. Scully, ex-Deputy County Clerk, for 
Clerk. Nicholas J. Hayes was nominated 
for Deputy Clerk and Michael C. Padden 
for Sergeant-at-Arms. ‘The vote on the 
nominations was unanimous. Clerk Scully 
called the réll and -very member responded 
to his name.

The President’s Address. 


President Guggenheimer then read an ad- 
dress to the Council. In part, he said: 

“Gentlemen of the Council: To-day we 
are making history. The old New York— 
the city between the rivers—the city that 
was narrow and long—the city familiar 


throughout the world for her commerce, her 
wealth, and her philanthropies—is no longer 
an entity. 

“Those of us who have lived in old New 
York during the greater part of our lives 
cannot but feel to-day some regret that 
things are changed. for, however delight- 
ful the change may be, one’s heart always 
has a warm spot for the associations of 
former times, and yet there is so much of 
genuine happiness at the result. achieved 
that it overshadows ali other and lesser 
feelings. 

“It is an interesting fact that, while 
our city covers over 817 square miles. of 
territory, and-is larger than any other city 
in the world, and while parts of the city 
north, south, and east of the City Hall are 
distant fifteen miles away, yet thickly popu- 
lated territory, only one mile from where 
Wwe are now gathered is necessarily omitted 
from the city limits because it belongs to 
our wgeighboring State of New Jersey, and 
yet we al] know that the growth of Jersey 
City, Hoboken, and Bayonne is but the ex- 
pansion of New York. Perhaps in time 
they will follow the example of Kansas City 
and St. Louis, and take our name for their 
city, too, so as to have a New York on 
each side of the Hudson. 


Serious Problems Ahead. 


**We cannot, even on this gala day, close 
our eyes to the difficult problems that will 
confront us as legislators. While we cover 
more than two and a half times the area 
of London, our inhabitants are but 8,500,000 
against London’s 4,400,000; and in reality 
the contrast is even greater than these 
figures show, because in London great tene- 


ments are rare. To a large extent, the 
working people there live in small two-story 
hhouses where each family has a house to 
itself, so that most of the land within the 
limits of London appears like a city; while 
with our system of enormous tenements, it 
takes less land to accommodate 8,500,000 
people than it would, had we the London 
system of separate houses. o that the 
fact is that large portions of the Boroughs 
of the Bronx, of Queens and Richmond, and 
even of Brooklyn, are essentially country 
districts, and yet these districts will here- 
after pay city taxes and are entitled to 
their fair share of attention and improve- 
ment. This is but one of the many serious 
questions that will demand our thought. 

* An experiment is introduced by the new 
charter; it is an effort to solve the demand 
for home rule. Of late years the legisia- 
tive_department of our City Government 
has ‘thad but little actual power; the pre- 
rogatives of the Board of Aldermen, for 
many years, have been very shadowy; 
almost all real power that was delegated 
by the Legislature was vested in the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. 

*“ But now this is greatly altered. Powers 
that formerly were vested solely in the 
Legislature are now delegated to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, and other powers are 
shareqd jointly between the Municipal <As- 
sembly and the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 


Tax Readjustment Urged. 


“The last question is one of paramount 
importance. To meet the yearly expenses 
of administration we have seen the valua- 
tion greatly increased, and the rate, instead 
of being lessened thereby, has year after 
year,during the past three years likewise 
grown larger. The indebtedness of the city, 
caused by the issue of bonds, has in the 
opinion of some _ public officials aimost 
reached its Constitutional limit. 

“The most rigid economy in every de- 
partment and in public expenditures is not 
alone demanded, but some relief should be 
accorded to our property owners and those 
affected by taxation by a thorough exam- 
ination and readjustment on sound prin- 
ciples of our methods of taxation.” 

In closing the President said that the 
Council should formulate a system of tax- 
ation that would encourage the formation 
of domestic corporations and promote home 
industries, as weli as bring back those 
former citizens who, for various reasons, 
had found homes elsewhere. 

A committee was then appointed, consist- 
ing of Councilmen Allen and Leigh of Man- 
hattan, Ebbets of Brooklyn, Bodine of 
Richmond, Murray of the Bronx, and Van 
Nostrand of Queens, to inform the Mayor 
that the Municipal Assembly had organized. 
A recess of ten minutes was taken, at the 
expiration of which Alfred M. Downes, ‘the 
Mayor’s private secretary, cdme in with 
the Mayor’s message. It was at once read 
by Clerk Josselin Johnstone, and 2,000 
copies were ordered printed. The reading 
of the message was interrupted by a mo- 
tion to appoint a committee to wait upon 
the Board of Aldermen, and another motion 
to adjourn till Jan. 11. This committee was 
een to call on the Aldermen: Mr. 
Brice and Mr. Sulzer of the Fourth Dis- 
trict, Mr. Hart of the Third, Mr. French 
- the Seventh, and Mr. O’Grady of the 
Tenth. 


State Senate Rules Adopted. 


Upon motion of Mr. Allen of the Second, 
the rules of the State Senate were adopted 
until a committee of seven on rules could 
formulate a new set. It was also decided 
to make the meeting day of the Council 

, at I o'clock. 

The first ordinance to be peoeee by the 
Council was one introduced by Mr. Good- 
win of the Second. It perpetuated the life 
of the old city seal. e following ordi- 
nances were also passed: To continue the 


existence of the Bureau of Licenses, and 
for the exaction of bonds from the employes 


‘next Tuesday at 1 P. M., the following 
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of the city. It was also ordered that all 
ordinances now in force should be collated 
and codified by the Corporation Counsel. 

Just before adjournment was taken, till 
‘om- 
mittee on Rules was inted: Mr. Oakley 
and Mr. Goodwin of hattan, Mr. Hat- 
tenroth of the Bronx, Mr. Hester and Mr. 
Williams of Brooklyn, Mr. Bodine of Rich-. 
mond, and President Guggenheimer, ex of- 
ficio member. 

After the Council eres an informal 
reception was held, and the members were 
congratulated by their friends and constit- 
uents. Many of these had come from 
Brooklyn, Quecns, and Richmond. Bor- 
oughs, and had sent to their friends among 
the Councilmen floral. gifts. A large bou- 
quet of roses occupied a position on Clerk 
Scully’s' desk. It was the offering of 
friends from the Twelfth District. Coun- 
cilman McGarry of Brooklyn was especially 
favored, and he was hidden behind the flo-. 
ral pieces ‘that were on and about his desk: 
A florist who had charge of the arrange- 
ment of the bouquets said that the cost of 
them was more than $5,000. 


SESSION OF THE ALDERMEN. 


The Lower House of the City’s As- 
sembly Begins Its Work. 


Michael F. Blake, Chief Clerk, called the 
Board of Aldermen to order at 12:20 on 
yesterday. All but three members were) 
present. The election of a President was )} 
the first business of the meeting. Thomag | 
F. Woods of the Twentieth Manhattan Dis- 
trict, the Democratic ¢aucus choice, was 
nominated by Alderman Scott of the Four- 
teenth Brooklyn District, and Alderman 
Goodman, for the Republicans, placed in 
nomination Collin H. Woodward of the 
Twenty-third Manhattan District. The vote 
stood: Woods, 44; Woodward, 11. Upon 
motion of Mr. Goodman, the election of Mr. 
Woods was made unanimous, Clerk Blake 
then appointed Aldermen James J. Smith, 
Muh, Goodman, and Sherman of Manhattan, 
McKeever of Brooklyn, and Vaughn of Rich- 
mond a committee to escort President 
Woods to the chair. 

Upon taking his place as the presiding 
Ofiicer of the lower house President Woods 
briefly thanked the boafd for the honor that 
had just been conferred on him. Other 
nominations were then made, as follows: 
Vice President—William H. Gledhill, Man- 
hattan; Sergeant at Arms—Thomas Coak- 
ley. Alderman Muh will be made Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

Although classed as the “‘ popular” body 
of the municipal legislature in and about 
the Aldermanic chamber,  exclusiveness 
marked the first hours of the first day of 
the new City Board. A janitor stood guard- 
ian at the iron gate which bars the main 
entrance to the chamber, and he would let 
no one enter. The room at that time— 
9:30 o’clock—was devoid of ornament. But 
after 10 o’clock, with each passing minute 
came a messenger, burdened with some 
floral offering, or several men carrying 
gigantic pleces, a gift to some favorite 
member, and when the chamber was finally 
thrown open, after the Aldermen themselves 
began to arrive, it vied with the Council 
Chamber in point of flowered beauty. There 
were sO many bouquets that it seemed at 
first glance that ere was hardly room 
for the Aldermen, 


A Chair from the Girls. 


Among the first gifts to arrive was a red, 
yellow, and white floral chair, It was sent 
to Alderman J. P. Hart, and attached to it 
was a card inscribed: ‘“ From the girls.” 
Alderman Dunn got a horseshoe of carna~ 


tions, roses, and smilax, and nearly every 
Alderman received at least one fragrant 
present, 

While waiting for the meeting to begin 
the members made themselves acquainted 
with one another, or in groups talked poli- 
tics or greeted friends who had come to 
see them. . At 11:30 the gallery was crowded 
with spectators, the majority of them wo- 
men. By 12:16 the floors were crowded, 
but ten minutes later Capt. Copeland of the 
police cleared them, and then the first ses- 
sion began, 

After the board had organized the follow- 
ing committee of seven was named to call 
on Mayor Van Wyck and the Council: Al- 
dermen Gaffney, James J. Smith, McKee- 
ver, Muh, Goodman, Vaughn, and Geiser. A 
recess of ten minutes was taken, at the ex- 
piration of which the Mayor’s message was 
received and read. A motion was made and 
carried that it be printed for distribution. 
The rules of the old Board of Aldermen of 
the City of New York were adopted tem- 

orarily, and President Woods was author- 
zea to appoint a committee, of which he 
should be an ex officio member, to draft 
new rules. By resolution Rooms 10, 11, 
and 12 of the City Hall were set aside for 
the accommodation of Augustus W. Peters, 
President of the Borough of Manhattan. 
The board then adjourned till Jan, 11, at 11 
o’ clock, 

Had to Meet Again. 

The board had not been adjourned for 
fifteen minutes when Clerk Blake discov- 
ered that no communication had been sent 
to the Council, asking whether the upper 
house had any business to transact with the 


lower branch. By dint of lively scurrying 
the Clerk found enough Aldermen to make 
a quorum, and the board reconvened: A\l- 
dermen Gledhill, Stewart, and Goodman 
were appointed a committee to see the Coun- 
cil. They did so, and came back with the 
report, “No business.” Alderman Good- 
man, before final adjournment, offered two 
resolutions, one of which gave to those Al- 
dermen who had been members of the old 
New York and Brooklyn boards and to the 
ex-Supervisors of Queens and Richmond 
Boroughs the right to select their seats 
without drawing lots. The other resolution 
follows: 

Resolved, That His Honor fhe Mayor be and 
is hereby requested either to appoint a special 
commission or to request the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Statistics to prepare a suit- 
able compilation, descriptive of the beginning, 
growth, and realization of the movement wh.ich 
has resulted in the consolidation of the territory 
now forming Greater New York. 

Resolved, That such memorial shall be a 
historical and statistical encyclopedia of all that 
pertains to the formation and creation of the 
Greater New York. 

Resolved, That such work shall be appropri- 
ately illustrated and shall contain full descrip- 
tions of the exercises which were held in honor 
of the official birth of the enlarged city, public 
and private, and also a reprint of the various 
newspaper and magazine articles that have from 
time to time appeared relating to the greater city, 
whether such articles were favorable or unfavor- 
able. 


LUETGERT MURDER TRIAL. 


Offer of $20,000 for the Production of 
Mrs. Luetgert Dead or Alive. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—Police Inspector 
Schaack has made a verbal offer of $20,000 
in approved real estate to any person pro- 
ducing Mrs. Luetgert dead or alive. 

Attorney Harmon, who is helping defend 
Luetgert against the charge of wife murder, 
complained that he was prevented from pro- 


ducing Mrs. Luetgert by a lack of funds, 
and Inspector Schaack, it is said, chose the 
method of rejoinder shown in his offer. 

The Inspector also hopes_to put a quietus 
on the reports from various parts of the 
county that Mrs. Luetgert has been dis- 
covered, 


THE E. 8S. DEAN CO.’S FAILURE. 


The Manager and President Give 
Themselwes Up to the Police. 


Samuel Kei'er, manager, and Myron L.

Company, surrendered themselves in the 
Centre Street Police Court yesterday after- 
noon. A warrant had been issued for their 
arrest on complaint of Mary L. Veith, at 
one time an employe of the E. 8. Dean 
Company, who turned State’s evidence after

There was a long 
discussion on the best method of bringing 
about the immediate organization of the 
department, but none of the details of the 
plan adopted was made public, Trouble over 
the standing of some of the policemen in 
the outlying districts where appointments 
were made within 100 days of consolidation 
is causing delay in effecting that organiza- 
tion properly. 

The Commissioners adopted the following 
resolution:

And that the Acting Chief be di- 
rected to assign such officers and men as he may 
deem necessary for the purpose of policing such 
borough, 

Similar resolutions were passed as to the 
Borough of Richmond, the New York and 
Brooklyn Bridge police, and the park police 
in this city and in Brooklyn. 

Under é first resolution Acting Chief 
McCullagh will detail policemen and com- 
manding officers to ce the different vil- 
lages in the Borough of Queens, where the 
status of the men is in doubt. The Com- 
missioners decided to hold daily meetings 
for the present, 


President York’s Statement. 


President York made this statement con- 
cerning the board’s resolution: 

We want to investigate the standing of the 
men appointed recently in Lo Island City and 
also on Staten Island. Under the charter we are 
entitled to 6,282 patrolmen, and if we take in all 
the men who claim to be legal licemen in the 
several villages in the Borough of Queens we will 
be about 300 over the quota. We are anxious to 
straighten out these matters and as rapidly as 
Possible, s0 we may go ahead and organize the 
force on a proper basis. On Staten Island three 
Sergeants and a number of patrolmen were ap- 
pointed lately, and I do not think that they 
should come in any more than those men in 
Long Island City. In the mean time we will 
police these boroughs as far as necessary. 

Before the meeting President York said 
all talk of there being open saloons or more 
open places on Sunday than heretofore was 
“rot.” He said he was going to tell the 
men that the laws must be enforced as 
rigidly as ever, and that every law must be 
enforced, 

Commissioner Hamilton has appointed 
Patrick H. Dunn as his private secretary, 
Mr. Dunn was formerly Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Jurors. 

\ Inspector Thompson and a detail of po- 
licemen were sent to Lo Island City yes- 
terday afternoon to do duty at the Con- 
troller’s- office in that place while a repre- 
sentative of Controller Coler took formal 
possession. Acting Chief McCullagh said 
that he feared noetrouble. The Long Island 
police were busy on something else, he said, 
and he sent Inspector Thompson over to 
take charge and be on duty until he could 
be relieved by the Long Island City police. 


Captains Transferred. 


Acting Chief McCullagh transferred eight 
Police Captains in the Boroughs of Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx. They are: Capt 
Stephenson of the Central Office to Eldridge 
Street, Capt. Titus of Eldridge Street to 
West Forty-seventh Street, Capt. Schmitt- 


berger of West Forty-seventh Street to Tre- 
mont, Capt. Hasslacher of Tremont to East 
Twenty-second Street, Capt. Smith of East 
Twenty-second Street to the patrol boat, 
Capt. Schultz of the patrol boat to Union 
Market, Capt. Hogan of Union Market to 
Macdougal Street, Capt. Allaire of Mac- 
dougal Street to the Central Office. 

The changes went into effect at 6 o’clock 
last evening. Chief McCullagh said that the 
changes were made for the good of the 
service. He said that Capt. Stephenson is a 
young, energetic, and vigorous policeman, 
and that Eldridge Street Station, being one 
of the toughest of the city, Capt. Stephen- 
son will do good work there. é 

Precinct Commanders’ Visit. 


All the precinct commanders of the city, 
with the Acting Chiefs and Deputies of the 
different boroughs, were at headquarters in 
response to a call from the board. There 
were thirty-eight of the thirty-nine of Man- 


hattan and the Bronx present—Capt. Mar- 
tens, who is under suspension, being the ab- 
sentee; thirty out of thirty from Brooklyn; 
Capt. Darcy of Queens representing two 
precincts, and Capt. Blake of Richmond 
representing headquarters and four sub-sta- 
tions. Acting Chief McCullagh, Deputy 
Chief Cortright and five Inspectors, and 
Acting Deputy Mackellar and five Inspect- 
ors of the ‘Brooklyn department, the heads 
of the two detective departments and Capts. 
England and McNamara of the New York 
out Brooklyn Park forces, and Capt. Ward 
of the Bridge Police brought the total to 
eighty-six. : 

Sergt. Flood called the roll. When he had 
finished, Capt. Stephenson, reinstated last 
Friday after three years’ absence from the 
department, said his name had been omitted. 
There was loud applause when his name 
was added to the roll and he answered 
*“* Here!” 

By direction of Acting Chief McCullagh 
all the policemen stood to attention in the 
courtroom as the Commissioners entered. 
By invitation of President York, they re- 
sumed their seats and listened aftentively 
to his brief address. 


No Politics in the Department. 


‘“‘Chief and officers,”’ said Mr. York with- 
out any formal preliminaries, “the board 
has summoned you here together that you 
may look at us and we may look at you, so 
that we can get better acquainted. I don’t 
intend to make a speech. It is the desire 
of this board to do justice to everybody, and 


to do everything in its power to bring about 
the best class of discipline. It will be im- 
possible for us to do it without the co- 
operation of the active heads of the uni- 
formed force. 

“There will be no politics permitted in 
the administration of this department, so 
far as the Commissioners are concerned. 
Promotion in the department shall be given 
for merit only. We expect that every com- 
manding officer, from the Chief down, will 
enforce every law on the statute book. Po- 
litical considerations shall not be permitted 
to weigh anything. All gambling and lot- 
tery laws must be rigidly enforced. 

““We believe the efficiency of the depart- 
ment can be improved. We know it cannot 
be improved without your help. If we can- 
not get your help we tell you frankly we 
will get the help of some one else. We 
do not want any misunderstanding. We 
invite your confidence, and we give you 
ours, We will stand by 7. and we expect 
you to stand by us. here shall be no 
favoritism. It will be useless for you to 
run after the Chief to ask him to change 
assignments, and it will be equally useless 
to apply to the Commissioners. The depart- 
ment is confronted by problems and per- 

lexities that will take time to adjust, We 
Cane to adjust them rightly. 


Liberal Enforcement of the Laws. 


“We don’t want men detailed on the 
streets to arrest women in order to discover 
disorderly houses, That is no part of their 
duty ag officers, but we expect you to break 
up such places and to take means to en- 
force all violations of the law, whether 
gambling or social. 

“The impression seems to have gone out 
that the incoming of this board means an 
open city. I do not know what is meant 
by an open city, but there will be no ‘ open 
city ’ so far as this department is concerned 
as the term ‘open city’ is construed by the 
newspapers. e want the law broadly can- 
strued and liberally enforced. We want to 
do what is right, and we intend to do what 
we believe to be right, and we look to you 
to bring about the increased efficiency of the 
force. It is all for your benefit, ause 
you are permanent, while we are only tran- 
sitory. 

* Let there be no misunderstanding. 
Preferment will only come from worth; 
favoritism is past and persecution is at an 
end. Give us your hearty een and 
we pledge ourselves to stand by you in all 
that is right.”’

SAYS FIREMEN WERE DRUNK. 


Young Reich Extends This Charge to 
the Police in Reference to the 
Fatalities in His Family. 


The bodies of the Reich family, who lost 
their lives in the fire at 317 Germania Av- 
enue, Jersey City, were yesterday removed 
to the undertaking establishment of Lorenz 
F. Kleber, 418 Central Avenue, who will 
have charge of the funeral. 

Coroner Delaney will hold an inquest at 
the Court House next Monday night. Among 
the matters which will be inquired into is 
an allegation made by Henry Reich, one 
of the survivors, that the police and fire- 
men were drunk when they arrived at the 
fire. This statement is denied by Acting 
Chief John T. Denmead, who says the fire- 
men were sober. He will, however, order 


an official investigation if young Reich 
makes charges, 

Acting Chief Denmead admits that there 
was delay in getting water on the fire, but 
Bays that was ause some of the hydrants 
were frozen. The officers of the companies 
which responded to the alarm say there 
was no delay in getting to the fire after the 
alarm was turned in. They say, however, 
that Reich was delayed half an hour in giv- 
ing the alarm. The record shows the alarm 
to have been turned in at 8:33, and that an 
engine was at the fire four minutes later. 

stav Loth says he saw no one drunk, 
and thought the firemen were doing their 
work well as regards thé handling of the 
fire. He did not know that the Reich fam- 
ily was still in the house, 

Julius Berger, the hatter for whom Miss 
Matilda Reich worked, will have charge 
of the funeral arrangements. The funeral 
will take place at Turn Hall, Webster Ave- 
nue, at 1 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 

One result of the disaster will be to

CHRISTIAN AND EX-CONVICT. 


For These Reasons a Jewish Woman 
Is Suing Her Husband for Divorce 
—Now He’s Arrested. 


Justice Gaynor will hear to-morrow in 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn one of the 
most unique divorce cases ever entered on 
record. Mrs. Martha Reubel, plaintiff, 
seeks an annulment of her marriage to 
Biegfried Reubel, on the ground that he is 


a Christian and a former convict. The 
principal ch @ which will be argued, how- 
ever, is that ubel, who represented him- 
self to be an orthodox Jew, is a Christian, 
and that, had he not made this representa- 
~ ned the marriage would not have taken 
place. 

Mrs. Reubel is only eighteen years old, 
and sues through her brother-in-law, Jo- 
seph Krises. Reubel is a physician, and it 
is also asserted in the papers to be present- 
ed to Judge Gaynor that he spent a period 
of his life in a German prison, whereas he 
had represented himself as a man of good 
character. Mrs. Reubel believes now that 
her husband was a German adventurer who 
was attracted by her money. 

But the plaintiff does not rest with her 
suit. Since it was brought, her friends have 
caused the defendant’s arrest on a charge 
of illegally — medicine. Her own 
lawyer prosecuted hin before Police Jus- 
tice Kramer in Brooklyn, who found Reubel 
guilty of the charge and sentenced him to 
three months’ imprisonment. The marriage 
took place last August, but the couple have 
been separated for several months. 


ELI SHAW’S TRIAL BEGUN. 


Accused of the Murder of His Mother 
and Grandmother in Camden 
Last October. 


CAMDEN, Jan. 8.—Eli Shaw was placed 
on trial here to-day for the murder of his 
grandmother, Mrs. Emma Zane, on the 
morning of Oct. 12 last. A jury was se- 
lected at the morning session, and this aft- 
ernoon the case was opened by William H. 
Carson, the assistant prosecutor, after 

which Dr, William F. Jones, the county 
physician, and Coroner A. H. Lippincott 


gave evidence regarding the bullet wound 
which caused Mrs. Zane’s death. 

Early on the morning of Oct, 12 Eli Shaw 
appeared at the door of his home, 242 Line 
Street, shouting ‘‘ Murder!” and “ Police!” 
and when the neighbors and policemen re- 
sponded to his calls for help, they found 
Mrs. Zane, the young man’s grandmother, 
dead in a chair in her bedroom on the 
second story. On the floor in the back sec- 
ond-story bedroom lay the body of Mrs. 
Sarah B. Shaw, the daughter of Mrs. Zane 
and mother of Eli. The latter informed 
those who entered the house that burglars 
had shot his mother and grandmother, and 
that he had been awakened by the noise 
made by the burglars in time to see one 
of the men fire the fatal shot into his 
mother’s head. He said the men ran out 
the back door of the house, and that he 
on opened the front door and called for 

elp. ; 

After a few days’ investigation the police 
placed Eli Shaw under arrest and charged 
him with the murder of his two relatives. 
The young man protested his innocence, and 
up to the present time has not deviated 
— his story that burglars committed the 
crime. 

Eli Shaw was to have been married soon, 
the date having been fixed for a few weeks 
after the tiene of the murders. The theory 
of the county authorities is that Shaw com- 
mitted the murders in order to become pos- 
sessed of $4.000 or $4,000 which he would 
receive on the death of his mother and 
grandmother. The prosecuting attorney de- 
cided to try Shaw separately on the two 
murder charges.

ALLEGED MINE SWINDLE. 


Residents of New Britain Say They 
Were Robbed in the Purchase 
of Bogus Stocks, 


NEW BRITAIN, Conn., Jan. 8.—Theron 
H. Camp, a wealthy retired manufacturer 
of this city, has come to the conclusion that 
he has been swindled out of possibly $15,000 
through investments in alleged gold mine 
stocks, and other well-to-do New Britain 
residents, one said to be a retired minister, 
have been mulcted to the extent of $1,500 
each, 

The knowledge of Mr. Camp’s transac- 
tions became public through services of pa- 
pers on Mr. Camp, attaching property to 
the extent of $10,000 in suits brought by 
A. C. Fletcher and Wesley Supple of Phila- 
delphia to recover on two notes given by 
Mr. Camp, amounting to $7,500. 

The man who sold the stock gave the 


narne of Francis C. Grable. He opened an 
office in this city in July, and at once caiied 
upon Mr. Camp and finally induced him to 
subscribe for some stock. As an additional 
incentive Mr. Camp was told that his note 
for three months would be received for the 
amount of his purchace, and if at the end 
of that time the divide ids had not increased 
satisfactorily, the notes could be renewed. 
Mr. Camp purchased $7,500 of stock, and 
gave one note for $6,000 and another for 
$1,500, each for three months and made pay- 
able to a New York firm of bro! rs. 

Grable -soon afterward closed his office in 
this city. Just before the notes became 
due, however, he returned to New Britain 
and sought out Mr. ae 
that if the returns had not been satisfactory 
he would prefer to have him renew the 
notes. Mr. Camp consented, and gave addi- 
tional notes for $7,500, so that there is now 
$15,000 of Mr. Camp’s paper supposed to be 
in the hands of innocent parties. 

It has been learned that Grable had the 
first two notes discounted by the Philadel- 
phia men who are now seeking to collect, 
they having, ascertained that Mr. Camp’s 
financial standing was good. A. C. Fletch- 
er discounted the $6,000 note and the $1,500 
note was discounted by Wesley Supple. 

Mr. Camp intends to contest the case on 
the grounds that the transaction was fraud- 
ulent, as the purported gold mines in which 
he bought stock have no existence. 

The case will come up for a hearing before 
the next session of the Superior Court. 

It is stated that the other parties who 
likewise gave notes settled before  legar 
procetdings were instituted, in order to 
avoid publicity. 


TWO JUSTICES IN ONE COURT. 


Worcester and Davenport Both Claim 
Jurisdiction in Harlem. 


There was an unusual scene in the old 
Thirteenth Judicial District Court, at Co- 
lumbus Avenue and One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-sixth Street, yesterday morning. The 
Greater (New York charter is held by some 
to have turned this court into the Elevy- 
enth Municipal Court, but there is some 
uncertainty as to when the change goes into 
effect. The newly elected Justice of the 
Eleventh Municipal Court, F. J. Worcester, 
arrived at the Court House at 9:30 o’clock. 
J. P. Davenport, Justice of the old Thir- 
teenth Judicial District, arrived a few min- 
utes later. The men greeted each other 
cordially. 

Justice Worcester said he would take his 
seat, and Justice Davenport said he in- 


tended taking a seat on the bench, as his 
court is still in session. He said the char- 
ter provides that the Thirteenth Judicial 
Court shall end its term on the last day of 
January. and that the new Eleventh Mu- 
nicipal Court shall not take up its sessions 
until the next day. He said he intended 
sittine until Feb. 1. 

The two men talked with friends in the 
Judge’s private room for half an hour, when 
Justice Worcester took off his hat and over- 
coat and put them on a hook. Justice Dav- 
enport asked him what he intended doing, 
and Justice Worcester said he was going to 
open court. Justice Davenport then pulled 
off his overcoat, and the two men walked 
to the bench together. Justice Davenport 
allowed Justice Worcester to take the usual 
seat at the bench for the Justice, and him- 
self took a seat beside him. Each picked 
up a gavel and rapped for order. The court- 
room was crowded when Justice Worcester 
arose and said: 

**IT would like to state that I have been 
elected Justice of this Municipal Court of 
New York City. I am here prepared to do 
business coming to this court, and in doing 
that business I shall endeavor to do justice 
to the litigants without regard to factional 
or political affiliation, or race or religion, 
seasoning, as far as I am able, justice with 
mercy. 1 have here a number of papers, 
apparently issued out of the district court 
for the Thirteenth Judicial District. I am 
willing to assume jurisdiction in these cases. 
Mr. Davenport is here, and any of the par- 
ties who prefer that he should hear their 
cases may do so, and I shall not object. I 
shall hear the others.” 

After Justice Worcester had finished 
speaking Justice Davenport said he haa 
come to the court to try cases and he was 
ready. A case of landlord and tenant was 
called, and Justice Davenport immediately 
adjourned the case to the first Monday in 
February. He then left the bench, and 
Justice Worcester continued the business of 
the day. 

It is said that Justice Worcester has ap- 

ointed H. B. Wilson, now in the Custom 

ouse, as Chief Clerk, and Charles G. Las- 
ser, formerly a clerk to the Board of Alder- 
men, as Assistant Chief Clerk. Edward 
Dumahaut, who was Chief Clerk under Jus- 
tive Davenport, says he will not be put out 
without a fight.

ELIZABETH POTTER’S DEATH. 


No Motive Discovered for the Suicide 
of the, Young Woman at the 
Windsor Hotel. 


No motive was discovered yesterday for 
the suicide of Miss Elizabeth Potter, the 
Hotel Normandie cashier, who killed herself 
with carbolic acid on Sunday at the Windsor 
Hotel. Her sister, Miss Minnie Potter, an 
employe of the Ashland House, was in- 
formed that the dead girl had left a letter 
addressed to her at the Normandie. The 
letter contained nothing but the key to a 
trunk, but the trunk indicated that Miss 
Potter’s suicide was premeditated, and was 
not the result of impulse. It was new, and 
had the initials ‘‘M. P.” painted on it. All 
of Miss Potter’s effects were neatly packed 


in it, and an envelope, with some money 
inclosed, was indorsed as the balance of a 
laundry bill. 

Miss Minnie Potter said her sister had 
left mo message of any kind. She was in 
poor health latterly, but had no other 
trouble as far as she knew. She was not in 
love, and had few if any male acquaint. 
ances. 

The Misses Flood of 212 West Fortieth 
Street, with whom Miss Potter sometimes 
went wheeling, said she had been despond- 
ent for some time, since her physician had 
counseled her to give up wheeling, but Miss 
Flynn, the assistant cashier at the Nor- 


mandie, with whom she roomed, declared

There was a story around the hotel that 
Miss Potter was much annoyed some time 
ago by the appearance of one of her rela- 
tives, intoxicated, about the hotel, and that 
she then declared if he insulted her again 
by his appearance in that condition — she 
would kill herself. No one at the hotel yes- 
terday would be sponsor for the story. 


THE HORSEMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Important Changes in By-Laws to 
Conform with the Ideas of Prom- 
inent Racing Men, 


The Horsemen’s Protective Association, at 
a meeting of its Board of Directors, yes- 
terday, made several important changes in 
its by-laws and purposes, which will cause 
the association to be regarded more favor- 
ably than it has been by racing 
men who have the best interests 
of racing at heart. The most im- 
portant change was the adoption of a reso-

over its difference with The Jockey Club, 

The resolution, in part, reads: 

Resolved, That in the amended articles of 
incorporation about to be filed with the Secre- 
tary of State, the purpose for which this asso- 
ciation was organized be declared to be the 
fostering of the interests of the owners and 
breeders of thoroughbred horses, by the further- 
ance of such reasonable measures as may tend 
to promote the general welfare and the encour- 
agement of more friendly relations among mem- 
bers, through more enlarged mutual business 
relations, without conflicting with the reasonable 
rules of racing as promulgated by the Jockey 
Club, the Western Turf Congress, or any other 
legalized body created for the supervision of 
racing and the advancement of its best interests. 

Another resolution bars jockeys and train- 
ers who are not horse owners from mem- 
bership. 

The resignations of A. H. Morris, J. 3B: 
McDonald, M. G. Menges, William Lakeland, 
and Fred Littlefield followed the adoption 
of the resolution. ” 

Littlefield’s resignation from the associa- 
tion was followed by the announcement that 
the jockey who has ridden for the Morris

The new Dock Commissioners, who met for 
organization on Saturday and adjourned to 
meet for business yesterday morning, met 
and began with the use of the official axe. 
J. Sergeant Cram is President of the board, 
and Charlies F. Murphy is Treasurer. These 
gentlemen, with the third Commissioner, 
Peter F. Meyer, Richard Croker’s real es- 
tate partner, were on hand promptly at 10 
o’clock, George 8. Terry, Secretary of the 
old board, still acting. Mr. Terry’s posi- 


tion comes under the civil service regula- 
tions. 

The minutes of the last regular meeting 
of tne former Commissioners had been ap- 
proved at a special meet'ng of the old board, 
before the end of the just expired yéar, so 
that there was no delaying preliminary 
routine for the new Commissioners. They 
went into executive session. 

The first act was the adoption of a resolu- 
tion that Chief Engineer George 8S. Greene, 
Jr., be and is hereby discharged. The 
vacancy was filled by the appointment of 
John A. Bense:, formerly for a period of 
six years an assistant engineer in the de- 
partment, who resigned eighteen monther 
ago to go into the dock contracting and 
construction business. His salary will be 
$6,000. 

The resignation of E. 8. Atwood as Super- 
intendent of Docks was next read and ac- 
cepted. To succeed him William O’Brien 
Walker, formerly in the employ of the Ward 
Line, was apopinted. He wil. receive $3,000. 

James P. Conway, who was Private Secre- 
tary to President Edward C. O’Brien of the 
former board, also tendered his resignation, 
and it was accepted, to take effect Jan, 20.

George S. Greene, Jr., who has now been 
supplanted as Chief Engineer, had been con- 
nected with the department in that capacity 
for twenty-two and a half years.

The Republicans concluded 
that in the appointment of Charles H. Mur- 
ray, ex-Police Commissioner and leader of 
the Eighth Assembly District, to the board, 
they had discovered=the reason for the visit 
which Superintendent of Insurance Louis 
F. Payn paid recently to Richard Croker 
at Lakewood. 

Commissioner Murray has long. been 
known as one of Mr. Payn’s protégés, but 
at the time of the Lakewood visit it was 
believed that Mr, Payn was trying to in- 


terfere in Senator Platt’s and Chairman 
Quigg’s Police Board slate. Mr. Murroy 
was known to be a candidate for Police 
Commissioner, and it was also known that 
Senator Platt would not indorse him. Last 
night the Sppotnsent of Mr. Murray was 
directly attributed to Superintendent Payn’s 
influence with Mr. Croker, and it was re- 
garded as a slight upon the County Chair- 


man. 

W. H. Ten Eyck was also appointed an 
Aqueduct Commissioner. He was Clerk of 
the onigetng Board of Aldermen, and was 
als o a candidate for the Police Board. It 
was thought at one time that he would be 
made the compromise candidate. It was re- 
ported last night that Mr. Ten Eyck with- 
drew his candidacy in favor of Thomas L. 
Hamilton, after an understanding had been 
reached with the Democratic leaders that 
he should be appointed to the Aqueduct 
Board.

McCABE WILL OPPOSE auiGG. 


He Will Run for President of the Re- 
publican County Committee on 
Anti-Platt Platform, 


John P. McCabe, a prominent member of 
the Republican County Committee, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would be a candi- 
date for the Presidency of that body, in 
opposition to Lemuel Ely Quigg. Mr. Mc- 
Cabe is Paymaster of the Stonington Steam- 
boat Company, and now represents the 
Eléventh District in the County Committee. 
In speaking of his plans yesterday Mr. Mc- 
Cabe said: 

‘“*I have been asked to cast my vote for 
Mr. Quigg for President. I cannot do this, 
because I feel that, under Mr. Quige’s 
leadership, the Republican Party in this 


city is slowly disintegrating. It has been 
said that he has acted solely on the advice 
of Senator Platt, and that a vote against 
Quigg is a vote against Platt. I cannot 
help it, if this be the case. I am glad to 
hear, however, that Mr. Platt assumes 
responsibility for the disgraceful defeat of 


last November. 

“I purpose making my fight within the 
organization. I shail ask my fellow-com- 
mitteemen to support me, because Mr. 
Quigg’s administration has been bad. He 
would establish a dictatorship over us, and 
he has already practicaliy done so. He ar- 
rogated to himself the power to cast New 
York’s 191 votes in the convention which 
nominated Gen. Tracy, while we delegates 
sat there like so many wooden men. He 
seldom consulted any one as to party .af- 
fairs, except Van Cott; Bidwell, Gibbs, and 
Gruber, and whatever they decided on was 
promulgated as the action of the County 
Committee, when, as a matter of fact, 
neither the committeemen nor the leaders 
knew anything about it until they read of 
it in the papers. If the Republicans had 
won in the municipal election, one man, or 
at most five men, would have had absolute 
contro! of the vast patronage of the city. 

“The Republican Party cannot hope to 
win with the present leaders. I was not in 
favor of abandoning patty principles in the 
recent election, as should rather be a 
defeated Republican than a victorious Mug- 
wump. But Mr. Quigg’s course in local 
politics has been weak, unfair. and. incom- 
petent. If the Republicans favor a con- 
tinuance of such management, let their 
representatives vote to keep Mr. Quigg in 
power. 

‘As the Republican County Committee is 
conducted, it can never be more than_#n 
adjunct to 49 Broadway. Mr. Platt main- 
tains his power in the State at the sacri- 
fice of the city, and we fools consent to be 
delivered over to him, bound hand and foot, 
year after year, without a protest.”

BOROUGHS OF QUEENS AND RICH- 
MOND. 


Reports made to the City Controller by 
the expert accountants appointed by him, 
pursuant to Chapter 669 of the Laws of 
1897, show the outstanding net funded in- 
debtedness of Richmond County to be 
$3,314,572, and Queens County, $10,923,026. 

Relative to these two boroughs, the state- 
ment must not be regarded as complete or 
accurate. The accounts of many of the 
towns, villages, and school districts, in 
Queens County particularly, are in a very 
complicated condition, and it is not there- 
fore possible for the accountants to furnish 
at this time, more than an approximate of 
either the indebtedness or the valuations. 
The apportionment of the county debt and 
the town debt of Hempstead must at an 
early day be arranged by the Municipal 
Assembly, the Board of Supervisors of 

ueens County and the Town Board of 

empstead, respectively. Until such ap- 
portionment is made, and the expert ac- 
countants complete their examinations of 
both boroughs, the exact liabilities of the 
new city cannot be accurately ascertained.

These figures show the total assessed val- 
uation of real estate in the Greater New 
York to be $2,464,763,192, and the estimated 
net funded indebtedness to be $227,453,- 
529.11. There is therefore an apparent mar- 
gin within the constitutional limit of fur- 
ther indebtedness of about $19,000,000. 


In Regard to Bonds, 


It has always been the practice of the 
Controller’s office in the City of New York 
to issue bonds from time to time on account 
of authorizations made by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment for public im- 
provement only as the money is required to 


meet contract and other payments. The ag- 
gregate balances of bonds already author- 
ized to be issued by the former City of New 
York, but not actually issued on Dec. 31, 
1897, amount to more than $20,000,000. 

This amount represents approximately 
future demands on the city’s debt-incurrin 
capacity, on account of contracts entere 
into by the former City of New York. 

In addition to these amounts there should 
also be added the cost of such public im- 
provements as the acquisition of lands for 
the several public parks, the Elm Street 
widening, &c., e proceedings for which 
are now pending. The amounts cannot be 
ascertained until the awards for lands are 
confirmed by the courts. These amounts, 
when ascertained, will no doubt run into 
millions of dollars. 


Revenues of the Sinking Funds. 


The average revenues of the Sinking 
Funds of the City of New York, however, 
exceed $9,000,000 each year, and, in view of 
the fact that it is the net debt of the city 
(after deducting from the Funded Debt the 


Sinking Fund investments) which furnishes 
the standard according to which is deter- 
mined the city’s debt-incurring capacity un- 
der constitutional limitation, we may expect 
in a very short while to come safely with- 
in the limit of indebtedness so prescribed. 
In connection with the matters already 
referred to, there is still another matter 
which should be made known at this time, 
viz.: The contract liabilities entered into 


eee) 


recently by. all the boroughs and for which , 


the new y may be held liable. The full 
amount of such contract liabilities and their 
purposes will be discussed in a subsequent 
message. 


To Protect the City’s Credit, 


This exhibit of the financial condition of 
our city I submit wilhout other comment 
than that it must impress every one with 
the stern necessity for the utmost caution 
in the authorization of any bond issue, until 
we have provided a greater margin as be- 


tween the percentage of our real estate 
valuation prescribed in the Constitutional 
limitation and our outstanding net bonded 
debt. Such margin, required for the full 
protection of the investors in our city’s se- 
curities, may we obtained (1) by an increase 
in the revenues of the Sinking Fund for 
the redemption of debt, and (2) by such 
fair and reasonable increase in the valua- 
tion of real estate within the city limits 
as is certain to follow the advantages de- 
rived through the consolidation of the sev- 
eral boroughs. In another part of this 
message I call your attention to the im- 
portance of protecting the city’s credit with 
every possible safeguard, and I am there- 
fore only required to here add the assur- 
ance of my firm belief that in every un- 
dertaking in this behalf I shall have your 
willing and effective support. 


GOVERNMENT. 


The radical changes which the provisions 
of the new charter make in the several de- 
partments and in their modes of procedure 
present a problem which must be met on 
the part of the city officials with intelli- 
gence, caution, and industry and on the part 
of the public with patience and hearty co- 
operation. It is inevitable, under conditions 
which require departments to be wholly 
organized to undertake and discharge the 
consolidated business, heretofore distributed 
among the several departments, boards, 
and bureaus throughout the five boroughs, 
that there will be in the beginning some 
degree of friction and delay for which there 
would be no excuse if the jurisdiction of the 
several departments, as they previously ex- 
isted, had remained unchanged. It will 
under the most favorable circumstances 
take some little time before the newly 
formed departments may be said to be in 
good working order. It will help materially, 
however, to the wise and speedy solution of 
the unavoidable difficulties of the situation 
if the officials most directly and intimately 
concervwed are favored with the forbearance 
and encouraged with the cheerful support 
of our citizens. _My knowledge of the con- 
sideration and fairness of this community 
in its treatment of faithful public officials 
assures me that the desired co-operation of 
our constituents will not be wanting, if in 
return they receive that faithful and effi- 
cient. service, on the ee of every official 
and subordinate, which will make the city 
Government a great public convenience, 
affording absolute protection to lives and 
property and conducing to the well-being of 
every inhabitant of the municipality. 


Every Official. Responsible. 


Every one in public station must under- 
stand that he will be held to strict ac- 
countability in the honest, inteiligent and 


prompt discharge of such public duties as 
he may undertake. In no other way and 
by no other influence can he retain his 
position. If any other notion as to the 
tenure of lic employment has ever in- 


fluenced h should at once dismiss 
it from le radios, No official or employe

Bidelity to the pledges upon which the 
suffrages of our citizens were asked and 
secured demand that we demonstrate the 
advantages of responsible government; that 
we prove that an administration for which 
a great hr pone party stands sponsor can 
be depended upon not only to reward merit, 
but as well to deal most severely witn any 
betrayal of the public confidence, including 
in this designation not alone eve form 
of dishonesty and every degree of ineffi- 
ciency, but also any want of industry and 
Any indifference to the safety, comfort, and 
convenience of the public. 


THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 

The new charter makes no change in our 
mode of government more radical than in 
the provision under which the legislative 
power of the city is hereafter vested jointly 
in the Municipal Council and Board of Al- 
dermen. 

An equally marked feature of the change 
is the important addition to the powers of 
the local Legislature, amounting to a con- 
siderable measure of home rule. There has 
been some apprehension on the part of a 
large number of our citizens as to whether 
the creation of two legislative boards in 
= of one would not so divide responsi- 

ility as to make the change undesirable. 
I do not share in any doubts which ques- 
tion the ability of the people in dealing with 
their public servants to award the credit 
for meritorious service and place the cen- 
sure for unworthy acts just wherever either 
the one or other may be deserved. 


Full Control in Local Affairs. 


I wish. more than all else to direct your 
attention to the very important considera- 
tion that in some sense and to some degree 
the question whether our citizens will ever 


be accorded the full measure of control in 
their local concerns depends upon the rec- 
ord which the Municipal Assembly makes 
for itself in both of its branches with the 
enlarged and yet limited powers which the 
law now devolves upon its members. You 
will, I am sure, so discharge every duty 
and meet every responsibility with which 
you may be properly chargeable with such 
honesty, intelligence, fidelity, and patriot- 
ism as to convince even the most skeptical 
that there is no menace to the fair fame or 
to the substantial progress of the Common- 
wealth and no danger te the best interests 
of our beloved city involved in the granting 
to our local Legislature of plenary powers

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


In determining upon the necessity, char- 
acter, and expense of such public work as 
may be submitted for your action, you must 
be governed by a settled Purpose based upon 
the promise given, that the public improve- 
ments would be fairly distributed as be- 
tween the five boroughs, and that the most 


pressing needs of each of the localities 
would receive equal consideration, and be

SOHOOLS. 


The parents of children of school age, and 
our citizens generallly, have been justly in- 
dignant over the neglect to which is at- 
tributable the fact that thousands of ap- 
plicants for instruction in the public schools 
have either been denied any admission what- 
ever or have been compelled to accept a 


place in what are called “ half-day classes.” 

I am aware of the difficulties attending a 
situation which is altered with every change 
of residence of any considerable part of the 
population, and I appreciate that the yearly 
increase in the number applying for ad- 
mission adds to such difficulties. And yet, 
by exercising a vigilance which takes heed 
of these controlling factors, it seems en- 
tirely practicable to afford sufficient accom- 
modations for all desirous of and entitled 
to education in our public schools, In any 
event, there must be no effort wanting in 
our endeavors to make ample provision for 
the instruction of the young. 


RAPID TRANSIT. 


There has been no popular demand, in 
the line of public improvements, so vigor- 
ous, so persistent, and so well justified as 
that which calls for a safe, speedy, and 
comfortable mode of travel from the homes 
to the places of business or employment of 


such of our citizens as reside in the north- 
ern portion of the Borough of Manhattan 
or in the Borough of the Bronx. The evi- 
dent and urgent public necessity which has 
occasioned this demand is thoroughly appre- 
ciated by all our citizens, who also fully 
recognize the incalculable advantages which 
are sure to accrue from a prompt compliance 
with the earnest and repeat wish of the 
people in this regard. 

Personally I favor any and every lawful 
endeavor which will furnish relief to the 
people whose homes are situated at such 
distance from their places of business or 
employment that the find the present 
means of transit inadequate and burden- 
some. 

It was expected that the Board of Rapid 
Transit Railroad Commissioners would fur- 
nish a plan not only feasible as to con- 
struction, but also entirely relieved from 
any features which might either provoke 
determined opposition or cause any consid- 
erable delay. 

It is to be regretted that the court pro- 
ceedings recently had regarding the plan 
submitted and the very important and far- 
reaching questions then and there raised 
make .it apparent that some other form of 
relief must be decided upon or our justly im- 
patient people will be required to wait dur- 
ing the very indefinite period, covering cer- 
tainly a number of years, before a final 
decision can be had in the tedious litigations 
already begun and threatened. Nor is it 
at all certain that, after such delay, they 
will not find, at the end, as the only out- 
— additional and more serious difficul- 

es. 


Guarding Expenditure. 


In this connection let me impress upon 
you, with all possible emphasis, that a 
solemn duty, from which no consideration 
can be permitted to distract the officials of 
this city, imperatively demands, that at the 


outset, we should challenge and refuse any 
public expenditure, no matter for what pur- 
pose intended, which is likely to cast even 
a shadow upon our credit as a municipality, 
or which invites, much less enforces, an 
evasion or violation of the Constitutional 
limitation in the issue of bonds. The finan- 
cial officers of the city, in complying with 
the provisions of existing laws, and with- 
out taking into account the possibilities or 
probabilities of future legislation, will be 
required to apply in the financial centres 
of the world, inviting bids and seeking the 
highest prices for our securities. In this 
essential work they should be protected 
from even a suspicion likely to lower the 
credit of the city, and this requires that 
we should always manifest and exercise a 
jealous care in maintaining that unques- 
tioned faith in the honesty of our dealings 
with the city’s creditors which has given 
our bonds and securities their present un- 
rivaled position in the financial world. As 
to this both the most patriotic as well as the 
most purely selfish motives unite in dictat- 
ing that there shall be no compromise, 


Public Patience Limited, 


It is not alone unfortunate, but also dis- 
heartening, that the petitions, protests, and 
demands of the people for better transit 
facilities have been answered with nothing 
better than a multiplicity of plans. Certain 


is it that our citizens will no longer tolerate, 
much less excuse, delay upon delay at the 
cost of not alone the comfort and con- 
venience of the people, but also the in- 
creased valuations which, in a considerable 
degree, would add to the public revenues 
if the rapidly growing districts most direct- 
ly interested were furnished with greater 
and improved facilities of travel. 

we are to acquit ourselves of our 
pledges to the people the policy of promise 
must be ee by the policy of per- 
formance. et us make the best use possi- 
ble of such of our present facilities as. by 
improvement and extension, can be made 
available at a fixed and definite time, for 
some relief in the direction of the popular 
demand. 

To my mind there cen now be urged no 
sufficient reason for the continued. employ- 
ment of the locomotives, now in use on the 
elevated roads, and the po should no 
longer be subjected to the resulting nui- 
sances of noise, smoke, and flying cinders. 


Electricity for Motive Power. 


You should demand and insist upon the 
substitution, in the place of the present 
motive power, of electricity, which can now 
be safely utilized in the operation of these 
roads, affording a more cleanly and less 


noisy service, and that, too, with im- 
rovement in speed. And, again, the ‘hum- 
ber of through express trains should be 
considerably increased, their time 
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improved, and their use continued through- 
out the day and night, and not, as now, re- 
stricted fo a few hours in the morning and 
evening: J 

The trunk elevated lines should be so ex- 
tended as to furnish more convenient com- 
munication with the ferries; and, most im- 
portant of all,‘these lines should not be 
confined, eae the greed or indifference 
of the corporations operating them, to the 
thickly populated, and therefore profitable, 
residence and business districts. 

The corporations should be compelled to 
continue the present routes to the more 
oo settled and more distant locali- 
ties, even if for a‘time some loss is en- 
tailed upon them by so doing. 


Relief Must Be Reasonably Prompt. 


It is essential to the prompt relief sought 
by the people that the time allowed by the 
completion of the improvements here sug- 
gested should neither be unreasonable nor 
unlimited. A definite period should be fixed, 
within a fair and sufficient limit, compelling 
promptness in the beginning and vigorous 
prosecution to the end of the work; and a 


bond of full proportions should be exacted 
to guarantee that the time limit would not 
be exceeded. A strict supervision in the 
city’s interest should be maintained and 
every provision of law faithfully observed. 
There should be but one motive controlling 
your official action in this respect, and that, 
to give to a long-suffering and most de- 
serving element of our Citizenship the full 
enjoyment of the homes which represent 
to them so much of toil and thrift and, in 
many cases, self-denial of the most heroic 
character. 

The surface railroads likewise should be 
required to adopt the best-approved motive 
power, so as to save the people as much as 
possible of the time now consumed in trav- 
éling from one locality to another within 
borough limits. In every instance where 
the service now rendered can be so im- 
proved with fairness to the corporations 
concerned, the public should be conveni- 
enced with more cars and a reduced time 
distance in the running of them. Com- 
fortable vehicles of modern build and of 
sufficient size for public accommodation 
should be furnished in all cases; and when 
this plain right of the people is disregarded 
your authority should be exerted to the ut- 
most to secure its recognition by all en- 
gaged in the operation of public franchises. 

You will, of course, consider these sug- 
gestions in the light of the provisions of 
the charter and the other enactments by 
which your action must be governed. While 
engaged in securing the convenience and 
comfort of your constituents, you must 
never neglect the rights and interests of 
the municipality. 

The result desired ig that all the positive 
relief possible be at once furnished with 
the facilities of travel now undef our con- 
trol. In arriving at such result you will, I 
doubt not, prove yourselves honest, intelli- 
gent, careful, public-spirited, and devoted 
representatives, in every way worthy of 
the public confidence and respect to which 
you age indebted for your official positions. 


WATER SUPPLY. 

A most serious public necessity is pre- 
sented by the problem in the solution of 
which the city is to be accommodated with 
a sufficient water supply. 

Especially in the Borough of Brooklyn 
is the adequacy of the quantity of water 


available through present facilities a mat- 
ter of grave complaint. 

Early in December last, in a communica- 
tion addressed to the Mayor of Brooklyn, 
the then Commissioner of City Works thus 
described the situation, at the same time 
submitting the appended table: 


Grave Complaint in Brooklyn. 


“The careful investigations prosecuted 
under my predecessor, ex-Commissioner 
White, and actively continued during my 
administration, show, and it is a matter of 
public record that the available supply from 
the present watershed, even if developed 


to its utmost estimated capacity, would not 
be sufficient to carry us beyond the end 
of the present century, and that an addi- 
tional water supply from new sources should 
be procured and be ready for use at the be- 
ginning of 1900. It has also been reported 
by this department, and is a matter of 
public record, that the intervening time was 
scarcely sufficient to construct the work 
necessary to procure such additional sup- 
ply. Lastly, it has also been repeatedly 
stated and published that the limit of the 
present supply would be shortened in pro- 


portion to the delay in carrying out the 


works planned for the development of the 
watershed or curtailment of the same, so 
that the city might find itself without an 
adequate supply long before the end of the 
present century. Owing to the absolute 
failure to provide means for the execution 
of the works referred to, the limit of the 
present supply has now been reached, and 
we are epending mainly on favorable 
weather conditicns to carry us through, 
and are compelled to resort to risky and 
destructive expedients to bridge over a most 
critical situation.” 


Demand Exceeds Supply. 


“Our average daily consuenption for the 
month of October was a little over 90,500,- 
000 gallons, which exceeded the supply from 
all available sources, and the deficiency 
amounting to about 200,000,000 gallons, was 
drawn from the storage reservoir, reducing 
the depth of the Hempstead storage reser- 
voir from 11 feet 10 inches, on Oct. 1, to 
8 feet 2 inches on Nov. 1. At the latter 
date the depth at the storage was 6 feet 
8 inches less than on the same date last 
year, the difference representing a loss of 
storage in a vear of 360,000,000 gallons. The 
Fall rains this year have been late, and 
should they come when the ground is frozen 
the benefit to be derived therefrom would 
be considerably reduced.’’

Not only in the Borough of Brooklyn is 
the water supply a question of great anxiety 
but even in the Borough of Manhattan the 
situation, if not alarming, is certainly de- 
serving of most serious consideration. The 


all-important interests of health and safety 
involved require that the sufficiency both 
of the watershed and the facilities for dis- 
tribution should be placed beyond all dis- 
pute,

DOCKS. 


The commercial supremacy of our city 
cannot be maintained unless we furnish am- 
ple and improved dock facilities and relieve 
commerce from every burden which mili- 
tates against this municipality to the ad- 
vantage of rival cities, particularly Phila- 


delphia and Baltimore, in both of which 
cities extraordinary efforts are directed to 
the diversion of trade in their favor and to 
our detriment. The people will expect and 
are entitled to your cordial support of such 
measures as may be initiated for the im- 
provement of the water front and the con- 
sequent convenience of our commerce. 


BRIDGES. 


The consolidation of the several boroughs 
into a single municipality will undoubtedly 
create a necessity for additional bridge com- 
munication between Manhattan Island with 


the Boroughs of Brooklyn and Queens. 
Eve public improvement which more in- 
timately connects the various sections of 
the city is to be commended, not only for 
the convenience afforded, but as well for 
the spirit of unity thereby assuredly in- 


spired. 
FERRIES. 


The first great need to be supplied in the 
direction of ferries, it would seem, is the 
improvement of such service between the 
Borough of Richmond and the rest of the 
city. Such additional ferries as are needed 


should be established and the work of im- 
proving. and extending the accommodations 


of existing ferries should at the earliest 
moment practicable be undertaken so that 
there shall be no unnecessary delay in se- 
curing to the people interested the full 
measure of relief. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


We should be constant in our endeavor to 
make the metropolis as attractive and 
healthful as its financial condition will per- 
mit. We must make our city in every way 
worthy of its proud position in the first 


place among the municipalities of the West- 
ern world. With a promptness and éx- 
penditure limited alone prudence, we 
should secure for our citizens good roads, 
improved pavements, bicycle paths, small 
arks, and every improvement which helps 

n outdoor recreations, and so assist in bet- 
tering the physical condition. . 

I have not attempted at this time to sub- 
mit any specific recommendations with ref- 
erence to any of the departments, for the 
reason that under present conditions it 
would not be possible, in the consideration 
of ahy theories which might be presented 
for you to subject them to the best test— 
experience, 

As occasion offers it will be my privilege, 
as it is my duty, to present my views as 
to the progress of our city’s affairs_under 
the new charter, and until such time I shall 
content myself without other addition to 
this document than the expression of my 
confident hope and earnest wish that the co- 
operation and wise administration of every 
department of the City Government will add 
to the glory of our city and be a source 
of honest pride to our citizens.

THE MAYOR’S FAULTY CALCULATION. 


He Disregards Constitutional’ Provis- 
ions in Figuring the Total 
Funded Debt. 


In sounding his note of warning against 
the incurring of obligations by the new 
City of New York in excess of the Consti- 
tutional limit Mayor Van Wyck makes 
some calculations which not only alarm the 
friends of rapid transit, but also excite sur- 
prise on the part of persons who are fa- 
miliar with the State Constitution. Coupled 
with his assurance that he is personally in 
favor of every lawful endeavor which will 
furnish rapid transit to the people, the 
Mayor says that “a solemn duty impera- 
tively demands” that ‘“‘ we should challenge 
and refuse any public expenditure, no mat- 
ter for what purpose intended, which is 
likely to cast even a shadow upon our 
credit as a municipality, or which invites, 
much less enforces, an evasion or violation 
of the Constitutional limitation in the issue 
of bonds.” 

By a liberal calculation Mayor Van Wyck 
figures that the net funded debt of the con- 
solidated city amounts to $227,453,529.11, 
and comparing that with the aggregate as- 
sessed valuations of property—$2,464.763,192 
—he deduces ‘‘an apparent margin within 
the Constitutional limit of further indebt- 
edness of about $19,000,000.” In his calcu- 
lations he includes in the net funded debt 
of the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx outstanding special revenue bonds 
to the amount of $1,461,645.01, and he in- 


cludes in the net funded debt of Brooklyn 
the entire debt of Kings County, aggregat- 
ing $14,851,892.838. Both of _ these items 
should be excluded under the clear and 
positive provisions of the State Constitution. 

Section 10 of Article 8 of the State Consti- 
tution, which declares that ‘‘no county or 
city shall be allowed to become indebted 
for any purpose or in any manner to an 
amount which, including existing indebted- 
ness, shall exceed 10 per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation of the real estate, also 
provides that ‘this section shall not be 
construed to prevent the issuing of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness or revenue bonds 
issued in anticipation of the collection %f 
taxes, &c.” And a little further along in 
the same section the exact period when 
these certificates of indebtedness or revenue 
bonds may become a part of the city’s 
funded debt is defined as follows: ‘‘ All cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, or revenue bonds 
issued in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, which are not retired within five 
years after their date of issue * * * shall 
be included in ascertaining the power of 
the city to become otherwise indebted. 

The legality of excluding the county debt 
of Kings from the municipal. debt of Brook- 
lyn is made perfectly clear by this para- 
graph, also in Section 10 of Article 8 of the 
Constitution: ‘‘ Whenever hereafter the 
boundaries of any city shall become the 
same as those of a county, the power of 
a county to become indebted shall cease, 
but the debt of the county at that time 
existing shall not be included as a part of 
the city debt.’’ 

Eliminating, therefore, these two items, 
which are barred from the net funded in- 
debtedness of the city by the high authority 
of the Constitution, an aggregate of $212,- 
059,991.17 is obtained, instead of Mayor 
Van Wyck’s total of $227,453,529.11. A com- 
parison of this corrected net funded indebt- 
edness. with the total assessed valuation of 
real estate, shows that there is a margin 
within the Constitutional limit of further 
indebtedness of $34,416,328.03, instead of the 
$19,000,000 which the Mayor finds. 

When that portion of Mayor Van Wyck’s 
message relating to rapid transit was _sub- 
mitted to an earnest co-worker of the Rapid 
Transit Commission, he said: ‘“‘I do not 
believe that the Mayor intends to thwart or 
discourage the rapid transit project. He 
simply desires to keep all official acts with- 
in the law, as he understands it. The ques- 
tion of the Constitutional indebtedness limit 
has been discussed by the commission from 
various points of view, and there is no rea- 
son why that question should be permitted 
to act as a bar in the way of securing rapid 
transit. oan the Mayor is right in his 
warning regarding the narrow margin of 
the debt limit. I am of the opinion, too, 
that neither the rapid transit project nor 
any other great public improvement can be 
earried through unless there is an increase 
in the valuation of real estate in the new 
City of New York. Standing alone. the old 
City of New York had an ample Constitu- 
tional margin for additional bonded indebt- 
edness to have constructed the rapid transit 
railway according to the commission’s 
plans. The coming in of Brooklyn and 
Kings County without any credit margin 
whatever has reduced -the Constitutional 
margin of the new city_to very close quar- 
ters. I am not prepared to go into figures 
however.”’ 


EX-MAYOR RESUMES BUSINESS. 


Many Commercial and Political Asso- 
ciliates Congratulate Mr. Strong at 
His Worth Street Office. 


William L. Strong was at his place of 
business, 77 Worth Street, early yester- 
day morning. Bight o’clock found him at 
his desk looking over letters and directing 
his woolen commission business, and at 
half past five last night, when most of 
the iron shutters of the street had been 
drawn, the busy truckmen on the curb 


could see their ex-Mayor still sitting in 
his chair leaning over his work. 

In honor of his. return from his official 
service, the employes of the establishment 
placed on his table a large basket of roses 
and orchids. <A card attached bore the fol- 
lowing greeting: ‘To Mr. Strong, with a 
Happy New Year from the boys.”” The ex- 
Mayor appreciated the tribute, but that was 
not the only reminder of the high esteem 
in which he is held. All day long men as- 
sociated with him by business or political 
ties, and others who were close personal 
friends, poured in upon him and interrupted 
his work. 

Mr. Strong shook every hand and spoke a 
cheerful word to each well wisher. He said 
that his absence had not injured his busi- 
ness and that, in the future, he would 
conduct it just as if he had never seen 
the inside of the City Hall. He added 
that he had had a pleasant time during his 
term. As to his private life, he proposes 
to brew tea in his business office just as 
he did in the City Hall. He will have his 
tea set removed to 77 Worth Street. and 
any tea-drinking friend will always find a 
hot cup. 

The ex-Mayor will not be allowed to for- 
get all he knows about politics. His political 
friends will keep their eyes on him. Per- 
haps it was some of them who placed a 
ace ranges of President McKinley on his 
mantel. 


Farrell Committed toe the Tombs. 


Martin Farrell, the engineer of the build- 
ing at 119 Mercer Street, where Dillen Ryan 
was found dead at the foot of an elevator 


shaft on Sunday, was arraigned before

W. H. Ten Eyck were appointed to fill the 
places of the two Ss members, The 
Saiary of the new mmissioners is $5,000 
a year. 

Stevenson Towle, who has been Consulting 
Engineer to the Department of Public 
Works for a number of years, was appoint- 
ed Engineer of Streets to the ‘Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, at a salary to be fixed 
by the board. t 

John H. Mooney, a well-known Tammany- 
ite of the Nineteenth Assembly Distfict, 
was appointed Secretary to the Board of 
Public Improvements, at a salary of $5,000 
a year. Mr. Mooney was one of John 
Kelly’s warm friends when the latter was 
the ruler of the Wigwam. He is one of 
Richard Croker’s few confidential friends, 
and he has known Mayor Van Wyck since 
the latter was a boy.

William Walton, a Brooklyn newspaper 
man, was made sete Commissioner of 
Public Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies for 
the Borough of Brooklyn, the salary to be 
fixed by the board. 

Ross F. Keogh is another newspaper man 
who carne in for a plum. Mr. Keogh was 
appointed confidential clerk to Mayor Van 
Wyck. He has been a Democrat always, 
but never took an interest in politics out- 
side of what his newspaper work called 
upon him for. His is one of the Mayor’s 
personal appointments. 

John H. Campbell, who has held the office 
of Deputy Chamberlain for a number of 
years, was reappointed by Chamberlain 
Keenan yesterday morning. Mr. Campbell 
was one of the few Democrats who were 
allowed to hoid responsible positions under 
the recent reform administration. He was 
first appointed Deputy when Richard Croker 
was Chamberlain. 

P. H. Dunn, who was Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Jurors during Mayor Strong’s ad- 
ministration, is one of the envied men in 
Republican circles. ._Mr, Dunn was appoint- 
ed Police Commissioner Hamilton’s private 
secretary. He is the President of the Quigg 
Club of the Nineteenth Assembly District, 
and during his term in the Commissioner of 
Jurors’ office placed himself in favor with 
Tammany Hall men. 

John Courtney of Brooklyn was appointed 
a Justice of the Court of Special Sessions 
of the Second Division.

NO INJUNCTION FOR WEISS. 


He Cannot Keep Capt. Herlihy’s Po- 
lice Out of His Res- 
taurant, 


The refusal of the Special. Term of the 
Supreme Court to grant the application of 
Thomas Weiss for a temporary injunction 
in his suit against Police Captain John B. 


Herlihy, to restrain Herlihy from stationing 
policemen in Weiss’s restaurant, at 34. Sec- 
ond Avenue, has been affirmed by the Ap- 
pellate Division. 

Weiss began the action about two months 
ago, alleging that the defendant kept po- 
licemen in his restaurant against his re- 
monstrance and complaints. He asserted 
that the course of Capt. Herlihy had se- 
riously injured his business, so that the de- 
crease in his profits in about two weeks 
was $400. The Captain, in his answer, said 
that the officers were directed to remain in 
the premises for the purpose of preventing 
violations of the law and to enable him to 
procure evidence against the proprietor and 
other persons, the place having been for a 
long time, the Captain asserts, a gambling 
house. 

vustice Rumsey, who gives the opinion, 
says the Police Captain’s duty is not solely 
to arrest those who are guilty of crime, but 
to preserve order in the precinct and pre- 
vent crime, and such a place as that kept 
by Weiss was especially subject to surveil- 
lance. ‘If the defendant is violating the 
law,’’ Justice Rumsey says, ‘“‘ undoubtedly 
the law will afford some’ way for preventing 
his action or punishing him if he does it. 
The plaintiff is clearly doing so in respect 
of the very matter and for the benefit of 
the very premises as to which he asks an 
injunction.”’ 

Justice Barrett gives an elaborate dis- 
senting opinion, which is concurred in by 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt. Justice Bar- 
rett says the allegation of the defendant 
that plaintiff had kept a gambling house 
is based upon arrests of the plaintiff and 
others for gambling, though it appeared 
without dispute, that these arrests proved 
unavailing, the accused persons being either 
discharged by the Police Magistrate or ulti- 
mately acquitted. “The real question, 
squarely presented,” Justice Barrett says, 
‘“‘is whether the Police Department, in 
order to detect and punish crime, may law- 
fully station officers upon the premises of @ 
citizen and keep them there in anticipation 
of suspected criminal practices.” 


Fire Causes Panic in a Tenement. 


Policemen had some trouble early yester- 
day morning in quieting the inmates of a 
tenement house at 69 Suffolk Street, who 


were panic-stricken by a fire in a business 
house adjoining, which started in the third 
floor, now and for a month vacant. Smoke 
poured into the tenement and scared the 
tenants so badly that pay rushed for the 
doors. Policemen met them there and 
stopped them, while they frantically cursed 
the officers. The fire, which did about $1,500 
damage, was soon put out, and the scared 
tenants went back to bed. ‘

THE BRITISH DECLARATION. 


The British Government has acted with 
deliberation in the matter of the French 
and Russian acquisitions in China, but it 
has acted very much to the purpose. It 
was only yesterday that the remarks of 
an official Russian journal (they are all 
official) were cabled setting forth that 
Great Britain’s hands were tied in China 
by reason of the troubles in India. The 
reminder will increase the British suspi- 
cion that those troubles had been inten- 
tionally fomented by Russian agents.. 
There is nothing for Great Britain to do, 
Says this organ of the Czar, but “to 
maintain the etatus quo in Asia,” the 
status quo which Russia has deliberately 
and for her own exclusive advantage dis- 
turbed. Thé answer of Great Britain to 
these menaces is the declaration of her 
intentions which we print to-day. It is 
@ great and memorable declaration, and 
by it Great Britain can afford to abide. 
She “‘ will refuse to recognize any special 
rights granted at any Chinese port to any 
particular power.” If China has granted 
Russia the right to winter her ships at 
Port Arthur, Great Britain will winter 
her ships there also. If China has grant- 
ed Germany a naval station at Kiao- 
Chau Bay, Great Britain shall have a 
naval station there, too, And, more than 
that, “ she will support every other pow- 
er making the same claim.” 

This declaration shows anew what a 
great injustice to Great Britain it is to 
represent her as’engaged in a game of 
grab with the Continental powers, Her 
objects are nearly as different from theirs 
ps her methods. As it is well said in 
London just now, she “does not want 
more territory; she wants more trade.” 
For purposes of trade she requires some 
territory, but this is almost literally a 
“foot to earth.” She needs land enough 
for a naval station and a commercial 
agency, with which to transact and to 
protect her trading. She has this already 
at Hongkong, and it has hitherto an- 
swered her purpose, If the trade of the 
Gulf of Pe-chi-li should become anything 
like as important as that of the coast to 
the southward, she will demand and 
obtain similar facilities for doing busi- 
ness there. But in either case it is 
the trade and not the territory that she 
peeks, and she does not seek an exclusive 
trade. The trade of- her own port of 
Hongkong, which is hers by actual ces- 
sion, is as free to traders and ships of 
other nationalities as the trade of Shang- 
hai and the other treaty ports in which 
she is upon the same footing with the 
pther powers. She does the largest share 
of the foreign trade of China simply be- 
cause she can do it better and cheaper 
than any other nation. She has won it 
and she holds it in virtue of free com- 
petition and not of special privileges and 
concessions. Other nations would be ad- 
mitted to the same competition, as she 
now expressly. says, on equal terms, to 
any ports that she might require for use 


in her business in the Gulf of Pe-chi-li or 
in Korea itself. 

Why, then, do Russia and Germany 
require ports of their own? That Russia 
should require a naval station is intelli- 
gible enough, and indeed that Germany 
should require one, too, if she had any 
fleet to use it or any commerce that re- 
quired the protection of a fleet. In fact, 
she has but half a dozen men-of-war 
against England’s and Russia’s thirty- 
five or forty each, But, even so, the Ger- 
man demand for a naval station on the 
Chinese coast would not of itself have 
alarmed anybody but for the piratical 
manner in which it was acquired, and 
for the effusive and absurd magnilo- 
quence of the speeches at Kiel in which 
the acquisition was celebrated. What 
alarms England in these performances is 
the fact that these acquisitions are not 
for the benefit of all nations, like her ac- 
quisition of new ports, but for the ex- 
clusive benefit of the nations which ac- 
quire them. It is not to get trade in com- 
petition with other nations that Russia 
and Germany have made these seizures. 
It is to get a monopoly of. the trade of 
the port and of its “ hinterland,’ and to 
establish a ‘“‘ sphere of influence.” It is 
this which Great Britain now declares 
that she will not endure. She takes her 
stand upon her treaty rights, and she de- 
mands that what is done for any power 
by China shall be done for all alike. 

In the position which she has now 
taken up, Great Britain is not the cham- 
pion of British interests alone. She is 
the champion of civilization and humani- 
ty. She is the champion of democracy 
and progress against the reactionary 
autocracies of Eastern Europe. She de- 
serves the support of all mankind. BHs- 
pecially does she deserve the support of 
the United States. Our interests in the 
Fast are the same as hers. We also want 
not territory but trade, and we want the 
right of access on equal terms to every 
port that is or may be opened in China— 
such access as we now enjoy at Hong- 
kong and as there is reason to appre- 
hend that Germany and that Russia 
mean to deny us at Kiao-Chau Bay and 
at Port Arthur. When the State Depart- 
ment receives official notice of the Brit- 
ish declaration, the Administration will 
do an injustice to the interests and to 
the sentiments of the country if it does 
not return, along with its acknowledg- 
ment, an assurance that the position of 
Great Britain receives the entire and 
hearty approval of the United States, 


SETTLE THE DEBT QUESTION. 

According to the calculation of Justice 
INGRAHAM of the Appellate Division, the 
City of New York was to have on Jan. 1 
a margin of $24,000,000 within the con- 
stitutional limit of indebtedness. As 
Mayor VAN Wrck figures it out, the 
margin is only $19,000,000. The aggre- 
gate of bonds already authorized to be 
issued by the former City of New York, 
which the Mayor describes as “ future de- 
mands on the city’s debt-incurring ca- 
pacity on account of contracts entered 
into,” is $20,000,000. It would appear, 
therefore, that this fine big city of ours 
begins its career without the power to 
borrow one dollar save for water supply 
and the care of the poor, We leave out 
of the reckoning bonds authorizedeand 
contracts made by our sister Borough of 
Brooklyn, which might be taken into the 
account were not one million as yood as 
forty when it is on the wrong side of the 
Constitution. It ought to be understood 
that the former City of New York has 
not exceeded its debt limit. The Mayor’s 
figures do not show that. Nor do they 
show any present excess for the entire 
city, They show a margin of $19,000,000 
and outstanding contracts aggregating 
$20,000,000, We have recently been told 
that contracts must be treated as debt. 
It appears, therefore, that we are es- 
topped from borrowing money and that 
we cannot perform all of our outstand- 
ing contracts until the Assessors have 
put up the valuations and given us a 
wider margin. 

After such an exhibit, the Mayor was 
fully justified in reminding the Municipal 
Assembly that the city is under “the 
stern necessity for the utmost caution in 
the authorization of any bond issue.” 
There is no necessity more stern than 
that of obeying the Constitution. 


Mayor VAN Wrck’s estimate of the 
debt margin is not in agreement with 
other recent estimates. It is $5,000,000 
below the estimate of Judge INGRAHAM. 
It is some $30,000,000 below the figures 
given in the report made to the Appellate 
Division by three Commissioners on 
rapid-transit plans, and those figures 
were said to come from Controller Fircu. 
It is at least $19,000,000 above the esti- 
mate of Mr. ZABRISKIE and of other op- 
ponents of rapid transit, who hold that 
we have no debt margin at all. It appears 
to be not less than $16,313,537 below the 
true margin of indebtedness permissible 
under the Constitution as we read that 
instrument. The Mayor has included in 
the debt of the Borough of Brooklyn the 
debt of Kings County, amounting to $14,- 
851,892. The Constitution declares that 
whenever the boundaries of a city shall 
become the same as those of a county, 
“the debt of the county at that time ex- 
isting shall not be included as a part of 
the city debt,” and there is an impres- 
sion that this provision was adopted by 
the conyention of 1894 for the special 
benefit of Brooklyn. We think also that 
the Mayor too readily accepts the theory 
that revenue bonds of the former City of 
New York to the amount of $1,466,645 
must be reckoned as a part of the city 
débt, because, although issued in 1897, 
they will be redeemed out of the taxes of 
1898. It is thé apparent intention of the 
Constitution to include in the debt only 
revenue bonds issued for more than five 
years. 

The true debt of the City of New York 
and its present margin of indebtedness 
ought to be judicially determined forth- 


with. That is the conclusion that emerges 
from the haze of guesswork by which the 
question is surrounded. It cannot be de- 
nied that we ought to know whether we 
can borrow money or not or whether any 
of our bonds already issued are illegal and 
void. It is evident that the debt limit 
must be determined before anything can 
be done about rapid transit. 

The Mayor is of that opinion. He ad- 
mits the “urgent public necessity” of 
doing something to carry people to and 
from their homes with greater speed and 
comfort, and he is aware of a popular 
clamor for rapid transit. But he fears 
that litigation would delay the plans of 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners “ cer- 
tainly a number of years,” even if the 
limitation of debt did not stand in the 
way. He therefore turns to the exten- 
sion of “our present facilities ” as the 
best plan for affording ‘‘some relief in 
the direction of the popular demand.” 
His suggestion that the Municipal As- 
sembly make the elevated roads substi- 
tute electric motive power for its locomo- 
tives is excellent. There is a good deal to 
be said also in favor of extending the 
elevated lines to the ferries, But when he 
declares that “the corporations should 
be compelled to continue the present 
routes to the more sparsely settled and 
more distant localities, even if for a time 
some loss is entailed upon them by 60 
doing,’”’ some persons will be moved to 
inquire how the city can compel a cor- 
poration to undertake a losing business. 
If the elevated roads are willing to ex- 
tend their lines to King’s Bridge and 
Bronx Park, that is one thing. If they 
decline to extend them, as they did a 
few years ago, what can the city do about 
it? At best, northward extension of the 
“ present facilities” would only add to 
the horrors of down-town congestion. 
That is not exactly “relief in the direc- 
tion of the popular demand.” 

To a people hoping, striving, for relief 
from conditions which inflict immense 
loss, injury, and almost intolerable dis- 
comfort, Mayor Van Wryck’s message 
will bring a feeling of deep gloom. It in- 
dicates that if the new City Government 
is not opposed to the plans of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners, it at least takes 
no interest in them. New hope was 
aroused the other day by the announce- 
ment that the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company was considering the advis- 
ability of bidding for the contract to 
construct the tunnel. People saw at once 
that if this powerful corporation took 
hold of the work it would be pushed for- 
ward to completion with great energy. 
They felt also that the operation of the 
underground road by this company, with 
transfers to its surface lines, would as- 
sure the maximum of accommodation to 
the public. There was even an easier 
feeling about the fifteen-million-dollar 
bond. The Mayor's debt tables. and the 
Mayor’s remarks on rapid transit throw 
us back into the slough of despond. 

One statement made by Mayor Van 
Wrck, however, may give a grain of 
comfort to the despairing. It is this: 
“Our citizens will no longer tolerate, 
much less excuse, delay upon delay at 
the cost of not alone the comfort and 
convenience of the people, but also the 
increased valuations which in a consider- 
able degree would add to the public reve- 
nues if the rapidly growing districts most 
directly interested were furnished with 
greater and improved facilities for trav- 
el.”” We hope and believe the Mayor will 
find that in these words he has spoken 
the plain truth, The people will no longer 
tolerate it. 


A MISTAKEN VIEW. 

The following extract from Mr. Gom- 
PERS’s answer to Mr. GAG, opposing a 
bank-note system, is of special interest 
because it expresses an erroneous view 
held by many persons besides the labor 
union chief 3 


“It would make the banks guardian over 
our volume of money, and so of our meas- 
ure of values; it would enable the banks 
working in the interest of speculators to 
cause movements in prices with great cer- 
tainty, enable them to depress prices by 
contracting the currency and raise prices 
by expanding the same. It would make the 
banks the masters and the many the slaves, 
and would enrich the few and impoverish 
the multitude.”’ 


The apprehension that it would not be 
safe to trust the banks with the issue 
of currency has long been the chief Pop- 
ulistic argument against taking the Gov- 
ernment out of the banking business, 
and the substitution of a bank-note cur- 
rency for our present system. Those who 
entertain this fear lose sight of the fact 
that the banks control the loanable funds 
of the country, and if they had the dis- 
position or the power without injury to 
themselves to contract loans the effect 
would be precisely the same as that of a 
contraction of the money supply. In fact, 
a much greater stringency could be pro- 
diuced by a general calling of loans than 
by a contraction of bank-note circula- 
tion, because the volume of loans ig vast- 
ly larger than the volume of paper 
money. But as a matter of fact, the 
banks have never been operated as a 
trust combination for the purpose of con- 
trolling the circulation or of influencing 
loans. Nor would it be possible so to op- 
erate them, even if bankers could pros- 
per by reason of general distress and 
misfortune. The special interests and the 
local conditions which concern and in- 
fluence each individual bank would ren- 
der a banking trust impossible. 

Banks are, moreover, dependent on loans 
for income and profit. If they should 
contract the issue they would contract 
their incomes and decrease their profits. 
Any great reduction in the volume of 
money or of loans would produce such 
general distress and uncertainty that the 


risk of lending would be increased, the 


security of collateral would be dimin- 
ished, and the resources of banks would 
be imperiled by reason of the alarm and 
withdrawals: of depositors. For these 
reasons a currency supply dependent 
upon bank issues would be safer than 
any other, Its volume would always be 
adjusted to the safe needs and require- 


nearly all being. reversals. 


ments of trade, and the danger of strin- 
gency and contraction would in a large 
measure be removed. 


THE OHIO SENATORSHIP. 

There is really no reason why any pa- 
triotic American citizen, or any Ohioan 
jealous for the honor of the State, should 
take sides in the squabble now going on 
at Columbus over the vacant Senator- 
ship. In States which are as much afflict- 
ed with politics as Ohio, the choice for 
Senator is rapidly narrowing to a. choice 
between a plutocrat and a boss. The 
sole Senator from Ohio at present is a 
representative of the latter class, and a 
singularly cantankerous representative. 
This fact makes the appearance of the 
Governor of the State as a candidate for 
the vacancy rather ludicrous when it. is 
accompanied with the announcement 
from himself that his canvass is based 
upon his “opposition to bossism.” He 
means, of course, his opposition to 
HANNA, but this opposition is popularly 
supposed to have been dictated by Sen- 
ator FORAKER, in whom “ opposition to 
bossism ”’ would be political suicide. 

Senator HANNA combines, in some de- 
gree, the plutocrat and the boss. If he 
had confined himself to the former qual- 
ity and abstained from mingling in poli- 
tics otherwise than by ‘check, he might 
have averted the hostility of Senator 
FoRAKER. Though it is hard to tell what 
will surely avert that hostility, it is cer- 
tain that any excursion into the Sena- 
tor’s province will’ sharpen it, and un- 
doubtedly Senator Hanna intruded upon 
that province when he undertook the 
McKinley campaign and when he un- 
dertook his own. He is, however, clear- 
ly more of a plutocrat than of a boss. 
If there were the least chance that 
the Ohio Legislature would choose any- 
body upon the score of proved capacity 
for public service, if there were any 
Thurman or even any Sherman in the 
field, the opposition to Senator HANNA 
would be not only intelligible but lauda- 
ble. But unhappily it is unlikely that 
the Ohio Legislature will do any better. 
It is even possible that they may do 
worse, if the visit to Ohio of ex-Senator 
CALVIN BrRic® has any “ political signifi- 
cance.” 


STREET CLEANING, 


Commissioner McCartngy talks very 
well. Everybody will of course hope that 
he may do as well as he talks and that 
he will be not only inclined but permitted 
to keep in operation the system which 
his predecessor has devised and inaugu- 
rated and keep politics out of operation. 

And yet doubts will arise. It is cur- 
rently reported that the incoming Com- 
missioner, upon having one of the most 
trusted subordinates of the outgoing 
Commissioner presented to him, ex- 
pressed a wish to retain his services, and 
suggested to him, for that purpose, to 
*‘see his district leader’ and obtain a 
** recommendation.” 

If Mr. McCartTNeEy intends to be gov- 
erned, in respect to the retention of tried 
subordinates, by the recommendations of 
district leaders, it is quite certain that 
he will not be “ continuing Col, WARING’s 
system” and extremely uniikely that he 
will clean the streets, , 


A lawyer of this city calls our atten- 
tion to the fact that, out of seventy-nine 
decisions rendered on Friday last by the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
in this department, only thirty-seven 
were in affirmance of decisions rendered 


at special or trial term. The remainder 


were either reversals or modifications, 
This condi- 
tion of affairs is no novelty, but it beto- 
kens something wrong in one or the other 
branch of the court. Perhaps the too 
great facility in taking appeals has some- 
thing to do with the apparent laxness of 
the court below. And then, again, per- 
haps the Appellate Division is not alto- 
gether infallible and will itself be re- 
versed to a similar extent when the Court 
of Appeals takes hold of such of the cases 
as may come before it. It has long been 
an axiom that “the law is an exact sci- 
ence.” In practice as an art it seems to 


lose some of its exactness,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


—*‘‘ Greater New York” is a phrase 
that became very familiar in the past few 
months, and, as it was convenient, though 
inaccurate, its use then necessitated no 
grave criticism. For the future, however, 
every inhabitant of the enlarged city should 
remember that New York, in law as in fact, 
is still New York, and that it will be wise 
to recognize that truth in every written or 
spoken reference to the metropolis. Offi- 
cials should be especially careful not to use 
the misnomer, for, while other people may 
do it in pardonable ignorance or haste, 
those who guide and control public affairs 
can properly be expected to demonstrate 
both knowledge and care,, The matter is 
not an unimportant one (Whoever says 
“Greater New York” betrays undue re- 
gard for mere extent of territory, and em- 
phasizés a characteristic that is merely 
incidental to progress of a much more sig- 
nificant sort. New York has other claims 
to fame than area and population, while 
increments to these are not the causes, 
but the results of her real greatness. A 
happier name than that which the city 
bears might easily have been found by our 
ancestors, but it is too late for changes 
now, and has been for many years. For- 
tunately, however, the words “ New York” 
have acquired an absolute, unrelated mean- 
ing, and no longer recall their origin. They 
do well enough, and should not be burdened 
with a misleading addition, 


—Since Tacoma attracted to its magnifi- 
cent harbor an important steamship iine 
plying between this country and the so- 
called Orient it has become a recognized 
source of tern news, and, as informa- 
tion from that part of the world has of 
late become of momentous interest, the city 
gets much valuable advertising from the 
frequency with which its name appears in 
the date line of carefully read dispatches, 
The benefit of this is evidently well recog- 
nized by the journalists of the place, for, 
instead of beginning these telegrams with 
the name of Tokio or Shanghai or Pekin, 
as the case may be, and then adding a 
parenthetical and unnecessarily modest 
“via Tacoma,” they invariably put the 
name of their own city first and thus se- 
cure for it in most instances the promi- 


nence of capital letters. The device is a 
transparent one, but harmless, and perfect- 
ly legitimate, and its effect in giving the 
ambitious young city a standing among 


the newspaper readers of many nations’ 


will be far from insignificant. It will be of 
use, too, in helping Americans to realize 
that, for them, China and Japan are the 
far West, not the far East. That fact 
is worth emphasizing, for familiarity with 
it may have not a little influence upon the 
direction of travel, and so increase the in- 
come Qf our own railways. 

——A man out in Joliet, Ill.—it’s hardly 
worth while to repeat his name—has been 
earning, or, to be quite accurate, has been 
getting, credit as a public benefactor be- 
cause of certain decidedly curious gifts to 
his fellow-townsmen. It seems that some 
time ago this person secured from the City 
Fathers of Joliet two fifty-year franchises— 
one for an electric company and one for a 
telephone company. Instead of utilizing 
these franchises, he sold them, receiving for 
the first $30,000 and for the second $10,000. 
This money he has now used in founding 
a public library and in adding to the en- 
dowments of two local hospitals. Hence 
great glory and appreciative dispatches in 
several hundred newspapers. Now, this 
Joliet man is undoubtedly well intentiéned, 
but would he not have been deserving of 
more gratitude if he had tried to reform the 
too common method of allotting franchises 
instead of utilizing it as a means of acquir- 
ing a reputation for generosity? The money 
which he has given away would never have 
been his to bestow if a great wrong had not 
been committed, and, after all, he only re- 
turned with one hand to the people what he 
had taken from them with the other. They 
are not a penny the richer for his bounty, 
and it may be that, because of his bounty, 
the existing confusion in the public mind 
in regard to what is philanthropy and what 
is not may continue longer than would have 
otherwise been the case. All things consid- 
ered, therefore, vehement laudation of the 
Joliet man’s course is not absolutely neces- 
sary. 


PERSONAL. 


——Ethical and economic problems are 
confusingly mingled in the case of JosEPH 
LOCKLEY, the,intensely respectable . young 
man who for month after month robbed 
the American Estates Association. Lock- 
LEY had served his employers satisfactorily 
for years; he held a somewhat responsible 
position, in which, as it has turned out, his 
opportunities for wrongdoing were great; 
his impulses seem to have been all in the 
directiun of propriety—and his salary was 
$50 a month, or a little more than $10 a 
week. On that amount he had to support 
a family. Now, of course, economy as rig- 
orous as is enforced by remuneration of this 
sort is no excuse for dishonesty, while, on 
the other hand, employers can hardly be 
expected to pay more than market rates 
for the service they need. And a large 
number of young men are able and willing 
to work for less than their bare living ex- 
penses, provided they see a career opening 
before them, even though it be in a some- 
what remote and misty future. The tempta- 
tions to which such young men are exposed 
are very great, however, and the mystery 
is, not that one of them falls occasionally, 
but that more of them do not do so. For 
those who are partially dependent on rela- 
tives the position is hard enough, and when 
there is no help to be obtained in that way 
the exigencies of the case are truly dread- 
ful. 


—Prof. Howarp B. Grossz, lecturing in 
Boston the other night on “ Russian Czars 
and Despotism,”’ drew a picture of the Mus- 
covite peasantry that was all in sombre col- 
ors. He charged them with inveterate men- 
dacity, and declared that their ignorance 
was no more complete than their immoral- 
ity and their irreligion. These are decid- 
edly surprising statements, for the usual 
conception of the Russian mujik credits him 
with many good qualities and excuses most 
of his faults as the result of misgovern- 
ment carried to grotesque extremes. Speak- 
ing of the Russian censorship, Prof. GrossD 
said that it dealt with science and art, as 
well as with political literature. Bven cook 
books have to pass inspection, lest he- 
retical ideas in regard to leavened bread 
should be inculcated. In explaining why the 
Russians did not revolt, the lecturer said 
that, in the first place, the peasants do not 
know what liberty means, apart from ob- 
taining the humblest necessities of exist- 
ence, and, in the second place, they are not 
allowed to take any sort of united action. 


—-MILLARD F. FIELD is an ingenious son 
of Maine who has, it is stated by The 
Bangor Commercial, solved a problem that 
has defied inventors ever since hand looms 
were replaced by machines that reduced 
the weaver to little more than an attend- 
@nt upon wheels of steel and iron. One 
process, that of “drawing in warps,” has 
hitherto proved too much for the mechan- 
icians. Hundreds of them have devoted 
many a weary hour and not a few thou- 
sand dollars to contrivances that should 
do this Work automatically, but they have 
all failed more or less completely. Mr. 
FIELD has succeeded in building a machine 
that operates equally well with ‘straight 
draws” or “cross draws,’’ with cotton or 
wool threads, with fifty threads to the inch 
or twenty. It gauges its own work, never 
makes mistakes, and draws in 2,000 ends 
properly in seven minutes, something that 
the most expert workman could not do in 
less than three hours, and the average hand 
in less than five hours. A third interest 
in the new machine has been sold for 
$100,000, and, of course, it is going to “ rev- 
olutionize ’’ the weaving trade. There never 
was an invention that didn’t do that to 
some trade or other. 


GIVE US A CHANCE.

It is gratifying to notice that The Tribune 
has at last made the discovery that we do 
not have an equal chance with other na- 
tions in the carrying trade of the world, It 
says, with truth in every word: 

“Nothing is more illogical and unjust 
than to charge the American people with 
inferiority in maritime enterprise to Great 
Britain and Japan while the aids that those 
nations have are withheld from them. Give 
them dn equal chance with any other na- 
tion and they will unfailingly show at least 
equal results.”’ 

hen we did have an equal chance with 
others in that industry, before the year 
1855, inasmuch as our wooden ships cost us 
no more than theirs, it was demonstrated 
not only that we were not inferior to any 
of them in maritime enterprise, but that 
we were so superior to them all that, had 
the same conditions of naval architecture 
continued, we should in a few years have 
surpassed Great Britain, both in shipown- 
ing and in shipbuilding, whereas all these 
nations have left us so far astern that 
we: are almost out of sight. Now, even at 
this late day, when The Tribune; which has 
held out against it so long, has at last 
been converted to the policy of free ships, 
which has been withheld from us, and from 
us only, all that we ask to insure our suc-

It was a sight to please any Sun- 
day school enthusiast to see these four men 
together, each one of them six feet in 
height, yet proud to be in Sunday school. 
Connected with the society 1s an orehestra 
of fifty-five, which never plays for money, 
but is organized to do all the good it may.

_The entire spirit of the office for the Bap- 
tism of Infants and a fair construction of 
its language as a whole is that the sacra- 
ment is the dedication of the child to God’s 
service by admission into the _ visible 
Church. John Henry Newnian almost broke 
his heart trying to read into the service of 
the Prayer Book the Roman Catholic defi- 
nition of the doctrine of Baptismal Regen- 
eration, and was finally forced to admit 
that it was not to be found there. 

But even the admission that the language 
of the Prayer Book may be capable of two 
interpretations in this regard would not 
disturb broad churchmen in the least. The 
Prayer Book is in no sense a “ confession 
of faith” or a scientific statement of the- 
ologic truth. It is a book of worship, of 
devotional and disciplinary offices, of sacra- 
mental formulas. The individual church- 
man is not required to subscribe to any 
portion of it at cgnfirmation save the Apos- 
tles’ Creed as’ a standard of faith and the 
Ten Commandments as a rule of practice. 
That under these various offices and formu- 
las are found in the Church widely different 
forms of worship and of doctrinal teaching— 
extending almost to Romanism at one ex- 
pot na a almost = Unitarianism at the 
other—we deem to be the truest note of 
Catholic Christianity. a 

This individual liberty of doctrine and 
variety of devotional forms under one 
ecclesiastical organization is the reproach 
of such “liberals” as Dr. Savage against 
the Episcopal Church; it is her glory and 
the pledge of her right to be. She tolerates 
much that she does not teach; she lets 
her children seek God’s footstool in many 
ways. y

INFANT CONDEMNATION. 


Jo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having noticed that in several letters to 
your excellent paper the Rev. M. J. Savage 
speaks adversely of the Westminster Con- 
fession as teaching the damnation of in- 
fants, I am interested to know just where 
he finds that doctrine stated. 

The only statement I can find that in’ the 
slightest suggests such an idea is in the 
Tenth Chapter, entitled‘ “‘ Of Effectual Call- 
ing,”’ where it is said: “Elect infants, 
dying in infancy, are regenerated and saved 
by Christ through the Spirit, who worketh 
when and where and how He pleaseth.” 
It is well to notice, however, that: First, 
nothing is said here regarding non-elect 
infants who die in infancy, and, second, 
there is not the slightest suggestion but 


what all ‘infants. dyi in infancy’’ are 
elect. The wording is Chdpens expressly so 
as to avoid all appearance of assumed fa- 
miliarity with the ‘“ secret counsel and 
good pleasure ’* of God’s will; and the pas- 
£age is inserted at all only in order to state 
definitely that the public acceptance of and 
living to Christ expected of all who have 
come to “years of discretion,” is not nec- 
essary in God’s grace to the salvation of 
infants dying before they have the un- 
derstanding to accept or reject the Gospel 
call, These contentions are verified by the 
immediate context of the above passage, 
which reads: ‘So also [are regenerated] 
all other elect persons who are incapable of 
being called by the outward ministry of the 
word. ‘ 

This passage is perfectly true to the con- 
fession’s main thesis—that salvation is the 
free gift of God, and in no sense a wage 
paid for “ good actions’’; men are rather 
saved in spite of these. Any reasonable 
and unprejudiced mind can see how consist- 
ently we speak of and laud God’s glorious 

race which has provided a way of escape 
or any—fcr those who truly choose Him 
as truly as those He chooses—from the just 
consequence and penalty which, under law, 
must come upon their sinfulness. 

I wonder why it is that men of brains and 
education will often so utterly misinterpret 
and pervert the most precious truths of 
God’s Providence. Yet I am satisfied that 
the world will yet come to discern that real 
science and true philosophy are in perfect 
accord with revealed truth, and, mean- 
while am able to understand that, despite 
the wrath of man and the “ oppositions of 
science falsely so called’ it ever remains 
true that ‘* God ie Nee oes

Says: 

“ Predestination to life is the everlast- 
ing purpose of God, whereby He has con- 
stantly decreed by His counsel, secret to 
us, to deliver from curse and damnation 


those whom He has chosen in Christ out 
of mankind, and to bring them by Him to 
everlasting salvation.” 

Article twenty-seven says: “* Baptism is 
not only a sign of profession, but it is also 
a sign of regeneration or new birth, where- 
by they that receive it rightly. are grafted 
into the Church, the promises of forgive- 
ness of sin * * * are visibly signed and 
sealed.”’ 

In accordance with this, the office of in- 
fant baptism says: *‘For-as much as all men 
are conceived and born in sin * * * none 
can enter into the kingdom of God except 
he be regenerate and born anew of water 
and the Holy Ghost. * * * I beseech you, 
therefore; to call upon God the Father 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, that He 
will grant to this child that which by na- 
ture he cannot have.’”’ And further on the 
minister prays that the child may be 
washed and sanctified and delivered from 
His wrath, and that he may be born again 
and made an heir of everlasting salvation. 

The Rev. Mr. Savage asked that the Ar- 
ticles of Christian faith be sealed, and also 
the office for infant baptism of the Prayer 
Book. The Rev. Mr. Smith may not seal 
them as he did “thirty years ago,” but old- 
fashioned churchmen do, and they still be- 
lieve that the doctrine’s plain meaning is 
that those who believe and are baptized 
shall be saved, and ne that believeth not 
shall be damned, 8s.

THAT KANSAS TRUST COMPANY. 


Jo the Editor of The New York Times: 

A dispatch from Atchison, Kan., which 
appears in your issue of to-day demanded 
notice from me. The dispatch in question 
has this caption, ‘‘ Serious Charges Against 
the Concern in Atchison of Which Ex-Sen- 
ator Ingalls was President.” As a matter 
of fact, ‘but one definite charge is made, 
that of substitution of worthless mortgages 
for good ones. The charge is absolutely 
false. In addition, there is a complaint 
against one of the receivers of the compa- 


ny, @ complaint of nq weight whatever. 


The dispatch to which you have accorded 
a place in your columns is, of course, with- 
out signature. Newspaper readers are, per- 
haps, aware that the general character of 
Kansas Cispatches {s not such as to inspire 
credence, nor is the fact surprising to those 
who know something of the average corre- 


spondent of that region. Tum Timzs has, by 
permitting the use of its columns to an 
anonymous defamer, done me an injury. 
For a partial remedy, I rely upon the con- 
spicuous publication of this letter. 

The facts concerning the Kansas Trust 
Ee Detiking Company of Atchison are 

The President of the company was Senator 
Ingalls. He had no active participation in 
the business. I was Vice President, man- 
ager, and largest stockholder. 

The company failed in April, 1893, and 
two receivers were appointed—one at my in- 
stigation, the other against my wish. The 
first has accounted, and is discharged; the 
other, appointed to look after a specific class 
of debentures, of which nearly the entire is- 
sue was held by Atchison parties, was ap- 
yousted at the request of these debenture 

olders. It is against the receiver that the 
complaint of withholding collected funds is 
made. On its face there is no weight in the 
charge against him. Presumably he wili 
pay out his collections when ordered to do 
so by the court, 

After the failure charges of fraud were 
freely made—usually by irresponsible gos- 
sip, but in some instances by attorneys 
under cover of privilege and in connection 
with litigation. All charges of that char- 
acter have been fully met by sworn denial 
and unassailable facts. In only one in- 
stance (Cosgrove versus Manley) was the 
charge of fraud made the gole reliance. ° 
This case, brought in the United States 
District Court, ‘was speculative in char- 
acter, instigated by attorneys, and was uiti- 
mately dismissed at the prayer and cost of 
the plaintiff. 

I remained in Atchison for more than one 
year after the failure for the sole purpose 
of meeting charges which, except as indi- 
cated, never rose higher than the sidewalk. 
I have revisited that city and have re- 
mained there for days at a time since my 
removal. I represent large interests there 
at this moment, and am a party to various 
suits in its courts, and my present address 
is known to practically all of its substan- 
tial citizens, The other officers reside either 
in Atchison or its vicinity. There need be 
no difficulty in establishing fraud legally, if 
fraud has been practiced. 

The true inwardness-of the item com- 
plained of is apparent to a discerning read- 
er.. Certain securities are to be sold at 
auction. The republication in Kansas 
papers of THE TimBs’s article will aid in 
the desired depression of these securities,

GRAIN ELEVATOR CHARGES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are three ways in which the 
Merchants’ Association might effect a 
reduction in grain elevator charges at 
Buffalo and the Port of New York: 
First make an effort to have the ele- 
vator combines voluntarily reduce their 
charges within reason. If that effort 
fails, the merchants could contribute by 
subscription funds to build some elevators. 
Another way is for the State to own and 


operate grain elevators in connection with 
her canal system. It is generally known 
that at all the seaports competing with 
New York no charge is made for elevator 
service, while in the Port of New York 
the elevator gets (outside of trimming 
charges) nearly one and a half cents a 
bushel, and at Buffalo over one cent a 
bushel, 

Before the trust system was inaugurated 
grain was elevated at either port for a 
quarter of a cent per bushel, and often for 
an eighth at Buffalo. 

Considering that elevator service is free 
at —. other port, the most we should 
charge is a quarter of a cent per bushel. 
That rate would make a reduction of two 
cents a bushel. Please note that a quarter 
of a cent means $250 for 100,000 bushels, and 
that Buffalo. elevators will elevate 800,000 
bushels in fifteen hours, 

Last Winter several prominent pain 
merchants (members of the New York 
Produce Exchange) testified that an eighth 
of one cent a bushel would turn nm away 
from the Port of New York. ere it is 
shown where sixteen eighths wrongfully 
operate against grain passing through the 
State and Port of New York. It is truly 
surprising that New York gets a bushel 


of grain for export,

A Vote of the Senate Necessary to 
Deprive Him of tmmunity 
from Prosecution. 


CARLISTS TURNING FROM HIM 


His Organ,‘the Nacional, Attacks 
President McKinley and Gen. 
Woodford, and the Editor 

’ Cannot Be Prosecuted. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—A special dispatch from 
Madrid says: 

“Gen. VWeyler has defied the Government 
to take proceedings aga‘nst him. As he is 
to 
deprive him of immunity from prosecution, 
and the Cabinet is embarrassed, as the 
army appears to side with Weyler in his 
attacks on the United States.’’ 

Another dispatch from Madrid says Gen. 
Weyler’s behavior, which is classed as 
“shuffling,” in apologizing to the Queen 
Regent and hastily explaining to the Pre- 
mier, Sefior Sagasta, that he was not re- 
sponsible for the publication of his protest, 
has al’'enated many of his supporters among 
the Carlists, who hoped to entangle the 
General in the revolutionary meshes. They 
“are especially disappointed at the fact that 
the Government appears to be satisfied that 
the so-called Weyler bubble has burst, and 
that the Spanish Army is not gangrened. 
It is said that only three of the Spanish 
Generals are in sympathy with Gen. Wey- 
ler. 

The Government will send 5,000 troops to 
Cuba at the end of January, and further 
troops, up to 14,000, will be sent to that 
island if needed. , 

BIARRITZ, Jan. 8.—According to mail 
advices sent here from Madrid in order to 
escape the censorship, the Nacional, Gen. 
Weyler’s organ, has published a _ defiant 
article, pointing out that although the Gov- 
ernment has seized the General’s protest, 
it could not prevent its being read in every 
barrack room. 

The Nacional, it further appears, attacks 
President McKinley and the United States 
Minister at Madrid. Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, in unmeasured terms. : 

The Nacional has twice been confiscated, 
but the manager of that paper is a Deputy, 
and, therefore, cannot be prosecuted. As he 
declares himself to be the author of the 
incriminated articles, no other person con- 
nected with the paper can be prosecuted, 
Moreover, Madrid juries usually acquit per- 
sons charged with press offenses. 

The number of dinners attended by Gen. 
Weyler and other officers of high rank -is 
much commented upon, and is regarded as 
intended to show that the former Captain 
General of Cuba .s strongly supported by 
the military. It is even said that on the 
day he presented to the Queen Regent his 
protest against the wording of President 
McKinley’s message to Congress, eighteen 
of the commanding officers of Madrid visit- 
ed Gen. Weyler and‘congratulated him. _ 

Although the Liberal newspapers maintain 
that Gen. Weyler’s proceedings are unim- 
portant, it is recalled that military ques- 
tions in Spain frequently lead to grave se- 
quels. ; 

The Correspondencia says that Marshal 
Blanco, the Captain General of Cuba, com- 
putes that, besides the 40,000,000 pesetas 
required for the war, 20,000,000 pesetas 
monthly are necessary to pay arrears. 

Besides the projected issue of 100,000,000 

setas of Cuban bonds, now held by the 
ank of Spain as a guarantee, the Minister 
of Finance proposes to issue 200,000,000 
pesetas in Spanish bonds, the security be- 
ing the customs. 

MADRID, Jan. 3.—A number of Spanish 
Generals have been interviewed regarding 
the conduct of Gen. Weyler in protesting 
against the alleged reflections upon Spain 
in President McKinley’s message to Con- 
gress. Marshal Campos. reserved his 
opinion. 

Gen. Dominguez approved of the Gov- 
ernment’s course in submitting the matter 
to a court-martial, adding that if Presi- 
dent McKinley ‘“‘has been guilty of inso- 
lence, it is the Government’s place to pro- 
test.’ 

Gen. Ochando approved of Gen. Weyler’s 
action. 


SPAIN IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Her Flag Saluted by the Insurgents 
with Military Honors. 


MADRID, Jan. 3.—An official dispatch 
‘from Manila, capital of the Philippine Isl- 
ands, announces. that the Spanish flag has 


been hoisted at Camoerent and Biacubato. 
It is added that the insurgents rendered 
military honors and cheered for Spatn. 


SPAIN AND THE NEW CABINET, 


Newspapers Say It Deprives the In- 
surrection of an Excuse. 


MADRID, Jan. 3.—The press generally 
gives a favorable reception to the Cuban 
Cabinet, agree'ng that the insurrection no 
longer has a raison d’étre, ‘“‘ since it would 
not be against Spain, but against the Cu- 
bans themselves.” 

It is remarked that this view also prevails 
in the United States, and has been expressed 
by Sefior Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
Junta in New York. 

El Imparcial says: 

“The m’‘ssion of the new Cabinet is to 
aid the Government and the Governor Gen- 
eral in restoring peace, and nobody is bet- 
ter qualified for this task than the new 
Ministers who know thoroughly the extent 
of the rebel resources.”’ 


WEYLER’S CONDUCT DENOUNCED. 


The London Times Thinks His Protest 
Too Much for Spain to Bear. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—The Times remarks 
editorially this morning that the indiffer- 
ence of the European Bourses to Gen. Wey- 
ler’s proceedings is a “solid and satisfac- 
tory proof of the increased stability of 
Spanish politics.” It says: 

“Gen. Weyler’s whole conduct since he 
left Cuba has been most reprehensible; and 
no self-respecting Government could be ex- 
pected to tolerate such an act as his ab- 
surd protest.”’

VESSELS IN DISTRESS AT SEA. 


The Azamor Puts Back to Queenstown 
—The Phoebe on Fire and the 
* Gladiolus Stranded. 


QUEENSTOWN, Jan. 3.—The British 
steamer Azamor, Capt. Peterson, from Dun- 
kirk on Dec. 22, for Boston, Mass., has put 
back to this port. Her commander reports 
that on Dec. 29, when about 600 miles west 
of the Fastnet, the Azamor encountered a 
terrific hurricane, which at times plac 
her in great peril. The steamer’s decks were 
swept by the seas, a lifeboat was smashed, 
others damaged, her steering gear was dis- 
abled, hatches were broken, and water, en- 
tering her holds, caused her cargo of sugar 
to suffer. 


BREMEN, Jan. 8.—The British steamer 
Phoebe, Capt. Story, from Pensacola, Fia., 
on Dec. 7, for this rt, has arrived here 
and reports having en on fire while at 
sea. The flames, however, were extin- 
guished, and but little damage was done. 
Forty bales of cotton were burned and some 
bales were wet during the work of extin- 
guishing the fire. 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 3.—The British steam- 
er Gladiolus, Capt. Wright, from Philadel- 
phia on Nov. 24, which arrived at Stettin 
on Dec. 24, is ashore off this port. A salv- 
age steamer has been dispatched to her 
assistance.

The Earl of Wilton, whose death is an- 
nounced, was the fourth to bear that title. 
He was born in 1839. As Seymour John 
Grey Egerton, Viscount Grey. de Wilton, he 
succeeded to the title on the death of his 
brother in 1885. The Earl was formerly 
Captain of the First Life Guards, was a 
Deputy Lieutenant for Lancashire, and Ac- 
countant General of the Court of Chancery. 
He married in 1862 Laura Caroline, daugh- 
ter of William Russell, Esq. His son, Vis- 
count Grey de Wilton, born in 1863, succeeds 
to the title.

THE BRITISH ON THE NILE. 


Gunboats Make a Reconnoissance Past 
Two Dervish Posts. 


CAIRO, Jan. 3.—The British gunboats 
made a reconnoissance past Shendy and 
Metemmeh, the dervish posis between Ber- 


ber and Khartoum, on Saturday last. The 
dervishes kept up a smart fire from both 
banks of the Nile. The gunboats proceeded 
twenty miles south and captured a number 
of boats laden with grain. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—It is semi-officially 
announced in this city that the movements 
of British troops in Egypt are entirely due 
to the news of the threatened northerly ad- 
vance of the dervishes, and that they do not 
imply an immediate advance in the direc- 
tion of Khartoum. 


Marchand’s French Expedition. 


PARIS, Jan. 3.—Authentic news of the 
Marchand expedition, as late as Sept. 17, 
has been received. At that date it had 
arrived at Rafai, in the Tambura district, 
and was proceeding to occupy Rumbek, in 
the Bongo district, in che Territory of Bahr 
el Ghazeel. All were well at the time, and 
a fortnightly mail service was working reg- 
ularly between Tambura and Banghi, on the 
Ubangi River, to the west. 


Congress Meets in Nicaragua. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, (via Galveston, 
Texas,) Jan. 3.—The Congress of Nicaragua 
reassémbled to-day. President Zelaya read

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC 


Two Rosalinds Compete for Public 
Favor in Shakespeare’s 
Pastoral Comedy. 


RETURN OF JULIA MARLOWE 


Ada Rehan in “As You Like It” at 
Daly’s—‘ The Salt of the Earth ” 
at Wallack’s—“‘The Gov- 
ernors” at Hoyt’s. 


After a protracted period of duliness in 
theatricals, so far as new productions of 
moment or revivals of much interest were 
concerned, a spell of unusual activity be- 
gan last night. The Rosalind of Julia Mar- 
lowe, who then began an engagement at 
the Knickerbocker Theatre, was placed in 
comparison with the long approved por- 
trayal of the same role by Ada Rehan. 
A new ‘“‘country comedy” by Joseph Ar- 
thur was successfully acted at Wallack’s; 
while a new variety farce, which is, at 
least, as commendable as most of its kind, 
and undeniably droll, was put on view at 
Hoyt’s. 


JULIA MARLOWE AS ROSALIND. 


A Pretty and Tasteful Performance 
of “As You Like It” at the 
Knickerbocker. 


Julia Marlowe began her engagement at 
the Knickerbocker Theatre last evening as 
Rosalind in “ Ag You Like It.” This por- 
trayal was first seen here seven or eight 
years ago and charmed one then as it 
does now by its girlish sweetness and in- 
genuousness. In the interval Miss Mar- 
lowe’s artistic stature has not greatly in- 
creased. She has gained little in virtu- 
osity, and a gentle charm of personality 
is now, as it was then, the chief factor in 
her success. In a negative sense, however, 
Miss Marlowe's acting has perceptibly im- 
proved of late, and her work is distin- 
guished by good taste, and never marred 
by a striving for impossible or undesirable 
effects. Every réle in her repertory is act- 
ed well enough to hold the attention of the 
most exacting playgoer and win from him 
= large measure of admiration. 

There are réles, however, and some, per- 
haps, generally accounted more difficult of 
execution, which fit her personality and her 
artistic resource somewhat better than 
Shakespeare’s Rosalind; but this pastoral 
comedy is still one of the most popular 
plays ever written, and is not likely to soon 
lose its place in Miss Marlowe’s repertory. 

The Rosalind of last night certainly 
lacked no suitable tribute of admiration. 
The note of sincerity in her expression of 
Rosalind’s sorrow in Act I. was not missed. 
The pretty playfulness and aptness of her 
earlier scenes with Orlando in the forest 
did not fail of their desired effect. Any 
play by Shakespeare lends itself to a great 


variety of interpretation, and the cause of 
dramatic art gains from Miss Marlowe's 
erformance in this comedy, as surely as 
rom those of her portrayals which more 
nearly satisfy an exacting taste. 

She still has the winsome freshness of 
youth and represents peer well its art- 
essness, its high spirits, its impulsiveness, 
its frankness. Manifestly these qualities 
are best illustrated in réles of a less com- 
plex nature than the heroine of this won- 
derful comedy, who is Princess and hoyden, 
saddened exile and buoyant wayfarer, maid- 
en and philosopher, counsellor and coquette, 
wit and sage all in one, with a heart brim- 
ful of fervent love all the time, and a world 
of womanly timidity held partly in abey- 
ance. 

But while Miss Marlowe's pretty and 
charming portrayal does not express all or 
neariy all the earnest student of Shake- 
speare sees in Rosalind, it still does not 
conceal any of her traits, and one who 
knows the play well, and treasures an ex- 
alted ideal of its heroine, finds this embodi- 
ment harmonious and suggestive if not com- 
plete and wholly satisfying, “a perfect 
chrysolite.”’ 

The general performance is sufficient, and 
far better in every detail of scenic picture 
and dress, music and light effect, than such 
occasional productions of Shakespeare used 
to be; while the acting is all suitable and 
smooth. Bassett Roe’s conception of Jaques 
is intelligible and sensible, and his acting 
lacks only firmness of execution. The Or- 
lando is Alfred Kendrick, a young actor of 
good gifts. The Touchstone is G. W. Anson, 
who knows the alphabet of low comedy by 
heart, and every trick in the bag. The Syl- 
vius is Edwin Howard, and the lovelorn 
shepherd has rarely been acted so well. 


“As You Like It” at Daly’s, 


At Daly’s Theatre “‘ As You Like It” has 
been conspicuous in the repertory since 
1889, and has been seen so frequently and 
so recently that a merely cursory notice of 
the present revival, which will remain in 
the bill this week only, will suffice. Picto- 
rially this setting of the comedy surpasses 
any other production of “ As You Like It”’ 
ever seen on our stage; the rendering of 
the incidental music has not been equaled 
elsewhere, and there are other unique feat- 
ures worthy of touching upon briefly, now 
that the old play is again a vital topic. 
In all his various productions of “ As You 
Like It,’’ since the Rosalind of Mrs. Scott 
Siddons was first seen here at the old New 
York Theatre, Mr. Daly has insisted upon 


} siving to the performance the dominant 


note of joyousness. He has refused to heed 
those critics who, mindful that this is a 
drama of exile, have found all through it 
a gentle melancholy and a touch of Au- 
tumnal sadness. To him it has ever been 
a comedy of Spring sunshine and young 
love. His Rosalind of the long “o” 
and the long “i,” is ever sprightly 
and merry in the woodland = scenes 
until the episode of the bloody kerchief, 
and this, to be sure, is in fair accord with 
tradition, for th. Woffingtons, Pritchards, 
Dancers, and Jordans of the eighteenth 
century stage all played Rosalind in the 
sportive, joyous way. To be sure, Mrs. 
Siddons lent to the banished Duke’s daugh- 
ter the “‘smile of tragedy,’’ but ’twas her 
nature to, and it was not until Helen Fau- 
cit’s time that the poetic Rosalind of the 
modern stage came into fashion. 

Miss Rehan’s portrayal of Rosalind has 
always been consistent with her conception, 
tasteful, expert, graceful, and attractive. 
She carries the few indisputably serious 
scenes with admirable tact and dignity, and 
she indulges in no eccentricities or vagaries 
of ‘“‘business.””’ Rosalind was never quite 
her best portrayal, but it has always been 
a coherent, facile, and enjoyable piece of 
acting. 

Last night it was seen to uncommonly 
good advantage by a large and appreciative 
audience. The actress was in good ‘‘ form,” 
and the richness of her resource, the 
breadth and ease of her style, her abundant 
personal humor, and her artistic sympathy 
were all clearly manifested. Particularly 
noticeable was the variety of tone and elo- 
quence of her speech. Certainly the lan- 
guage of Rosalind never sounded better, and 
though we may ae say that this is 
not Miss Rehan’s best réle, there is yet no 
other living Rosalind, now that Modjeska 
has retired, who quite equals her. 

The version of the play with which it is 
associated retains somewhat more of the 
text of Shakespeare’s play than playgoers 
had been accustomed to hear spoken on 
the stage. It is a familiar falsehood that 
Mr. Daly has been a habitual and ruthless 
mutilator of Shakespeare's works, but, as 
a matter of fact, his *“ prumpt books,”’ ex- 
cept in the case of the last three of the 
comedies revived by him, contain more of 
the words of the poet than the old play 
books that used to be called “ standard,’ 
Until 1889 we had not been accustomed to 
hear on the stage the banter of Jaques and 
Amiéns about the song, (although Charles 
Coghlan retained that scene when he 
played Jaques,) and we had never before 
had Jaques in sight in the scene of Touch- 
stone’s wooing, and the bright little en- 
counter between Touchstone and Audrey 
and the singing boys, with the song “It 
was a-lover and his lass,”’ had never been 
used on the stage in this country untfi 
then. The scene between pagees and Gany- 
mede at the poginatas of Act IV. is also 
retained, and the irst Lord’s famous 
speech, though much reduced in length, Is 


spoken by the First Lord, and not, in ac- 
cordance with a stupid custom, by Jaques 
himself. 

But these technical details are perha 
not worth dwelling upon now. The ch 
of “As You Like It’’ at Daly’s does not 
depend upon them nearly so much as upon 
the beauty of the sylvan pictures, the cor- 
rect and el t delivery of the text, the 
comprehension, sympathy, and good taste 
shown in the performance. Mr. Richman 
is still a rather heavy Orlando, but the 
Jaques of Clarke, the Adam of Varry, the 
Oliver of Craig. the Corin of Owen, and the 
William of Ifred Clarke are all excellent 
impersonations, while Sidney Herbert’s 
Touchstone is delightfully grave and sap- 
fent, and there are other eens individ- 
ual performances, inclu the lovelorn 
Sylvius of young Jefferson nter. 


“ THE SALT OF THE EARTH.” 


Joseph Arthur’s New Rural Drama 
at Wallacks’. 


“Wasn't she just too sweet and lovely 
for anything?” 

That was the almost universal comment 
and query of the hundreds of women as 
they left Wallack’s Theatre last evening 
after seeing Annie Russell, and, incident- 
ally, Joseph Arthur’s four-act comedy- 
drama, “The Salt of the Earth.’ Every 
woman answered with a most emphatic 
“Yes, she was,” to the query, and no man 
was bold enough to make any other an- 
swer. For the play was a distinct triumph 
for the simple, unaffected, and clever 
actress who has such a firm hold on the 
affections of New York’s playgoers. As 
Ann May, the heroine of the play, she was 
such a simple, sweet-tempered, lovable 
country girl. 

It seemed to the unsophisticated that she 
had simply to be herself, and that was one 
reason why the crowded house gave her 
such a very cordial reception, laughed with 
her over her simple joys and pleasures, 
and wept with her over the sorrows of her 
troubled love-making, which finally termin- 
ated so happily, both for herself and for 


Tom, her lover, who was always “the salt 
of the earth” in the estimation of the vil- 
lage blacksmith, no matter how black the 
clouds looked about him, even when the 
conspirators, who were bound to rob him 
of his property and his sweetheart, seemed 
to have him énmeshed in a net of adverse 
circumstances from which it seemed im- 
possible for him to escape. 

But “the hired hand” who struggled on 
to a successful political career finally 
found a way to brush aside the clouds and 
defeat the machinations of the Louisiana 
adventurers who had dropped into a country 
village in Southern Indiana in search of 
wealth for themselves at the expense of 
honest and sturdy Tom May. 

Theodore Babcock, who was the Tom May, 
made a hit that was gecond only to that 
of Miss Russell. He was a manly fellow 
from the start, when he appeared in his 
plow-boy clothes and told the story of his 
love to the country lass. Effective in his 
love-making he was, also self-contained, but 
strong in those scenes where, driven to bay, 
he persistently asserted and finally proved 
his perfect manhood. 

The supporting company was all that 
could be asked for, and was so well trained 
that the atmosphere of the country was 
always in evidence. George W. Wilson and 
George W. Denham were particularly clever, 
the former as the henpecked husband of the 
Indiana Mrs. Majapror played very clever- 
ly by Alice Fischer. Maud Odell was quite 
charming in the single scene she had in 
the last act, when she unraveled the tangled 
meshes in which Tom had been bound, and 
brought peace and happiness to the two 
lovers. 

This story was told at length in THE 
TimEs Sunday ani needs no repetition here. 
It is redolent of the farm and of the crude 
and rough sports of country life, and while 
devoid of particular literary merit, was 
bright enough in parts to keep the listeners 
in the best of humor. Mr. Arthur’s similes 
were of the earth, earthy, as, for example, 
when Ann was about to leave her house 
she said she couldn’t think of moving her

t.” and again, when the village  black- 
smith condoled with her by saying he

“IL TROVATORE ” IN ENGLISH. 


The Castle Square Opera Company 
Presents Verdi's Time-Honored Work. 


Verdi would doubtless feel honored if he 
could only know that his ‘I! Trovatore”’ 
has joined Balfe’s ‘“‘ Bohemian Girl,” and 
now shares with it the place of honor in all 
schemes for seasons of grand opera in 
English at low prices. At the Metropolitan 
Opera House it was long ago relegated to 
the limbo of the Saturday night series, and 
Mme. Sophie Traubmann and Signor Ceppi, 
he of the stalwart limbs and broken-backed 
voice, squirted great streams of vocal ag- 
ony over rows of empty seats. In any 
scheme of English opera at low prices, how- 
ever, “Il Trovatore’’—which ought to be 
called “The Troubadour’’—is a principal 
feature. No soprano lives who will not 
wrestle with the musical gasps of Leonora; 
and lives there a tenor with soul so dead 
who never to himself fias said, “I, too, 
can get an encore for ‘ Di quella pira,’ even 


if I do have to transpose it down to B flat.”’ 
John McCullough, the tragedian, is credited 
with having said, *‘ Hamlet is the one part 
in which an actor can make a hit, if he 
will only let the me:aphysics alone and at- 
tend to the stage business.’’ So Manrico is 
the one part in which a tenor can get great 
giory from the gallery, if he will only let 
high art alone and a:tend to the high C, 

The performance of “Il Trovatore’”’ by 
the Castle Square Opera Company last night 
at the American Theatre drew a large au- 
dience, to many of whom the opera was a 
novelty, for they applauded the dramatic 
situations just as if they really understood 
what they meant. The entertainment was 
no doubt most agreeable to those who have 
little opportunity or inclination to attend 
the performances at the Metropolitan Opera 
House. The Castle Square Opera Company 
aims to give tolerable presentations of 
grand opera at low prices, and as it accom- 

lishes this perhaps little or no fault should 
Ce found with its shortcomings. It is true 
that there was a great deal of crudeness in 
last night’s performance, and that to per- 
sons who are accustomed to hearing the 
work sung by genuine artists the singing 
and acting of some members of the cast 
were positively funny. But the performanca 
served its purpose, and perhaps that is all 
that any one has a right to ask of it. 

One thing should be stated as a matter of 
record,.. “‘ ll Travatore’’ was presented with 
new scenery. Such a thing has not occurred 
before within the memory of living opera- 
goers in this country. At the mere mention 
of it Maurice Grau would be speechless with 
amazement, and Col. James Henry Maple- 
son would fall in a faint., But it is a fact, 
and some of the scenery, hotably the camp 
scene, was fresh and pleasing to the eye. 

As Leonora, Miss Grace Golden was con- 
scientious and painstaking, but that may be 
said of every member of the cast. They all 
did the best they could. The star of the 
evening was undoubtedly Miss Lizzie Mac- 
Nichol, whose Azucena had not a little 
vocal and considerabie dramatic merit. In- 
deed, the women vindicated the claim of 
their sex to superiority over the men. Mr. 
Agostino Montegriffo was a most vocifer- 
ous and short-phrased Manr‘co. He emitted 
a stentorian B flat in lieu of a high C in the 
air known in Italian as “ Di quella pira,”’ 
and took a recall with graceful celerity, W. 
G. Stewart was certainly a very villainous 
Count di Luna, and William Schuster was a 
good, old-fashioned Ferrando. The chorus 
d'd its work fairly well, and the orchestra 
was satisfactory. Some of the English text 
of the recitatives was a striking illustra- 
tion of the absurdity of some kinds of opera 
music, but that did not matter. There was

NEW YORK CHAMBER MUSIC CLUB. 


Its Second Concert Given in the Ban- 
quet’ Hall at the Hotel Savoy. 


The second concert of the New York 
Chamber Music Club took place last night 
in the banquet hall of the Hotel Savoy. 
This organization is a new trio, consisting 
of August Spanuth, pianist; Ludwig Mar- 
um, violinist, and Artun Hegner, violon- 
cellist, and its first concert was one of much 
promise.

But the most important topic discussed 
yesterday in Stock Exchange circles was 
the contribution of President Miller of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul Road to 
the Annual Financial Review of THE NEW 
York TIMEs. President Miller’s terse com- 
mentary upon the Western railway situa- 
tion—declaring present competitive rates 
unprofitable, with small prospect of im- 
provement—was recognized as the expres- 
sion of an authority always careful in his 
utterances. A few professional speculators 
(rather injudiciously overloaded with some 
nervous stocks) were very much put out by 
Mr. Miller’s statement of the Western rail- 
way situation, and in various ways they 
tried to gloss over the conditions exposed 
by the St. Paul President. No responsible 
person attempted, however, to dispute the 
facts stated by Mr. Miller, who is uni- 
versally recognized as one of the railway 
managers of the country without the handi- 
cap of professional speculative affiliations, 
This is not the first time his habit of telling 
the truth has distressed Wall Street people 
addicted to stock jobbing.

The Messrs. Rockefeller, Mr. Bell and 
ex-Gov. Flower are all pronounced bulls 
on the business situation and their absence 
will be felt. Discussing the Wall Street 
situation ex-Gov. Flower yesterday said: 

“TI have the utmost confidence in the 
business situation and in the future of the 
stock market. If I did not believe the 
market would advance I certainly should 
not go away. Stocks that have merit are 
bound to advance with the situation as it 
now is. There is a plethora of money and 
no other investment so safe and profitable 
is open for its use. Capital must find em- 
ployment, it cannot afford to be idle, and 
stocks with merit are certain to attract it, 
and the buying is likely to increase at a 
greater ratio in the immediate future than 
it has during the past six months. Rail- 
road properties, as a rule, are in better 
shape than for a long time and the heavy 
increase in business and in earnings will 
have no material cessation for the next 
year or eighteen months. I go away per- 
fectly satisfied with the outlook, and I be- 
lieve the present rarge of prices will be 
left far behind before my return three 
months hence.’’ 


THE STORY OF A POOL. 

Wall Street gossip has been concerning 
itself much lately over the fortunes of a 
pool some time ago formed to advance the 
price of Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
stock. Originally the pool was for 10,000 
shares, which later was doubled. Boston 
und New York traders had interests in it. 
One important Wall Street man was given 
the handling of the pool’s business. Be- 
coming enthusiastic over traffic reports, the 
holdings of the pool finally got beyond 30,- 
000 shares. Then ensued an experience not 
entirely new in the history of Wall Street 
pools. Differences developed, possibly a 
suspicion or two. 

Under the original pool agreement its ex- 
istence was to terminate on next Saturday, 
Jan. 8, by which time it was originally fig- 
ured the pool would have been able to take 
advantage of a market. gaining special 
strength from the investment of New 
Year’s interest and dividend fund. 

Owing to the unfortunate disagreement 
between some of the Boston and New York 
traders in the pool, about one-third of its 
holdings have been already liquidated. Not 
all has been accomplished which originally 
was anticipated, but it is figured that even 
at an average of 95 for Burlington stock 
the pool can close with some showing of 
profit. If during the remainder of this 
week there should come stock market buoy- 
ancy, the winnings of the pool may prove 
to be some tens of thousands of dollars. 


RATES WITHOUT PROFIT. 


President E. B. Thomas of the Erie Rail- 
road, discussing the general railway rate 
situation, says: “‘ The situation briefly is 
just simply this: We are entering upon an- 
other year with a prospect of the same un- 
satisfactory conditions that we have known 
during the past six months. I don’t want 
to be regarded as pessimistic, nor do I be- 
lieve I am justified in taking an absolutely 
roseate view of affairs if they are not so 
presented to my view. We have had one 
of the greatest wheat crops the world has 
ever known, the volume of other traffic has 
been enormous, and yet what ts the result? 
The railroads have not profited by these 
conditions, owing to the ruinous manner 
in which rates have been juggled, and I 
can see no chance for any betterment if 
the big shipper can go on doing what he 
has heretofore. The demoralizing results 
will ecntinue. Just examine the trunk lines’ 
reports of earnings. They show increases, 
but you will find upon investigation that 
these are due to the cutting down of ex- 
penses and not to the profits of traffic car- 
ried. We are hopeful, of course, but I am 
not so certain as some in regard to what 
the conditions will be hereafter. If we can 
have harmony and better rates, and rates 
can be maintained, then the future will be 
all right.’’ 

Substantially, the views of the President 
of the Erie Railroad agree with those ex- 
pressed in THE NEw YORK TIMEs yester- 
day by President Roswell Miller of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. 

Representatives of the railroads will be 
able to present a strong case in asking for 
helpful legislation from Congress. Many 
prominent railroad men believe that a bill 
legalizing pooling can be passed at the pres- 
ent session of Congress. There will be 
strenuous efforts to advance such a meas- 
ure. 


GRAIN CROP FACTS. 

Henry B. Hebert, head of the Produce 
<Ixchange house of H. B. Hebert & Coa, 
who is a recognized authority on grain 
matters, said yesterday to a representative 
of THE NEW YORK TIMEs, in discussing the 
cereal market: 

“The past year is one long to be remem- 
bered by the agriculturist of the United 
States. Good harvests and a substantial 
advance in values have helped to lift him 
out of the despair of poverty to conditions 
of comparative affluence. Deficient crops 
in countries competing with the United 
States may be said to be the principal factor 
in the case. Failure of crops in India, Ar- 
gentina, and Australia, and deficiency of 
crops in France and other parts of Europe 
gave America opportunity to make cereal 
values for the world. 

“The currency conditions existing in 
India and Argentina had much to do with 
the phenomenal decline of the cereal val- 
ues from which this country has _ just 
emerged, and proves that it is hard for 
America to compete with countries that 
pay in silver for farm products. 

“The latest estimate of America’s Spring 
and Winter wheat crops of 1897 is 530,000,000 
bushels, or, say, in round numbers, 100,000,- 
000 bushels greater than that of 1896. Since 
the Summer of that year there has been 
an advance in wheat value of, say, 40 cents 
per bushel, or a difference to the farming 
interests of the United States of some $212,- 
000,000. The exports of wheat from Jan. 1 
to Nov. 30, 1897, were 95,735,000 bushels, 
against 74,300,000 bushels for the same 
period of 1896. 

‘““The corn crop for 1897 is estimated at 
1,900,000,000 bushels, or about 400,000,000 
bushels less than the previous year. There 
has been a substantial advance in the value 
of this staple over current values of the 
depressed times of 1896. Perhaps the in- 
crease in value may be attributed to three 
causes: First, owing to the reduction of 
crop; second, the demand for cattle feed- 
ing, owing to the advance in provisions and 
hog products; third, export demand. The 
exports from Jan. 1 to ‘Nov. 30, 1897, were 
168,533,000 bushels, or, in round figures, 55,- 
000,000 bushels greater than in the same 
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period of 1896. The price has risen from 
the low price of 1896 about 8 cents per 
bushel. 

“The oats crop increased 14,000,000 bush- 
els over that of 1896, and, owing to the 
large export demand, rose fn value about 
7 cents per bushel from the low values of 
1896. The exports from Jan. 1 to Nov. 30, 
1897, were 45,185,000 bushels, or about. 20,- 
000,000 bushels greater than in the same 
period of 1896. 

“ With the high.premium ruling for cash 
wheat, it is only reasonable to conclude 
that considerable of farm reserves have 
been marketed. There is yet a long period 
to elapse’ until July 1. It is a fair pre- 
sumption, from the present. outlook, that 
the visible will be greatly reduced by that 
date, if not almost exhausted, and it does 
not seem at all probable that prices will 
materially decline. Europe is still a good 
purchaser, and will continue to be, and this 
demand, coupled with the milling needs of 
the country, seem quite sufficient to main- 
tain a higher level of values than perhaps 
@ sanguine bear would desire. 

“ However, it must not be forgotten that 
during the late Winter months Argentina 
and Australia may become competitors, and 
may somewhat modify extreme high prices 
for American wheat. 

“From present indications, the Winter 
wheat now in the ground is well preserved 
by snow, and the plant is. vigorous and 
well rooted in the soil. The indications are, 
all things continuing favorable, for a bounti- 
ful harvest of Winter wheat in 1898.’’ 


PANHANDLE STOCKS STRONG, 


The “ Panhandle” stocks were conspicu- 
ous in yesterday’s market for their strength. 
The common made a new record price—4l, 
closing fractionally below that figure, with 
a substantial gain, The preferred stock ad- 
vanced 2 points. No news regarding the 
property was in circulation, but most of 
the buying was done by the same brokers 
who have been active in the stock for some 
time past, and who are popularly believed 
to be acting for inside interests. The 
strength of the stocks was due in some 
measure to the Pennsylvania statement for 


November, issued at the close of last week. 


LONDON INQUIRIES. 


A letter just received from Ansel Oppen- 
heim, Vice President of the Chicago Great 
Western Railway, who is now in London, 
says: ‘*‘ With relation to the financial sit- 
uation, I see no evidence here of any feel- 
ing to sell American securities. I think we 
are upon the eve of a turn in this market, 
and that the new year will see considerable 
buying of American securities by English 
holders, Every one I see is arixious to know 
about this or that security—which is al- 
ways an indication that their thoughts are 
tending in that direction, and, unless I am 
very much mistaken, London will be a 
factor in the American security market 
during the month of January.” 

Mr. Oppenheim states that arrangements 
will be made to list the Chicago Great 
Western preferred “ B” and common stocks 
upon the London Stock Exchange. The 4 
per cent. debenture and preferred “A” 


stock are already liste@—New York News 
Bureau. 


SOME WEAK BONDS, 


Wall Street men in touch with the Brook- 
lyn Street Railway situation, which of late, 
according to the many rumors which have 
reached the Street, has been in much tur- 
moil, find significance in the weakness 
shown yesterday by Kings County Elevated 
first mortgage 6 per cent. bonds.

“JUDGE AND CORONER AT ODDS. 


Prisoner Discharged by the Court, 
Rearrested by the Coroner. 


_ Coroner Delap of Williamsburg yesterday 
— in the Ewen Street Police Court had a 
© lively tilt with Justice Lemon over the dis- 


position of Walter Gneiser, a journeyman 


baker, who was arrested on Sunday night 
after the suicide of sixteen-year-old Ber- 
mardina Gothman at her home, 239 Hum- 
boldt Street, Williamsburg, by taking car- 
bolic acid, had become known. 
- Gneiser’s alleged misconduct worried the 
girl to a great extent, and after she had 
committed suicide the Coroner was of the 


opinion that there was sufficient ground to 
arrest Gneiser. When Gneiser was yester- 
day arraigned in the Ewen Street Police 
Court Coroner Delap requested Justice Lem- 
on to remand the prisoner until an _investi- 
gation of the girl’s death was made. Jus- 
tice Lemon looked at the complaint against 
Gneiser and then said to the prisoner: 

“You are discharged.”’ 

“Hold on a minute,” said the Coroner, 
“This man may be guilty of manslaughter 
er of something else. I hope your Honor 
will hold him.until an autopsy has been 
made.”’ i 

“ He is discharged, I said,’’ exclaimed the 
Justice. ‘‘ There is not sufficient evidence 
to hold him.”’ 

Gneiser was making his way out of court 
when Coroner Delap shouted: 

“Then I'll re-arrest him.” 

The Corener directed a policeman, who 
had brought the prisoner to court, to arrest 
him, and Gneiser was taken to the Stagg 
Street Station and detained pending the re- 
sult of an autopsy. Gneiser was released 
last night, the autopsy showing that he 
eou:d not have been guilty of the offense 
charged against him.

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SUICIDE OF C. R. ROBERT 


The Millionaire Builder Said to 
Have Been Insane for 
Several Days. 


SOME OF HIS ECCENTRICITIES 


The Value of the Estate Estimated at 
$30,000,000 — His Residence at 
Oakdale, L. I., One of the 
Finest in the Country. 


.t was said yesterday that Christopher 
R. Robert, the wealthy builder, who killed 
himself cn Sunday in La Rochelle, the 
apartment house 57 West Seventy-fifth 
Street, had been insane for several days 
prior to his suicide. The authority for the 
statement is John M. Bowers of Bowers & 
Sands, Mr. Robert’s attorneys, and C. H. 
Merriman, Mr. Robert’s private secretary. 

Mr. Merriman, who manages the La Ro- 
chelle, which was built by Mr. Robert, said 
that there had been no desire on the part 
of his family to keep the matter secret. Mr. 
Merriman said the only course that could 
be assigned for the suicide was that Mr. 
Robert was insane. Up to a few months 
ago he was in good health. It is supposed 
that the fear of approaching ill health 
preyed upon his mind to such an extent as 
to unsettle it. 

John M. Bowers also said that no other 
reason could be given for Mr. Robert’s act. 
. His wife tells me,” Mr. Bowers said, 
“that her husband has surely been insane 
ior some days, but suicide was never 
thought of.’’ 

Mr. Rich of Lamb & Rich, the architects 
who built La Rochelle, said yesterday that 
Mr. Robert had always seemed somewhat 
eccentric and impulsive, but at the time 
of his dealings with him appeared sane. 


Strange Action. 


A short time ago Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
started for Europe and were aboard the ves- 
sel, when he suddenly changed his mind 
and returned to land. Mr. Robert was 


sixty-three years old. His father founded 
the Christian College in Constantinople. 
Mrs. Robert’s three children by her former 
husband, Charles Morgan, are now in Paris. 
it is estimated that the property left by 
Mr. Robert is worth about $30,000,000. 

Mr. Robert was a member of the Knicker- 
bocker and City Clubs of New York, of the 
Meadow Brook and South Side Clubs of 
Long Island, and of the Newport Golf Club. 
He was for many vears a prominent figure 
in the social and club life of New York, and 
increased his own large fortune by his mar- 
riage to Mrs. Morgan, widow of a wealthy 
banker, who was formerly Miss Julia Rem- 
ington. Both Mr. and Mrs. Robert enter- 
tained handsomely for several years in 
their city house and in their Long Island 
country residence, where they lived most of 
the year. They leased the Bellevue Ave- 
nue residence at Newport of the Duchesse 
de Dino during the Summer of 1895 and 
gave a series of banquets there. 


The Oakdale Estate. 


The estate at Oakdale, L. I, owned by 
Mr. Robert, is one of the largest and finest 
in the country. The most lavish hospital- 
ity marked Mr. and Mrs. Robert’s life at 


Oakdale for years. Their house contained 
nearly a hundred bedrooms, and taese 
were all filled with guests at times. 

Mr. Robert permitted no trespassing ou 
his grounds, and was especially severe on 
all sportsmen. Several years ago he caught 
some of W. K. Vanderbilt’s dogs in traps 
he had set. Mr, Vanderbilt’s grounds ad- 
join Mr. Robert’s on the east, and he was 
vexed at the occurrence. The incident led

Justice Dickey looked surprised and re- 
plied: ‘‘If that is so, it is the first time in 
my thirty years’ experience that I ever 
heard of such a thing, I never knew that 
affidavits could be submitted to the Grand 
Jury in lieu of witnesses. But there must 
be some mistake, and I guess the District 
Attorney can explain it.” 

Mr. Towns also asserted that Kate Mal- 
loy’s affidavit was allowed on the trial, and 
that Justice Newburger allowed it as part 
of the record. He also objected that Officer 
McCarten, who went to serve the warrant 
on Ratcliffe, should not have been allowed 
to testify to a conversation between Mc- 
Carten and the janitor of the house. 

“It can’t be possible,” said Justice 
Dickey. 

‘“‘It’s the record, your Honor,” said Mr. 
Towns. 

In conclusion, Mr. Towns said the jury 
had been urduly influenced by his client 
being called a “‘ British bulldog’”’ and other 
epithets. 

“When can a new trial be had?” asked 
the Court. 

“In March,” said Assistant District At- 
torney Lloyd. 

“I will hear what you have to say in re- 
ply to Mr. Towns on Wednesday,’ said 
Justice Dickey. ‘‘ This man already has a 
stay, and there is no immediate demand for 
a decision.”’ 


PANIC IN A PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


Steam Boiler Explodes—Three Girls 
Injured in the Rush. 


A panic in Public School No. 41, at the 
corner of New York Avenue and Dean 
Street, Brooklyn, yesterday, resulted in in- 
juries to three children. One of the three 
steam boilers exploded at 11:35 o’clock in 
the morning. Thomas McGuire, the janitor, 
who was in the basement at the time of the 
explosion, says that the front and rear 
section blew out simultaneously. The rear 
section, in its flight, missed his head by a 
few inches and broke down a door at one 
side of the basement. The building is two 
stories in height, and was shaken from top 
to bottom. 

The teachers attempted to organize the 
fire drill, but for some moments the panic 
was so great that it was impossible. They 
all kept their heads, and by their coolness 
succeeded at last in moving the children 
out of the classrooms. Three little girls, 
however, were injured in the crush, and 
one of them, Lillie Brady, s@éven years old, 
of 1,257 Butler Street, was taken to St. 
John’s Hospital suffering from shock and 
hysteria. The doctors fear she may not 
recover. The other injured children were 
Marian Ward, seven years old, of 54 Herki- 
mer Street, and Florence Poliski, seven 
years old, of 1,452 Fulton Street. Both were 
suffering from shock and were taken home. 


THREE HURT BY GAS EXPLOSION 


Paul Kalmus Sought a Leak in His 


Store with a Lighted Candle. 


An explosion of gas in. a millinery siore 
at 18 and 13% Division Street yesterday aft- 
ernoon injured three persons—father, wife, 
and child—and shattered two large win- 
dows. Paul Kalmus, the proprietor, was 
thrown from a ladder by the explosion and 
cut about the face and hands, as well as 
His wife was bruised about the 
body, and the child, a year old, was cut 
about the face. 

About a week ago Kalmus smelled gas, 
and, as he could not find the leak, he got 
plumbers to hunt for it. They did some 
fixing, but the gas still escaped, and yes- 
terday afternoon Kalmus got a ladder and 
searched for the leak himself. He thought 
it was in the ceiling, and he got on the lad- 
der in front of the store with a lighted 
candle in his hand. While he was looking 
into a crack the explosion occurred. Kal- 
mus was blown off the ladder and hurled 
ten feet down the room. The windows 
were blown out, and a sheet of flame 
was left burning at the ceiling. The child, 
Ruth, who was standing near the ladder, 
was knocked down. The mother was seat- 
ed in a chair a little way off, and she and 
the chair were blown over. 

Kalmus, bleeding from several cuts, 
rushed down the store to a dresser, seized 
$600 in bills and then hurried out the back 
way. Mrs. Kalmus took the chair that 
she had been sitting in and ran out of the 
store with it in her arms. She fell on the 
street and was helped to a near-by house. 
The child ran out, fell, and was picked up 
by a woman, who took charge of her. 

An alarm of fire was sent in, but there 
was ro fire. The gas was shut off and the 
flame put out. The damage to the store is 
about #500.

The, publication in question, 
owned by D. O. Haynes & Co., was to have 
appeared under the name of ‘‘ The New 
York Commercial,’’ but The Evening Com- 
mercial Advertiser, through its President, 
J. S. Seymour, had enjoined the Haynes 
Company from using the name ‘‘ Commer- 


cial.” The injunction went into effect on 
Friday night, and, as there was no time in 
which to get it set aside, saturday being a 
holiday, Mr. Haynes left biank space in 
every place in his publication where the 
name would have appeared. He took occa- 
sion, however, to print in large black let- 
ters in the last column of the first page the 
words, ‘‘ New York Commercial,” in speak- 
ing of the injunction. 

The matter will be argued this morning. 
Meanwhile the nameless paper will continue 
to appear. This morning’s issue will con- 
tain a large number of interviews from 
prominent men on the injunction. Yester- 
day’s said, editorially: 


‘The Shipping and Commercial List and New 
York Price Current is the oldest commercial paper 
in America, and the word ‘ Commercia#§’ seems 
to be an ideal one for a strictly commercial 
paper, and it was adopted for this reason. 

‘“* With the explanation of fhe injunction, we 
offer our apologies to our readers for the mutil- 
ated appearance of this first number, assuring 
them, however, that while our pages are some- 
ae disfigured we are still very much in the 
ring.”’

LEGAL NOTES. 


Mr. DURANT MustTAccountT TO His SISTER. 
—The Appellate Division has reversed the 
judgment of dismissal, on the trial of the 
suit brought by Heloise H. Frethey against 
her brother, William W. Durant, for an ac- 
counting. Dr. Thomas C. Durant, who 
died over.twelve years ago, had for many 
years been prominently connected with 
railroads, and at that time was largely in- 
terested in stocks and bonds of the Adiron- 
dack Railroad Company. That company had 
500,000 acres of land and a partially con- 
structed railroad. Dr, Durant was also one 
of the principal holders of a mortgage for 
$300,000, un 400,000 acres of land in the 
northern part of the State. William W. 


Durant, the only son of Dr. Durant, had 
been associated with his father in the lat- 
ter’s financia] transactions. At his own 
solicitation, after the death of their father, 
he was made the general agent and attor- 
ney of his sister, Heloise, the only other 
child of Dr. Durant. She was inexperi- 
enced and knew little or nothing about her 
father’s property before his death. Durant 
told his sister before their father died that 
there was a judgment against his property 
by the Credit Mobilier, and that he had 
arranged it so that the creditors would not 
take the property and that she and he 
would have it after a while; that the prop- 
erty was very large, including many hundred 
thousand acres of land, and amounted to 
over a million of dollars. Mr. Durant was 
made administrator, but very little property 
was administered by him as belonging to 
the estate, though large interests in rail- 
roads, &c., were so managed and disposed 
of that Durant and his wife apparently be- 
came possessed of large means, while the 
sister remained substantially without any 
property. She brought this action to com- 
pel her brother to account and pay over to 
her the amount to which she should be 
found to be entitled. The Court held, by 
Justice Williams, that the complaint was 
erroneously dismissed, that enough ap- 
peared in the case to establish the fact that 
the confidential relation claimed by Mrs. 
Frethey was created and existing between 
her and her brother, and this being so, the 
Court should have ordered an accounting 
by him with reference to the property and 
interest of every kind which he took pos- 
session of at the time of his father’s death. 
,¢ 

SLANDER BY REFUSING TO CASH A CHECK. 
—Nathan WJEichner recovered judgment 
against the Bowery Bank of New York, in 
his suit for the damages he claimed to have 
suffered because the bank, although he had 
a balance on deposit, refused to pay his 
check drawn to the order of a firm of auc- 
tioneers, and by reason of the statement 
made by the bank officers to the payees, 
that there were no funds in the bank to 
meet the check. The bank officers, after 
being told a second time that they must 
have made a mistake, persisted in their re- 
fusal. The Appellate Division has directed 
a reversal. Justice Williams, who gives the 
opinion, says the action cannot be main- 
tained as one for damages for non-payment 
of the check, because it was not alleged 
and proved that at the time of presentation 
it had been duly indorsed by the payees. 
So far as the action can be regarded as one 
to recover damages for slander of the 
plaintiff in his occupation of merchant or 
trader, the Court holds it cannot be main- 
tained against the defendant as a corpora- 
tion. ‘‘ The corporation itself could not 
talk,” Justice Williams said. ‘“‘ The state- 
ment must have been made by some officer 
or agent of the corporation, and if there 
was liability for slander at all, it must have 
been the personal liability of such officer 
or agent, and not of the corporation.” 

+,* 

THE LAST PAYMENT UPON THE IRONCLAD 
MoNADNOCK.—Phineas Burgess, about twen- 
ty-five years ago, made a contract with the 
Navy Department to do work upon the iron- 
clad Monadnock, and then borrowed money 
of the Continental National Bank and the 
Tradesmen’s National Bank, giving to each 
as security an assignment of proportionate 
parts of the amount to be paid by the Gov- 
ernment. Long delays occurred, so that 
the contract was not completed until 1883. 
Burgess died in 1894, and David Myerle, as 
executor, got judgment in the Court of 
Claims against the Government for $129,000, 
as being due on the contract. The Conti- 
nental National Bank then brought an 
action in the Supreme Court as one of the 
claimants to this money, against Myerle 
as executor and other claimants, to pro- 
tect this lien, and to secure an adjudica- 
tion in one suit in reference to conflicting 
claimants to the money. On appeal from 
an order by Justice Russell granting an in- 
junction and appointing A. D. Hepburn 
as receiver of the property, the Appellate 
Division has directed that instead of the 
receiver taking charge of the money, $10,- 
000 concededly due to plaintiff, should be 
deposited with it, and the remainder with 
the Tradesmen’s National Bank, to which 
about $70,000 is due, besides over $50,000 
of interest, each bank to hold the money 
as the deposit of-a fund in court, subject 
to the court’s orders pending the determi- 
nation of the action. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Teachers’ Salary Schedule Must Be 
Decided by the New Board. 


When the Board of Education adjourned 
last Wednesday it was to meet yesterday 
to discuss the much disputed and long pend- 
ing teachers’ salary schedule. When the 
subject was introduced yesterday it was 
found that under the terms of the.new 
charter no action could be taken. Conse- 
quently the schedule adopted July 14 re- 
mains in force, and must so remain until 
the borough board votes for a change and 
the School Board approves the change. 

The School Board does not come into ex- 


istence until after the different borough 
boards shall have organized in February 
and elected members to it, and the charter 
says no change shall be made in the salaries 
of teachers in 1898 without the approval of 
the School Board. 

Contraets were awarded for carrying chil- 
dren to schools too far away for them to 
attend on foot in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards. 

Commissionrr Taft of the Committee on 
High Schools reported an important change 
contemplated in the curriculum of the Nor- 
mal College. The plan is to admit grad- 
uates of the high schools to a special two 
years’ course in pedagogics, and on their 
graduation from that course to give them 
certificates .as teachers that will absolve 
them from further examination. If the plan 
is adopted, it will take an intending teach- 
er only six years from the date of entering 
the high school to obtain a teacher’s cer- 
tifieate. Under the present system it takes 
seven or eight years, foun atthe high 
school and three or four at the Normal 
College.

BLAZE IN A HIGH BUILDING. 


Firemen Had Trouble with a Fourth 
Avenue Fire and a Woman Fainted. 


The seven-story building at 54 Fourth 
Avenue was damaged by fire and water 
yesterday morning to the extent of $20,- 
000, and the fire was considered to be so 
threatening at one time that three alarms 
were turned in. The building was occupied 
principally by Reichert’s paper box factory, 
which took up the first, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and seventk floors. The third floor was oc- 
supied by S. N. Wood, a tailor, and the 


ground floor on the Ninth Street side by 
L. Schick, dealer in clothing. 

Henry Stein, an employe, reached the 
building at six o’clock to open up for the 
day’s work, and found it filled with smoke. 
He went up as far as the third floor and 
was then forced to descend. When he got 
to the lower stairs there was an explosion 
on the top floor, which blew out windows 
in all parts of the building. A scrubwoman 
who had just come in, fainted in the hali- 
way. Stein dragged her to the sidewalk 
and sent in an alarm, 

When the firemen responded the entire 
top floor was ablaze. The fire was so high 
up that much difficulty was experienced in 
getting water to bear upon it. 


THE IOWA TO JOIN THE FLEET. 


The Battleship Will Leave the Navy 
Yard To-day for the Roads. 


Orders have been issued to Capt. W. F. 
Sampson, commanding the battleship Iowa, 
to have his vessel ready to leave the navy 
yard to-day. The ship is to join the squad- 
ron in command of Admiral Sicard at 
Hampton Roads. 

Since the Iowa returned from her final 
acceptance trial, several weeks ago, she has 
been at the navy yard, where extensive 
alterations and improvements have been 
made .to the engines and other machinery. 
These have been completed. A board of en- 
gineers from the navy yard visited the ship 
on Saturday, when a dock trial was given 
the engines. They were worked for more 
than two hours. The trial was a success. 

A quantity of ammunition for the rapid- 
fire guns has been taken on board the ves- 
sel. .It is the first of the new fixed ammuni- 
tion loaded with new smokeless powder to 
be used. on the Iowa. 

The battleships Massachusetts and Texas 
will be ready to leave the yard in a few 
days, but it’ will be some time before the 
cruiser Brooklyn will be ready for sea. 


FELL FROM A FIRE ESCAPE. 


An Awning Broke Dwicker’s Fall and 
Probably Saved His Life. 


Meyer Dwicker fell from a fire escape on 
the third story of the tenement house at 193 
Rivington Street early yesterday morning, 
landed on an awning, and escaped with only 
slight bruises. 

A fire in an extension at 95 Ridge Street 
had aroused the families in the tenement 
house which adjoins it, and they fled in all 
haste to the street. From the third floor 
Dwicker and his family hastened out. As 
Nellie, one of his children, reached the side- 
walk, she cried from the cold. She was in 


her bare feet, and her father said he would 
get her shoes for her. He went back, but 
got caught in clouds of smoke, and could not 
descend by the stairs. So he got out on the 
fire escfipe, lost his hold, and fell. He struck 
an awning which covered part of the side- 
walk and a small stand, and this broke his 
fall. But he smashed some glass globes and 
their fixings in his descent. 

A Mrs. Reiner, who lives on the second 
floor, was sick. Her husband had some dif- 
ficulty in getting her out of the building in 
his arms, as the smoke bothered both of 
them, but they reached the street in safety 
and neighbors cared for the woman. 


PERSECUTED BY A WOMAN. 


Man Advised by a Magistrate to Quit 
the Quarter in Which She Lives. 


Magistrate Meade, sitting in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday afternoon, 
advised a man to move out of the neighbor- 
hood where he lives to escape a woman’s 
implacable hostility. The man is Sydney 
S. Pope, a truck driver of 42 Leroy Street; 
and he was charged by Mrs. Ada C. Den- 
ton of 692 Washington Street with disor- 
derly conduct. Pope stores his truck in a 
stable close to Mrs. Denton’s house. Last 


Spring, while backing his team into this 
stable, Pope accidentally ran over and 
killed a little nephew of Mrs. Denton. 

In court Mrs. Denton said that Pope has 
been drawing his truck in front of her house 
and leaving it there. She ordered him to 
remove it, and last Friday he became inso- 
lent. She admitted that, exasperated by his 
impertinence, she called him a murderer. 
Pope, in his own behalf, testified that since 
that unfortunate accident to her nephew the 
woman had it ‘in for him,” and has been 
calling him ‘‘ Murderer.’”’ He stated that 
last Friday two men were set on him by 
Mrs. Denton. He became afraid, and went 
to the Charles Street Station to get protec- 
tion. 

Magistrate "Meade told Pope that undoubt- 
edly the woman would look on him all her 
life with aversion for killing the little fel- 
low, and advised him to move out of the 
neighborhood. He also warned Mrs. Denton 
to cease persecuting Pope. The latter was 
then discharged.

Black of Jus- 
tice J. O. Dykman to perform any duty in 
the Supreme Court which he might lawfully 
have performed if his term of office had not 
been abridged by the limitation of age pre- 
scribed by law, which term would have ex- 
pired Dec. 31, 1908, was ‘filed to-day in the 
County Clerk’s office of Westchester County.
